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_ RULES OF ORDER 
ADOPTED BY THE GENERAL CONFERENCE. 


Rutz 1. The regular hours of daily meeting shall be 9 a.m., 


and of adjournment 1 p.m. A majority of those present and voting 
may extend the time temporarily. 

Rute 2. After religious service, the business of the regular 
meeting shall be conducted in the following order: 

(1) For the first two days only, calling the roll of members and 
alternates. 

(2) Reading the journal of. the previous meeting or meetings. 

(3) For the first ten days only, alphabetical call of the Confer- 
ences for appeals, memorials, and petitions. 

(4) For the first ten days only, alphabetical call of Conferences 
for resolutions proposing changes in the Discipline. 


(5) For the first ten days only, reports from commissions and ~ 


connectional officers. 

(6) Reports from standing committees. 

(7) Reports from special committees. 

RvuLE 3. Special committees ordered by the Conference may be 
appointed by the bishop presiding at the time. A member may 
‘decline to serve on more than one such committee. 

Rue 4. When the report of a committee is under discussion, 
the chairman of that committee, or one of the members selected 
by the chairman or by the committee, shall have the right to close 


the discussion, and the call of the previous question shall be sub- 


ject to that right. 
Rue 5. The presiding officer shall decide all questions of order, 


subject to an appeal to the Conference, which appeal may be made 


| by any member. When such appeal is taken, the member appealing 


shall be allowed to state the ground of his appeai, and the Chair 


the ground of his decision. In each case such statement shall not 


exceed five minutes. Otherwise than this the vote shall be taken 
without debate. 

_ Ruz 6, Every report of a nin itiee shall be in writing and in 
duplicate ; every resolution shall be in writing and in duplicate, 
and shall be signed by at least two members ; and every substitute 
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~ or amendment to a report or to a resolution pEvpones legislation 


shall be in writing and in duplicate. 
Rute 7. The Bishops’ Address, reports of commissions, as well 


as memorials, petitions, and resolutions, proposing a change in 
the Discipline, shall be referred to some committee. All papers 


_ for committees shall go to the committee named by the mover un- 


less objection be made. Any paper may, by a majority vote, be 


referred to a committee. 


Rute 8. All papers proposing changes in the Discipline shall 


specify by chapter, section, and paragraph the passage to-be af- 


fected, and also recite the language as it will read when amended.

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BISHOPS’ ADDRESS. 
Read Before the General Conference at its First Session, Wednesday 
Morning, May 4, 1910. 


Beloved brethren of the ministry and laity, elect of the Church for 
your sacred responsibilities as counselors and legislators: Grace and 
peace be unto you from God our Father and from the Lord Jesus Christ, 


by whom we know the Father. We give unto you our Christian saluta- 
tions, and rejoice with you in our common inheritance that God has 


given unto the Gentiles repentance unto faith, and has taken us also 
into his covenant of life and peace. “For this is the record that God 
hath given unto us eternal life, and this life is in his Son.” We wor- 


Ship the Eternal Father of the Eternal Son, for without sonship there | 


is no fatherhood. It is the Eternal Son in the bosom of the Father by 
-whom is made known unto us the Godhead of both Father and Son 
through the Holy Spirit proceeding from the Father and the Son. 
Called to be saints, our daily prayer for the whole Church is that she 
may manifest the power of sons of God and so realize her high calling 
of God in Christ Jesus. We are as yet the potential Church; but we de- 
voutly thank our Lord, who condescends to be head over all things to 
his Church, for the ceaseless honor which he puts upon the Church 
which is his body and which is complete only in him. We are grateful 


to him for that great religious movement called Methodism, which has 


leavened and quickened the life of Christendom during the eighteenth, 
nineteenth, and part of the twentieth centuries, and has become the 
leading force of Protestant Christianity throughout the world. As we 
meet for the third time in this eventful century, when our Divine Lord 
_is seen leading his hosts to their greatest victories, we dare utter our 
doxology: “Now unto him that is able to do exceeding abundantly above 
-all that we ask or think, according to the power that worketh in us, 
unto him be the glory in the Church by Cariat Jesus unto all genera- 
tions, forever and ever. Amen. 
_., METHODISM’s GROWTH IN | STRENGTH AND INFLUENCE. 
| Lutheranism is the least part of the work of the Reformation led by 
Martin Luther in the sixteenth century, although numerically the lar- 
gest Protestant force. So Methodism.is the least part of the great reli- 
- ligious movement, and so the object of deepest interest to all students of 
. field. Both movements were unspeakably great in the moral and religious 
freedom which became the inheritance of all Protestant Churches, Yet 
Methodism must stand as the peculiar expression of that last great re 


: Hgtous movement, and so the onset of deepest interest to all students of 
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22 Bishops’ Address. 


Christianity. Harnack, the eminent German writer, whose theological 
position excludes all possibility of a bias of partiality toward Metho- 
_dism, declares: “No type of believers has interested me more than the 


Methodists. If I read Church history correctly, that denomination is 
richest in experimental religion, most active in Christian work, most 
fertile in results of all since the time of the Reformation.” We are fa- 
miliar with what the best English historians, such as Lecky and Green, 
have said as to the influence of Methodism in saving England in the 
eighteenth century, but we are concerned to know what may be expect- 


ed of Methodism in the twentieth century. In one of the great Quar- 


terlies, in a notable article on our “Representative Religions,” occurs 
this tribute: “On the whole, the Methodist Church will be seen to be a 
great organization moving on the world for definite and powerful re- 
sults, striking where there is most to be done. It converts for all the 
Churches; but it still keeps itself larger than any of the rest, and in- 
creases at a faster rate.” A Unitarian organ frankly says: “Methodism 
has had a grand mission to fulfill in modern Christendom—a mission of 


mediation between different sects on the one hand, and between an ex- 


clusive Church and a neglected world on the other. And there is a mor- 
al majesty in the firm and sure tread with which it has marched to Sica 
accomplishment of its work.” } 

It is such tributes to modern Methodism that make us serious as we 
contemplate the responsibilities of leadership. Not only do leading Prot- 
estant thinkers declare, “Methodism holds the future; if. Methodism 
fails, Am2rica fails’; but a foremost prelate of the Roman Catholic 
Church, the late Bishop Spaulding, said: “The only sect that Roman 
Catholicism fears is organized Methodism, and this fear is based upon 
its aggressive zeal and its hearty presentation of truth to the com- 
mon people without making any preposterous claim to apostolic succes- 
sorship or offensive assertion of being ‘the’ Church. I greatly fear the 
influence of Methodism upon the second and third generation of import- 
ed Romanists.” If we have such influence with other Churches, it is 
largely because our converts are from the world and not from other 
Churches, and our fidelity to the faith of the fathers has won for us the 
title given by the most influential preacher of the Congregational 
Church as “the mightiest Protestant force in the modern world.” Speak- 
ing.of the scanty supply of preachers in other Churches, the foremost 
minister in another Church recently remarked in public: “What would 
the rest of the Churches do but for the preachers that Methodism fur- 
Is this to be one of the ways God will use in giving'a preach- 
able theology to some other Churches? Our rapid growth has not been 
due to immigration, as in both the Roman and Lutheran Churches, but, 
as in all lands, from the preaching on all the continents; and in not 
less than one hundred and fifty of the babbling tongues of earth ecu- 
menical Methodism is at once the’ John the Baptist and the Apostle 
Paul of modern Christendom, seeking alike to prepare the way of the . 
Lord and to build up in the faith as we spread scriptural holiness over 
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all these lands. Our threatened pietism has become world-wide evan- 
gelism. Nor has there ever appeared a more signal proof of the vitality - 
of our American Methodism in all her history than when the combined 
Methodist laymen of the United States and Canada during the past 
year pledged themselves to become responsible for the evangelizing 
of more than 200,000,000 souls, or more than one-fifth of the remaining 
unevangelized billion of the egne and Monammedan world. 


THE CHURCH AS A FORCE OF NEARLY Two MILLIONS. 


Now, as the second largest Methodist Church in the world and the 
third largest Protestant Church in America, we assemble in our six- 
teenth General Conference at the close of the most peaceful and pros- 
perous quadrennium in the history of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. Every year of the quadrennium has been marked by a net in- 
crease Of members larger than the increase in the whole quadren- 
nium when we met in Dallas eight years ago. Our net increase 
during the past four years in members alone is 207,754, an increase 
lJarger than the whole membership of all save a very few Church- 
es in the United States. This net increase is more than half of our 
entire gain during the last decade. Our present membership, not in-. 
cluding our 11,570 traveling and local preachers, is 1,822,402, which is 
nearly 500,000 more than all the Methodists on the continents of Europe 
-and Australasia. To iricrease our census to more than 2,056,000, we 
need only add, and justly, the 233,911 members of the Colored Metho- 
dist Church, in whose behalf we legislate and give, as in the forty years 
of their separate history since we set them apart. Their steadfast 
friends and counselors, charged in no small measure with the responsi- 
bility for their success, we rejoice no less in their prosperity than in our 
own; and our constant prayer and hope is to see them increasingly ef- 
fective as a great missionary force both in this country and in Africa. 

Our nearly two million members are led and taught by 7,618 traveling — 
preachers, who have the codperation of 4,952 local preachers, many of 
whom serve as supplies and are doing efficient work. Four years ago we | 
- reported a decrease of 2,006 in our local preachers as having taken place 


during the previous decade, but we are now happy to report an increase _ 


- of 297 during the quadrennium. As the increase comes at a time when 

: the Church has set a higher standard alike for the equipment and work 

- of the local ministry, it is a sign of progress, and encourages the hope | 
_ that our lay preachers may become a growing force alike in numbers 
and usefulness. We have greater, need than ever of the right kind of 
-local preachers (not simply exhorters), who study to show themselves 
approved of God and of men, rightly dividing the word of truth. What 
makes British Methodism the largest religious force in England next to 
the Established Church is the skilled labor of some 20,000 lay preachers 
added to the faithful work done by the 2, 500 trained and see nai 
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INCREASE IN OUR MINISTRY. 


‘It is gratifying to report that during the past year we admitted the 
largest number of ministers on. trial in our history. These 331 new 
preachers will greatly reduce the number of charges left to be supplied, 
while the noteworthy revival of lay activity promises yet larger acces- 
sions to our itinerant ranks in the near future. During the past year 
46 preachers were admitted to our traveling ministry from 14 other 
Churches. The largest number, 15 in all, came from the ministry of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, and 10 came from the ministry of the 
Methodist Protestant Church. The question is sometimes asked, “Why 
do our preachers leave us?” In view of a much larger number seeking 
a place in our ministry, it might be asked, “Why do other preachers 
come?” In response to that question, one from the Protestant Episcopal 
ministry frankly answered: “I want to have the privilege of calling 
mourners.” Another from the Congregationalist ministry, well and fa- 
vorably known among us, sought “a. witnessing Church, where people 
told their religious experience and had one to tell.” So we pray that 
our Church may ever remain witnesses of the living Christ, and of the 
power of his resurrection. This it will do despite even a General Con- 
ference, which, as usual, is held in two sections and by two sets of 
representatives—one in the Church papers, declaring what the Church 
‘should do, and the other set here and now, to do what they deem best 
in the sight of God. During the last General Conference not less than 
five hundred memorials and petitions were brought before the Commit- 
tee on Revisals alone. During the last Congress there were forty thou- 
sand bills introduced, as against less than two hundred in the first 


Congress. Alike in Church and State we are “a government by discus- 
sion.” Happily, our legislation is not for the whole of American Meth- 


odism, with the great diversity of local conditions and needs. 


Our INCREASING MATERIAL RESOURCES. 


It ig interesting to note that in the sixty-six years of our separate 
existence as an integral part of American Methodism, although much of 
our territory was the scene of the greatest civil war in history, at~whose 
beginning the South was accredited with thirty per cent. of the wealth 


of the country and at its close with only eight per cent., the Methodist 


Episcopal Church, South, after deducting all indebtedness, has now not > 


less than $75,000,000 in property, including churches, parsonages, schools, 
orphanages, hospitals, publishing houses, endowments, and loan funds. 


There is annually a notable increase in the amount given for the sup- 


port of the, ministry and for Conference claimants, amounting during 


the last year to $4,778,897, an increase over the previous year of $371,- 
782. There was paid last year some $4,000,000 for churches and par- 


‘sonages alone, until now we have 16,239 churches and 4,925 parsonages, 


for many of which latter we are indebted to the women of the Wom- 


an’s*Home Mission Society. Now, after giving $9,000,000 annually for 
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‘Church equipment at home and for ministerial support, it is fitting that 
we should give in millions es education and Church extension and mis- 


sions. 
During the quadrennium we have given for education, tnctisittniy 
_ plants, equipment, and endowment, the sum of $3,075,000. eae Church | 
extension there was donated by the Parent and Conference Boards and 
«loaned by the Parent Board a total during the quadrennium of $837,734, 
aiding a total of 2,256 churches, including those aided by both Boards. 
There has been an increase in amount raised on the assessment during 
the quadrennium of $165,384, and an increase in the loan fund capital 
of $109,612. During the like period there has been a notable increase 
in our resources in our foreign missions under the six different flags 
other than our own where we labor for the Lord of the harvest. In 
these fields we now have 25,210 members, who during the past year 
have given $52,880. There has been an increase of 181 churches and 
chapels in our missions, until now we have 348 churches and 149 parson- 
ages, many of which have been built by the natives themselves and at 
their own charges, especially in Korea, where also has been our largest 
numerical growth. There has been an increase in the value of our 
_ property in our mission fields of $789,323 during the quadrennium, un- 
til now our property of all kinds there is estimated at $1,783,454. If to 
this be added ‘the $644,000 in property held by the Woman’s Foreign 


Be Missionary Society, we have a total valuation of $2,427,454. Much of this 


value comes from the great appreciation in the property due to Chris- 
tianity in these fields. Thus a piece of land bought in Korea fifteen 
years ago for some $3,000 was within ten years sold for $30,000, the 
- proceeds going for grounds and buildings in another part of the city of 
Seoul, the capital. Only in our. mission fields does the number of Sun- 
-day-school scholars exceed the number of our members. Thus while we 
.had an increase there during the.quadrennium of 7,677 members, there 
“was an increase of 8,663 in Sunday-school scholars. We have now 460 
- Sunday schools and 26,478 scholars, officers, and teachers. We have sev- 
enty schools and colleges, with 4,586 students. We have five hospitals 
and dispensaries—three of these in Korea—and during the past year 
alone there were treated 64,448 patients. We now have 217 missionaries 
under the Parent Board, an increase of 25 during the quadrennium. 
_But as the wives of missionaries are included in this number, the total 
force is not representative of a great Church of nearly two million com- 
municants. Many of these missionaries are now being supported by in- 
dividuals or churches, while the noble Laymen’s Movement has led to 
the erection of some churches and hospitals_as well as the support of. 
schools as specials. The total sum subject to appropriation has been lim- 
ited by the collection of the preceding:year. Were it possible to regard — 
the assessment as simply the minimum which must be reached—a sum > 
for the guidance of the pastor, but to be far exceeded by the Church—the © 
‘needed income could be had from year to year under the worthy purpose 
| of the laymen to bring up our total to ~~ less than $3,000,000. Substan-— 
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tial growth of $607,306 has been made in the increase of offerings during 
the quadrennium for foreign missions, the total being $2,277,347, and an 

increase during the same period of $55,219 for home missions. Detailed 
report of our great mission fields, together with statements concerning — 


the organization of the Methodist Church in Japan, the Home and Edu- 
cational Departments of the Parent Board, including the flourishing 


Training School, will be made by the Secretaries. 
The healthy progress of the work done by the Woman’s Foreign Mis- 


sionary Society is most encouraging. During the quadrennium our 


missionary women have raised $941,898, an increase of $395,194. They 
report also an increase in the value of their property of $247,000. Their 
greatest asset, next to their valuable school property in all their fields, 
is their 90 missionaries, their 88 native helpers, and their 4,975 pupils. 


Most worthy of mention is their Scarritt Bible and Training School, 


with its 357 graduates, 99 of whom are in the foreign field; 39 are dea- 
conesses, 31 home missionaries, and 58 trained nurses. : 

The Woman’s Home Mission Society is enjoying great eel hay: 
ing raised for connectional work during the quadrennium $622,279, be- 
ing nearly twice the amount raised the previous four years, and: for al] 
purposes $1,707,155. 
building or repairing during the quadrennium 747 by the gift of $87,- 
470, and making loans of $32,700 to 61 others. They now have 12 
schools, 29 industrial schools, and 58 deaconesses. They have 28 or- 
ganized City Mission Boards, and employ 63:trained workers and 318 
volunteers. During the quadrennium they have expended for this lat- 
ter work $136,345. They have long set us the example of great dili- 
gence and success, and have greatly aided-in local work as well. The 
good women have exercised most of the rights of the laity that have 
been exercised by anybody. The Woman’s Home Mission Society memo- 
rialize the General Conference on the subject of what they want as 
well as what they do not want, and you will, of course, give their me- 
morial due attention without discouraging the laymen, who are just 
finding out what rights have long been unused or forgotten. We have 


reason to believe that the demand for this kind of equality is not in 


harmony with the general sentiment of our women, who, in the main, 


- look upon their relation to the work of the Church in the light of du- 


ties to be performed rather than of rights to be claimed. We believe, 
furthermore, that the spirit of this movement is against the view 
which our people at large have held and still hold in regard to woman’s 


place ‘in the Church and in society, and that such a step would not, 


therefore, make for the greater efficiency of our Church as a whole in 
of regions occupied by it. 


OuR PUBLISHING HovussEs. 


_ We now have three Publishing Houses—one at Nashville, one in Dal- 


las, and one in Shanghai, China (in which we have a half interest). 


Detailed reports of the work of each will come before you. Through 


They still liberally aid in parsonage-building, 
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the publication of works translated into the Spanish language the Nash- 


ville House has greatly aided our Cuban and Mexican work ; and other 


Churches have gladly availed themselves of our excellent translations, 
which are used among Spanish-speaking peoples alike in South Ameri- 
ca and even in Spain. The weekly journals in Spanish, Portuguese, and — 
Chinese are invaluable in our mission fields. It is to be hoped that wise 

measures may be taken to distribute more widely our various periodical 
and book publications, so as to justify the name of a Publishing rather

The great Robert A. Barnes Hospital promises to be one of the nota- 
ble institutions of the world. Its superb site, fronting on Forest 
Park, St. Louis, Mo., awaits the speedy erection of the group of build. 
ings whose plans have already been approved by the leading hospital 
experts in the world, embracing necessary laboratories for original in- 
vestigation. Delay has made possible the accumulation of a million 
for endowment in addition to the cost of grounds, buildings, and equip- 
ment of a like sum. Under the will of the late Robert A. Barnes, whose 
mother was a devout member of our Church, this hospital is bound for- 
ever to the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and its funds are ad- 
_Ininistered by three able trustees who are members of our Church, 
Most commendable are the Wesley Memorial enterprises of Georgia, 
which include an excellent. hospital. Hospitals enterprised alike in 
this country and in Mexico, China, and Korea are doing important serv- 
ice in ministering both to the bodies and souls of men, women, and 
children, and are invaluable aids in extending the kingdom of God. 


- Our BASE. 


Methodism has found friendly soil in the New World, and its develop- 
ment here most fully realizes the conception of its providential founder, 
who believed in a strong organization and in large freedom of action 
inspired by a constraining love on the part of all who belonged to it. 
The growth of our nation in numbers and resources has been the marvel 
of history, excelled only by the growth of Methodism in the United 
States. In the last century, in a population that increased fourteen- 
fold, Methodism increased ninety-seven fold. All the other great de- 
nominations preceded Methodism in America by from one to two cen- 
turies; and yet for nearly a century Methodism has ranked first in 
number of-organizations and of members in the United States, growing 
more rapidly than the nation itself in numbers. Thus, with her 64,701 
organizations, Methodism not only ranks first by the last religious cen- 
sus, just published, but she has 30.5 per cent. of the whole number of 
Protestant organizations in the United States. Of the increase in the 
13,212. Methodist organizations during the last sixteen years covered by 
the census, while 15.8 were in the Methodist Episcopal Church, 18.7 per 
cent. were in the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. Fully four-fifths 
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of all the Methodists -are contained in these two denomtna- 
tions. The proportion of increase during these sixteen years has been 
33.3 per cent. in the Methodist Episcopal Church and 35.4 per cent. in 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. The rate of increase in the 
population of the continental United States during this period was 32 
per cent., while the rate of increase in the membership of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, was 37 per cent., or 5 per cent. apts than 
the rate of increase of the whole nation. 


MrrHopism A Wortp FORCE. 


We are wont to speak of our nation as a world power, cepecleily now 
~ that our flag floats in two hemispheres and our voice has become most 
influential, whether at the Hague Peace Conference or in securing a 
treaty of peace between warring nations on the other side of the globe. 
‘But is not the Church now become a world force, since it is her influence 
that has helped to make the nation a world power? She has planted 
the cross and builded churches and schools and hospitals and religious 
publishing houses, and possesses lands far beyond where our national 
banner can ever float as a symbol of sovereignty. The aim of American 
Methodism is not to be established by the State, but to establish the 
‘State. Like her Lord, she can say, “My kingdom is not of this world.” 
If her danger once was to aspire to a controlling voice in our national 
government by virtue of her growing numbers, God has strangely 
-gaved her from such an entangling alliance. Since our first two bishops, 
Coke and Asbury, called on‘ the newly elected President Washington to 
_ assure him of the prayers of the people called Methodists in adminis- 
tering the affairs of the new nation, Methodism has ever sought the 
_ things which make for civic righteousness and so establish the nation. 

Men converted and trained at our altars have served the nation in the 
highest offices of the land, alike in the executive, legislative, and ju- 
dicial departments of the State. McKendree, our first American bishop, . 
was an officer with Washington at the surrender of Cornwallis at York- 
town, and a wise and devout Methodist President was in the White 
‘House when Spain surrendered and relinquished her last holdings in 
the Western Hemisphere. Another of our Presidents, although not him- 
3 self a Methodist, frequently declared his judgment that “Methodism best - 
expresses the religious consciousness of the American people.” As pio- 
neers no less than as defenders of the faith we have given our gospel 
alike to frontiersman and immigrant, and safeguarded our cities, which 
are our modern frontiers, with wise and righteous laws for the proper 


observance of the Sabbath and the protection of-our homes against the 
_ eriminal evils of the liquor traffic.. No question has ever been raised as 


to where Methodists would be found on any and all moral questions 
which affect civil and religious liberty. We gladly point to those states 
where our influence is confessedly greatest to show the moral and \re- 
ligious character stamped upon the commonwealth. In all this we are 
‘but true to our Methodist traditions throughout the world until, alike 
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in the mother country, in Canada, in South Africa, and in Australasia, 
Methodism has become a world force because its citizenship is in heav- 
en. It has helped to secure and establish religious freedom because its 


gospel has been the wisdom of God and the power of God wherever 


preached in all the world. Only an anathema awaits any other gospel. 


METHODISM STRONGEST IN THE SOUTH. 


_ Now, Methodism has always been strongest in the South from the days 
of Asbury and McKendree, and here was the field of their great labors. 
More densely populated then, Virginia and Maryland gave Jesse Lee 
to be the apostle of Methodism to New England, and Freeborn Garrett- 
son for like service in Halifax and New York. We have been richly re- 
paid with such fruits as Wilbur Fisk and Stephen Olin and Elijah Hed- 
ding, of Vermont, and Joshua Soule and Edmund Longley, of Maine, 
and Henry B. Bascom and Linus Parker, of New York, and E. E. Wiley 
and Jefferson Hamilton, of. Massachusetts. Considering the relative 
density of population for more than a century, the largest returns of 
Methodist preaching have always been in the South. Thus in 1860 each 


Church had increased some 300,000 in membership since the division ~ 


sixteen years before, despite the then denser population of the North. 
In 1864 the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church faced 
@ loss during the quadrennium of five per cent. of their membership, 
while at the close of the Civil War we had 300,000 less members than at 


the beginning. Despite our loss of 130,000 colored members in two years’ 


(mostly to the Methodist Episcopal Church and to the African Methodist 


Episcopal Church), our gain in membership was over twenty per cent. 


in those two years. From 1866 to 1890 our gain in membership was over 
137 per cent., while the gain of the, Methodist Episcopal Church was 81 
per cént., or 56 per cent. less.. In the meantime we deducted all our col- 
ored members, which, had numbered 207,766 when the war began. It 


will be remembered that nearly 300,000 of the membership of the Meth- 


odist Episcopal Church are colored and from the South, which has ever 
been a fruitful field, while 305,000 are from foreign mission fields. 
Reckoning on the basis of white membership alone in the continental 


- United States, the disparity is not so great in the comparative number 
~ of members, and, reckoning on the basis of present density of popula- 


tion, the growth of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, is the larger. 
In fact, our growth last year showed a net increase of 64,051, while that 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church was 63,047. Now that we are preach. 
ing the gospel in German, French, Italian, Bohemian, and Spanish on 
our own soil, we may well learn from the enterprise of our sister Church, 
which has followed up her religious work begun among the immigrants 
until she has not less than 66,000 members in Scandinavia, Germany, 
and Italy. To her, we rejoice, is given the privilege that Paul longed 
for—to preach the gospel to them that are in Rome also. Paul, after 
he stopped persecuting them of this way, or method, became himself 
rather fond of the early Methodists; and all later Methodists claim Paul 
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as their apostle, despite some things in his writings hard to be under- 


stood, as Peter found them. Men have long since found out that, with 
a proper base line and one or two angles, they have been able to search. 
the whole face of the heavens. Happily our instruments of search are 


now turned to the great unevangelized world, and we are triangulating — 


the field of vision in harmony. Ten years ago our sister Church turned 
over to us, at first cost of equipment (because ours was the far larger 


work), all her missionary work in Brazil, so that we alone are now 


working among the Portuguese-speaking people. At the same time by 
common consent we refrained from entering Porto Rico and the Phil- 
ippines and they refrained from entering Cuba, where God has so sig- 
nally blessed our work. In the meantime. we are working side by side 
and in great harmony in Mexico, in Japan, in Korea, and in China. 
Through our. wise Joint Commission on Federation may like harmony 
prevail along the base line in America, lest our field of vision become 


| confused! 


: METHODISM UNDER THE CONSTITUTION. 


This being the completion of.a century of Methodist history under 
the constitution which our fathers so wisely adopted in 1808 (the same 
year that they gave us our first American bishop, McKendree), we are 
reminded that for a hundred years the bishops have been following the 
example set by him of presenting a formal address at the opening ses- 
sion of each delegated General Conference. We may fitly pause to consid- 
er to what extent we owe to organized Methodism the strength and effi- 
ciency of our system. Our very growth has determined largely our his- 
tory and our government and polity. The most democratic of all 
Churches, recognizing chiefly the paternal oversight of Thomas Coke 
and Francis Asbury (who were chosen superintendents by the whole 


body of preachers), the superintendents, or bishops, were at first mem- 


bers of the General Conferences, with all the rights and privileges of 


members, making motions and voting. This continued even after the 


actual membership in the General Conference was limited to ministers 
of four years’ standing. When the rapid growth of the Church, now so 
widely extended, made necessary a delegated General Conference in 1808, 
they delegated to it all their power and authority under given restric- 
tions, which Restrictive Rules could be changed only by the vote of the 
body of preachers in the Annual Conferences. Membership in this dele- 
gated General Conference was determined either by seniority or elec- 
tion, as each Annual Conference might determine for itself; but for a 
hundred years it has been invariably by election. This became the legis- 


lative department of the Church, restrained only by the Restrictive 


Rules. In doubtful legislation Bishop McKendree sought the judgment 
of the Annual Conferences, and so held in check what seemed unconsti- 
tutional acts. Bishop Soule, who drew up the constitution, took the 
same view as Bishop McKendree as to what powers were delegated to 
the General Conference, and these views of the two great framers and 
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interpreters of the constitution early and fully prevailed in that part 
of American Methodism which for two generations has been known by 
the legal style of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 


THE SO-CALLED VETO POWER OF THE BISHOPS. 


In 1854 a majority vote of the General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, gave the bishops authority to interpose their 
objections to any legislation that was deemed by them unconstitutional 
until finally passed upon by the whole body of traveling preachers. 
This majority action appeared in the Discipline from 1854 to 1870, but 
without the authority of law until it was finally adopted by the neces- 
sary two-thirds vote of the General Conference of 1870 (there being 
only four negative votes), followed by the necessary three-fourths vote 
of the Annual Conferences (there being only nine negative votes), and 
thus for forty years has been the recognized law of our Church. On 
nothing have our preachers and laymen been more unanimous; for it 
was adopted by the first General Conference where laymen weré mem- 
bers. While this law has been invoked only once, and that twenty- 
four years after its adoption and in the same city where it was adopted 
by the General Conference of 1870, it has given dignity and stability 
to our ecclesiastical legislation which has called forth the just admira- 
tion of other Churches. Some of the strongest commendations have 
come from some of the bishops of the Methodist Episcopal Church, liv- 
ing and dead. The supreme and: unlimited General Conference ceased — 
to exist after a delegated General Conference had been provided for 
under the Six Restrictive Rules, and any assertion of the power of a 
General Conference as unlimited provides a legislative body which is 
at the same time judge of the legality and constitutionality of its own 
acts—‘“an. intolerable state of affairs,” as Bishop Merrill strongly de- 
clared in print. Before his lamented death, Bishop Merrill, the ablest 
legal mind of the Methodist Episcopal Church, writing of the well-de- 
fined differences between the two Churches, said: 

“The most serious difference between the two Churches, the one 
which will be hardest to overcome, has respect not to the episcopacy 
or its power, but to the General Conference itself. With us the General 
Conference is supreme in that it is the judge of the constitutionality 
of its own acts. We have no supreme court, no tribunal of any sort 
aside from the General Conference, to which can be referred questions 
of the legality of the legislation of that body: This is the lame point 
in our system, and it is a serious defect. In state, national, or munici- 
pal affairs, such condition would be intolerable. The Southern Church 
has provided a check upon hasty or inconsiderate legislation by requir- 
ing that when the constitutionality of a measure is questioned the bish- 
ops pass upon it and submit it to the judgment of the members of the 
Annual Conference, according to the plan of amending the constitution) 
without allowing the bishops the right to veto General Conference ac- 
tion till it can be passed upon by the Church in her constitution-making © 
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power and form. That may not be the best seins way of meeting the 
necessity of judicial opinion of the legislation by the General Confer- 
ence, but it is better than none, and, of course, better than anything we 
have, as we have absolutely nothing. Some of the leading ministers of 
the Southern Church have remarked that they never could submit to be- 
long to a Church governed by a body made up as is our General Con- 
ference, without some sort of judicial body to pass upon the constitu- 
tionality of its acts. It is not an easy thing to answer the objection or 
to justify the position in this regard which we are forced to occupy. | 
Of course, in the negotiations we could confess our weakness and accept 

their regulation in the absence of any better provimion. 


Ours A GOVERNMENT OF LAW. | 


- Our Church stands for the government of law rather than the govern- 
ment of men, as in the days before the constitution of the Church was. 
formed and adopted. - _ Bishop McKendree put himself in accord with 
the spirit of American institutions by his statesmanlike views in the 
General Conference of 1808, which gave us at once our constitution and 
_ our great American Bishop, who was also justly recognized as our great 
Chief Justice, our John Marshall, in interpreting the constitution. Our 
Church was also alike fortunate in being the chosen field of labor of 
Bishop Soule, the author of the constitution, the Senior Bishop of Amer- 
ican Methodism in 1844, who cast in his lot with us because we stood 
for the constitution of the Church as interpréted by Bishop McKendree 


and himself. These two great legal minds (held that the general super- i, 


intendents as elected by the General Confetence are repositories of ex- 
ecutive power, and are held responsible overseers Of the whole — 
Church, being accountable to the General Conference for their adminis- 
tration. The several Annual Conferences are not independent bodies, 
as in Churches with a congregational form of government simply, but 
are under the control of general.rules and even an order of business in 
the form of questions adopted by the General Conference, to be enforced 
by responsible superintendents. Should an Annual Conference dissent 
from the doctrine or discipline of the Church, the bishop should enter 
his protest and bring the case before the ensuing General Conference 
as well as give an account of his own administration. 

Thus the better-to carry out the ends of legislation the bishops are 
_ held responsible as the executive officers of the Church for the faithful 
administration of the goyernment of the Church according to the pro- 
visions of its Discipline as well as for their moral conduct, the doc- 
trines that they preach, and for all decisions which they make on ques- 
tions of ecclesiastical law. As executive officers they safeguard the An- 
nual Conferences against any attacks on their constitutional rights by 
the legislative department of the Church, and the General Conference 
-. against departures either in doctrine or discipline on the part of an An- 
nual Conference. Our Church has been greatly indebted to such legal 
_.minds as Bishops Paine and McTyeire in following up the interpreta- 
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tions of Bishops McKendree and Soule, who gave us our constitution. 
The episcopacy existed before the delegated General Conference, and 
the delegated General Conference was brought into being under cer- 
tain Restrictive Rules, one of which was that “They shall not change 
or alter any part or rule of our government, so as to do away epis- 
. copacy; or destroy the plan of our itinerant general superintendency.” 
It was: made both general and itinerant that it might the better 
serve as the executive department of our government, as the General 
Conference afterwards became the legislative department of the Church. 
Its creation was that of the whole body of preachers before they 
created the General Conference with its delegated power and au- . 
thority. For this view of our government the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, has uniformly stood as it stands to-day. Bishops ex- 
ist for something else than merely to register appointments already 
prearranged. They are sent out to administer vows and to see that 
they are observed, to appoint preachers who are in good standing, to 
form legal districts according to their judgment, and to oversee the 
spiritual and temporal interests of the Church. Thus have they helped 
to:make the Church increasingly effective for the conversion of ae 
world and in building up believers on their most holy faith. | 

_ By virtue of so well-defined a system of Church government, all minis- 
ters at their ordination promise reverently to obey them to whom is 
given the charge and government over them, and any failure to keep 
his own ordination vows to exercise justly his authority, would be re- 
garded as a grave offense on the part of the bishop representing the 
Church, What is called a strong central government is based upon the 
fullest confidence in the representative of the delegated General Con- 
- ference in serving the highest interests of the whole Church. As mod- | 
erators of the General Conference, under rules adopted by that body, the 
bishops, while not obtruding their views in shaping the legislation of 
the Church, are at times courteously invited to give any information 
or even judgment from their supposed wider outlook and disinterested 
devotion to the best interests of the kingdom of God. It is on them 
_that comes daily the care of all the churches. Our bishops do not 
discredit themselves by foolish and baseless claims as successors of the 
apostles, nor are they depreciated by distrust and discourtesy on the 
part of their brethren in the ministry, many of whom are their spir- 
itual children, to whom they can say: “If to others I am not an apos- 
tle, yet at least I am to ne for the seal of mine apoatleship: are ye in 
the Lord. | 


| DocrTrinaL 


Happily, Methodism has never had a doctrinal schism, however wide 
the differences on lay representation and other questions of polity which 


have led to divisions. All Methodists can heartily agree to the common 


faith so clearly and admirably stated a decade ago in the Address of 
the ‘Bishops of the Methodist. Mplecopal Church, written by the wise 
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and devout Bishop. Andrews, honored by~universal Methodism, and 
quoted afresh by Bishop Goodsell in the Episcopal Address at the last 
General Conference of that Church: 

“We. believe in one living and personal God, the Father-Almighty, who 
in perfect wisdom, holiness, and love pervades, sustains, and rules the 
worlds which he made. We believe in Jesus Christ, his only Son, our. 
Lord, in whom dwelt all the fullness of the Godhead bodily; who was in 
glory with the Father before al! worlds; who became flesh and dwelt 


‘among us the brightness of the glory of God and the express image of 


his person; who died for sins, the just for the unjust, that he might 


bring man to God; who rose from the dead; who ascended on high, hav- - 


ing received all power in heaven and on earth, for the completion by 
grace and judgment of the kingdom of God. We believe in the Holy 
Ghost, very and eternal God, the Lord and Giver of life, by whose opera- 
tion on men dead in trespasses and sins they are quickened to re-. 
pentance, faith, and loving obedience, are made aware of their sonship, 
and are empowered to rise into the full stature of men in Christ Jesus. 
We believe in the impartial love of God to the whole human family, so 
that none are excluded from the benefits thereof except as they exclude 
themselves by willful unbelief and sin. We believe that faith in Christ, 
the self-surrender of the soul to his government and grace, is the one 
condition upon which man is reconciled to God, is born again, becomes 
partaker of the divine nature, and attains sanctification through the 
Spirit. We accept the moral law confirmed and perfected by the divine 
Teacher and set forth authoritatively in the Holy Scriptures; and we 
believe in eternal consequences of good and evil, inherent in the consti- 
tution of the human soul and declared with utmost spent by him, 
the final Judge of human life.” | 


DIVERSITIES OF GIFTS AND MINISTRATIONS. 


- Having so much in common with our fellow-Methodists throughout 
the world, we rejoice in the honorable part which each has to bear in 
maintaining at its best the great religious movement of three centuries. 
Any undue laxity as regards either teaching or discipline on the part 
of any sister Methodism should make the other representatives the 
more careful to maintain the standards of life and teaching that God 
has so signally blessed. If “God made men that they might help one 


- another,” perhaps the priceless heritage of our fathers is thus heing 


the more sacredly guarded by more than one Methodism. It is conceded 
that the best in the Church of England is safeguarded by the Northern 
and Southern Convocations of York and Canterbury. It needed the va- — 
ried gifts of the Wesleys and Whitefield alike to inaugurate and to per- 


_ petuate Methodism, although preaching substantially the same doc- 


trines. Had either Whitefield or Charles Wesley survived John Wesley 


in the sole leadership, it is doubtful whether Methodism would have | 


survived its first century. “Who knoweth whether thou art come to the 
Kingdom for a time as Now, there are diversities of gifts, 
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but the same ‘spirit, And there are diversities of ministrations, but the 


same Lord. 
Gop Has LEADERSHIP. 


' As a distinct Methodism, while prayerful observers of what other 
Churches are enterprising and doing, we have never been content to be 
mere imitators or followers. The power of the initiative has led us to 
- make important changes in our polity when it seemed wise. The Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South; thus far is the only Methodism that has 
corrected the confessed weakness of making a General Conference the 
sole judge of the constitutionality of its own acts, thus leaving unlim- 
. ited authority unchecked by responsibility. We first dispensed with a 
- fixed probation of six months, an example followed forty years after- 
wards by the Methodist Episcopal Church. The most complete example 
of lay representation, alike in the Annual and General Conference, was 
. set by us both to the British Wesleyans and to the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, which they have followed only in part even after many years. 
Our General Conference was the first to establish training schools for 
missionaries—one under the Woman’s Foreign Board and the other un- 
der the Parent Board of Foreign Missions. The work of women as pro- 
moters of parsonage-building, early recognized by our General Confer- 
ence as a distinct society, has since become the Woman’s Home Mission 
‘Society, with its Scores of deaconesses and missionaries. We were the 
first, through our Board of Missions, to recognize and welcome the Lay- 
men’s Missionary Movement, which has given new inspiration to all the 
Churches. We are seeking to adapt our work in congested sections of 
our large cities by the aid of institutional churches and religious settle- 
ments. Hospitals under the auspices of our Church have been estab- 
lished or are being erected in several of our larger centers. We are 
studying the confessed mistakes of other Churches in the adjustment of 
their several Home and Foreign Boards of Missions, so as to secure for 
ourselves what is best adapted to our peculiar needs. But while seeking ~ 
to make full proof of our ministry as a Church, we are not unmindful 
that our very growth in numbers brings the responsibility of an in- 
creasingly efficient ministry. Our work needs not to be less evangelis- 
tic but more intensive, to develop our new converts and to make them!‘ 
workmen that shall not be ashamed, alike as students and teachers of 
the Word of God. By higher standards of admission and by more thor- 
ough preparation of our preachers and their deeper consecration, we 
are seeking the greater efficiency of our preachers, who must minister to 
our growing and devout laymen that are asking to be led to do better 
and things for the Lord. 


Our CuuRcH AND THE Necro. 
No Chureh has better understood or been more successful in its work 
for the negro than has ours, until] now the more thoughtful men of the 
nation are turning to us for counsel, and the negro himself for leader- 


ship. We have maintained the most cordial relations with our contin- 
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-gent-of negro Methodists so long organically connected with us, and who 


since their separation have grown from less than 20,000 in 1870 to 233,- 
000 in 1910, with more than $3,000,000 in Church property, aside from 
their schools and colleges. Their growth during the sixteen years cov- 


ered by the last census was 33.7 per cent., while the growth of the Afri- 
- ean Methodist Episcopal Church (the largest body of negro Methodists) 


was 9.3 per cent. For twenty-five years their oldest colleges, which. we 
helped to found and maintain, have done much toward recruiting their 


“Ininistry with worthy leaders. They lack what is all-important to their 
best development as a Church—the missionary passion. They are now 


being moved with a deepening desire to obey the great commission. 


How shall we, their spiritual fathers and trusted leaders, help them to 
_ find themselves in this new age? Under the leadership of men like Bish- 


ops Andrew and Capers and Paine, a single Annual Conference was . 
known to raise each year as much as $25,000 for missionary work — 
among the negroes. Robert Paine, as early as in 1823, offered himself. as 
a missionary to Africa, asking to be accompanied by selected compan- 
ions from among the negro preachers of the South. That spirit gave us* 
more than 200,000 converts among the negroes in this country before 
the Civil War—the largest returns from missionary work among the 
heathen then known in history. Their songs and prayers safeguarded 
many a plantation home in the darkest days of fratricidal strife. We 


owe them no less.a debt of gratitude than they owe us, for we were 
“companions in the sorrowful way.” Methodism has never fairly faced 
‘Mohammedanism, the most formidable foe of Christianity. Africa is 


now becoming the great field of the propagandists of the religion of the 
false prophet. The battlefield of the twentieth century is the Dark 
Continent. Shall Ethiopia in vain stretch out her hands unto God, and 
our great Methodism, more in sympathy with the negro than any other, 


and better capable of inspiring and directing his labors, have-no part hae 
_in the conquest of the Dark Continent for our Lord? Is not the force 


actually preparing for our leadership, as when young Paine longed to 
zo out to battle? May we not hope and pray that the greatest chapter 
in the history of missions shall be this yet unwritten chapter which the 
hand of God shall write in Africa as he leads our awakened ministers 


and laymen to their gracious and glorious open door of opportunity? 


THe CuurcH UNDER THE DOMINION OF THE Furune. 


The dominant note of Methodism is hope. She has the dew of her 
youth. The future of Methodism will depend on how fully she faces 
the future. Churches, like nations, may be judged by whether they 
draw their inspiration and ideals mostly from the past and so become 
the slaves of precedent, or from the present and are controlled mostly 
by questions of present advantage and popularity, or from the princi- 


~ ples of right ‘and progress which underlie future achievement. Our 


Lord sought to make his Church the Church of the future as he looked 


Steadfastly at the conquest of future generations, alike putting aside

the traditions of what had been said by them of the old time and the 
Jewish crown of his own time‘as he went alone to the mountain of 
vision and of God. True Methodism, like John Wesley in Epworth 
churchyard preaching to the people from his father’s tombstone, is 
gratefully reverent toward the past as it seeks to become a part of the 
kingdom that is yet to come in its fullness. It would ever look unto, 
while it hastens, the coming of the kingdom of God. It does not cling 
to @ld weapons, however useful in their day, when rifled cannon and 
‘weapons of precision are available for its great battles. It adopts noth- 
ing because it is the fashion of the hour, whether it be a doctrine or a 
form. Its strength has been largely in the essential continuity of its 
teaching and method, while it faces the future because our Lord, in his 
great commission, has put it under the dominion of the future. She 
.has kept her Lord in the midst by being with him om the outposts, where 
new conquests are to be made. 

When Rome refused the laity any part in the public worship, sturdy 
John Knox, who made the Reformation real in the British Isles, saw how | 
important it was to make congregational worship possible in contrast 
with mere priestly celebration of the mass in a foreign tongue, so he 

| introduced responsive reading of the Word of God. Mr. Wesley was 
z careful to continue it in all settled congregations, and so sought to in-. 

B troduce it in America, despite the more primitive conditions of society 

here. .Our two great Methodisms, after more than a century, determined. 

on a uniform order of worship as well as on uniform catechisms and a 

joint hymnal prepared by able joint commissions for the use of both 

* Churches. We regret that larger use is not made of them. Our Metho- 
dist worship should be uniform, at least as far as the required parts 
of the order of service may make it so. This was intended by the &adop- 
tion of the report of the joint commission by the General Conference; 
and our people, led by our preachers, should be encouraged to use it, 
especially in the towns and ‘cities, and, as far as possible, in the rural 
districts. We are in danger of a mongrel worship when the minister, 
departing from our own form, seeks out novelties, such as “silences,” 

“invocations,” “blessing the alms bason,” “chanting the Lord’s Prayer,’ 
and whatever else he hears some other Church is using. Whatever else 

this is—if, in fact, anybody dare try to name it—it is not Methodist 

worship. Our people deserve a more substantial diet than that—even 
what the wise men of Methodism have given us. A crude, extemporized .- 
worship does not belong to the Church of the future any more than an > 
undrilled and badly armed militia can be counted the army of the fu- — 


° Methodism follows the genius of its founder in seeking to adapt itself 
_ to changed conditions, especially on the frontiers and in the great cities. 


In the more primitive days the interchange of preachers often took place 
_ every six months, so as to give the people the most aggressive work in 
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men. Our early fathers did not have many sermons; but they were on 


the great doctrines, and they were mighty to the pulling down of the 


strongholds of sin and Satan. The need of more pastoral supervision 
and the carrying out of larger plans for city Church extension work 
under experienced leaders, led to the extension of the limit ultimately 


with us to four years. Petitions for the further extension of the limit, 


or éven its removal, will come before you. Our last General Conference 
made it lawful for the bishops to appoint for a longer period than four 
years those preachers who were working under the auspices of the 


Board of Missions, having been accepted by the Committee on Candi- 


dates of the Parent Board, “on the basis of candidates for foreign work 
as to fitness and tenure of office, provided that such city missionary 
work be subject to the approval of the Annual Conference Board of Mis- 
sions; and candidates, when accepted, shall be nominated for appoint- 
ment to the bishop in charge of the Conference in which they are to 
work; provided, further, that this law shall not be construed to forbid 
Annual Conference Boards of Missions employing other than such can- 
didates.” It may be doubted if any further modification of the time 


limit is desirable. Already provision is made in our law for the needs 


of any exceptional situations. You will give careful consideration to the 


‘memorials upon this subject which may come before you, using great 


care to safeguard and preserve our itinerant system of pastoral supply. 
You will-doubtless give careful consideration to the memorials for great- 
er flexibility in the time limit, both as to the wisdom and practicability 
of such change, and how best safeguarded. Doubtless the average length 
of the pastoral term in the event of a change in the law will be less than 
it is now, the exceptional pastor being the beneficiary of the longer term

the perfecting of the saints, unto the work of ministering, unto the 


building up of the body of Christ.” The wise pastor is one who looks 
upon his Church not only as his field, but his force, and seeks to de- 


velop personal power in each worker. Great pastors make possible great 
laymen, as great leaders make possible great armies as they follow great 
plans of battle to mighty victories. Restlessness in the pastoral office 


is always to be deprecated, and disturbs and weakens the flock of Christ. 
There is no more important, more delightful, or more fruitful field of 
- work in all the Church than the work of the pastorate. It is not length

It is pleasant to report the kindliest relations with other Chitrelies: A 
philanthropist belonging to another communion once directed a consid- 
erable sum of money to be used by our Church; and when asked why 
he had given it to us rather than to his own Church, his reply was: 
“Because there are more of the Methodists, and they get along better 
with other Churches.” Our relations with the great Methodist bodies 
in Canada and in Great Britain and Ireland, as well as with our twin 
sister, the Methodist Episcopal Church, have been cemented with the 
usual fraternal visits by chosen messengers, who will make their re- 
ports. During the present session we will have with us honored repre- 


sentatives from these three great branches of Methodism with which 


we have so much in common and whose notable successes in all the con- 


tinents add much to the history of the religious movement called Meth- . 


odism. It is a part of the unfinished book of Acts—the acts less of 


the apostles than of the Holy Spirit, whose presence in the Church is 


_ always attended by the emergence of great personalities, men fant of 
_ faith and the Holy Ghost. 

The two General Conferences of American Methodism have lon since 
acted favorably on plans of federation whereby each Church agrees to 
respect the work of the other in this country, as is done in foreign 
fields (and thus avoid both waste and friction). To make operative 
this wise general plan, there will be laid before you additional action 
taken by the Joint Commission on Federation. Happy and ‘harmoni- 
ous results have followed where the new plan has had a fair trial, 


and some communities now have a united Methodism in place of two 
weak and rival ones. There remains too much unoccupied territory con- 


_ fronting each of these great Churches, alike in the rural districts and 
in the cities, to waste men and money in useless and unchristian compe- 
tition. Our wise laymen in both Churches, now taking so much inter- 
est in missionary work, are properly asking how wisely we are using 
missionary money in erecting altar against altar in given sections of our 


common territory and country. “The art of government is the art of 


being honest,” said Thomas Jefferson. Can less be said of the Church 
in her compacts and-agreements? Especially worthy of consideration of 
the Joint Commission on Federation is some wise and statesmanlike 
scheme for administering under a Joint Board the educational work 
being done for the negro by both Churches, looking to preparation for 
missionary work both at home and in the Dark Continent.

Thus thirty-two Churches, having more than 100,000 preachers and 
some 17,000,000 communicants, all acknowledging the deity and lordship 
of Jesus Christ, have unanimously adopted a Plan of Federation which 
brings to public realization that they are constitutionally federated and 
so express their Christian fellowship and unity. They believe that the 
Lord’s work can better be done in cooperation than in separation. They 
thus encourage devotional fellowship and mutual counsel concerning the 
spiritual life and. religious activities of the Churches; better observance 
of the Sabbath and of the sacredness of the marital bond; deeper and . 


ness; a better. understanding between the Church and the laboring 


seeking alike the moral and physical welfare of women who are bread- 
winners; and the fullest codperation in the work of missions, at home 
and abroad. This wonderful spirit of Christian unity which now marks 
nine-tenths of all the Protestants in America has inspired all codéper- 
ating Churches, and constitutes a vital condition of all forward move- 
ments in Christendom. The deity of our Lord, our mighty Leader in . 
the faith, has been given powerful emphasis, and his followers have nev-. . 
er had such faith in the gospel as the power of God unto salvation to. 
every one that believeth.

the original basis of federation, acknowledging the deity of our Lord, 
and in shaping the plan of codperation which has been unanimously 
adopted by the great Churches of Christ in America. The spirit of 
Christ so manifestly present in all the meetings and work of the Fed- 
eral Council of Churches leads to the hope and belief that our Lord 
will mightily use this great movement in the furtherance of his king- 
dom in all the world, that men may know that the Father has sent him 


and that there is one flock and one Shepherd. The once lonely watchmen 
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are now seeing eye to eye, and together are they lifting up the voice 
to sing. The great movement is even more an inspiration than an or- 
ganization, and is bringing a Christian atmosphere and climate into all 
the world-field. Even Rome is studying a voluntary unity, in contrast 
with a compulsory unity to which all else is sacrificed. 


CHANGE oF NAME. 


The tendency is always to give the shorter name, whether to a. 


Church or to a railroad. Thus our nearest neighbors all through 
Our common -territory, though their legal style is the “Presbyterian 
Church in the United States,” are usually almost invariably called the 
“Southern Presbyterian Church.” So the same tendency is observed 
- with regard to our Church, which in 1844 was known as the “Southern 


General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church,’ while the twin 


sister was called the “Northern General Conference of the Methodist 


Episcopal Church.” We shortened it a year later to the “Methodist 


Episcopal Church in the South,” and then to our present name, the 
“Methodist Episcopal Church, South,” on the theory of Carlyle that “the 
nation that shortens its weapons extends its boundaries.” Whatever our 


legal style, we will always be called Southern Methodists, as in our - 


great federal and fraternal gatherings our brethren are called Northern 
Methodists. In all the mission fields and great councils our fellow- 
Christians are given to recognizing each other by what they are doing 
_ for Christ rather than by what name they bear or what section they 
hail from. No greater calamity can come to a Church than to aspire 
to be the American or national Church, with its natural tendency to 
claim all that is in sight. We are too world-wide to seek to be simply 
national. Sympathizing with our Northwestern brethren, whose fathers 
welcomed us because of our name and because we preached Christ and 
him only, we see no sufficient reason for any change. Moreover, the 
sense of the whole Church was taken comparatively a few years ago on 
the change of our name to the Methodist Episcopal Church in America, 


the same to be reported to the General Conterence of 1886. The bishops | 


reported that only 91 had voted for the change and 3,415 had voted 
against it. The Episcopal Address, reporting the result of the vote, 
added: “It is to be hoped that a corporate name which was first intro- 
duced by Bishop Paine and adopted by the Committee of Nine into their 
report to the General Conference of 1844, which was further recognized 
at Louisville in 1845, and in the formation of our first General Confer- 
ence in 1846, which is the title by which all our lawsuits for the recov- 
ery of property was known and in favor of which the Supreme Court 
made its decree, the title and name by which we were known through 
the ample and deep experiences of the Civil War, the name which was 
reaffirmed by a constitutional. vote of the Church in 1866 and 1867, and 
by. which the status of our Church was recognized by the Cape May 


Commission in 1876, and about which our whole domestic and foreign

THE ENDOWMENT FUND FOR SUPERANNUATES. 


Ours is the first Church to inaugurate on a large and worthy scale ) 
an Endowment Fund for Superannuates. This was done on the recom- 


-mendation of the bishops eight years ago, when the General Confer- 


ence resolved to establish a connectional fund of not less than $5,000,000 
for that purpose. Already encouraging progress has been made, and 
the present assets of the fund are estimated at $251,873. The Board of 
Trustees having the matter in hand are much encouraged by some lib- 
eral legacies known to have been made for this fund. While many An- 
nual Conferences have endowment funds for their own superannuates 
and Conference claimants, this connectional fund is shared by all, and 
takes care of worthy men in smaller and frontier Conferences. Some 
modification in plan of collections and disbursements will be asked for 


by the Board of Trustees, which will be indicated in their memorial. 


Metuopisms Leap Us In Sunpay 


It is a notable fact that we are behind other Methodisms in the rela- 
tive number of Sunday-school scholars compared with Church members, 
while the present opportunity of the Church in reaching the young was 
never greater. Thus the Wesleyan Methodists of England, our only true 
“mother Church,” report their members and probationers as 520,868 
and their Sunday-schoo] enrollment as 987,953. The Primitive Metho- 
dists of England report 212,168 members and probationers and 465,531 
scholars. The United Methodist Church reports 186,905 members and © 


- 323.675 scholars. The Australasian Methodist Caurch reports 150,751 


members and 231,553 scholars. The Methodist Episcopal Church re- 
ports 3,442,631 members and probationers and 3,368,162 scholars. We 
report 1,822,402 members and 1,270,995 Sunday-school scholars. That 


our shortage is not due to lack of children is manifest from the fact 


that in the sixteen states most occupied by us there are 4,663,193 of 


- school age who are not in the Sunday school, or 400,000 more than there 


are now in the Sunday schools of all the Churches. Here is our field of 
untold riches. Here are the reserves on which the Methodism of to-day 
must draw to make the aggressive forces of the Methodism of the fu- 
ture, if we maintain anything like our primacy among the Churches. 
The Sunday schools of our twin Methodism\have given annually $500,- 
000 for missions for some years. Here, too, we need intensive work for 


best results. 
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Tue Two Processions. 


Bishop Keener startled the whole Church twenty years ago by point- 
ing to the two processions to be seen on any Sunday morning, a proces- 
sion of adults going to church and a procession of children coming 


from the church at the hour of preaching service. Nor has the latter 


procession ceased to move from the preaching oot dees to the Church’s 
great loss—often hopeless loss. 


While eighty per cent. of our Church membership comes from the : 
Sunday school, there are sixty per cent. of the Sunday school that are 


not reached. The Churches that have the most dependable growth are 
those that pay most attention to gathering and retaining their youth 
under competent instruction, and that have the ‘largest number of Sun- 
day-school scholars as compared to Church members. Under wise pas- 
tors and capable laymen much stress is being properly put upon what is 
called the “Bible school,” where efforts are being successfully made to 


gather and retain those of all ages in intelligent study of the Word of 


God, and so to create a passion for it. With the work properly graded 
and under teachers truly equipped, the whole ‘Church develops a hunger 
for the Word. The pastor thus finds an increased demand for expository 


preaching, and often the problem of the second service is solved, as one | 


service is given to this helpful and instructive form of Spree where 
old and young are held and fed. 

Despite the fact that so much of our territory is rural pee with near- 
ly eighty-five per cent. of our population living in the country, yet sev- 
eral of our Annual Conferences, like the Western Virginia and Holston, 
under these conditions report as many Sunday-school scholars as Church 
members. The Los Angeles and Montana Conferences and the Asiatic 


and South Brazil fields report like favorable returns. Were all the 


Conferences equally diligent and enterprising, we would have some 
600,000 more youth under our religious instruction and that many more 
reserves to draw on in building up the kingdom of Christ. Nor does 
this include the added families who may be reached through their 
youth. In view of our approaching change in the water front of the 
- country and the great increase in the number of dwellers in cities and 
towns, with greater accessibility to the churches, we should have a Sun- 
day-school census larger than that of Church members in place of a ra- 
tio of sixty-eight per cent. as now, and with slight change, for many 
years. The friendly disposition toward religion, even in the public 
schools and state institutions of higher grade, with the situation un- 
complicated by the presence of a large foreign population of an alien 
religion, makes the outlook encouraging throughout our bounds. 


Tue EpwortH LEAGUERS. 


Our sakbade have not always rightly appraised the work and worth 


of the Epworth League, and have shown a consequent lack of zeal in 
its behalf, despite its distinct place in the life of youth. During the 
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last twenty years it is estimated that a million of our youth have been 


_ passing under its influence. They have thus acquired a richer knowl- 


edge of the history of the Church and of missions and & new sense of 
responsibility for the Church of the future. 
Through the faithful efforts of the Leaguers, it was made possible to 


open our mission in Korea, besides the valuable help that has been giv- 


en in other fields. The quadrennium closes with some 145,000 Leaguers, 
whose contributions for the past year reach $75,000. During its history 
some 700 young ministers have shared the privileges and inspiration of 
the Epworth League. Like the Sunday school, its ranks need constant 
recruiting; and all the more as there is not an adequate substitute for 
it in our economy. Properly used, it becomes a veritable training school 
for Christian workers. Thus may our young people learn the expulsive 
power of a new affection in place of the love of pleasure which, from 
the days of Tertullian, has always been a stronger motive than even 
fear of martyrdom. 


OuR VANDEBBILT. 


We call it ours because it is ours in law and in morals. Projected by 
wise ministers and laymen who had understanding of all things to 
know what Israel ought to do, it was fortunate at an early day in re- 
ceiving from Commodore Vanderbilt, largely through the influence of 
his godly Methodist wife, the princely gifts which enabled it to open 
its doors much sooner than it could otherwise have done. Since that 
time it has had many donations from the Vanderbilt family and from 


other sources, the Methodist people having contributed more than- 


$300,000 to its funds. The present value of the plant and endowment 
cannot be much less than $3,000,000. While this looks. like a large 


gum, it is really not commensurate with the wants of the institution. 


We desire to lay the university frankly and squarely upon the heart 
of the Church, and to urge that it be made the recipient of gifts suf- 
ficiently ample to enable it to do all its work on a scale of increasing 
breadth and thoroughness. 

In our address to the General Conference in 1906 we called attention | 
to some grave differences of opinion that had arisen concerning the 
validity of the existing charter and the ownership and control of the 


university, and urged that the Conferences take prompt action for their 


effective and final settlement. The whole matter was referred to the. 


Committee on Education, which brought in a report advising that the 


Conference appoint a commission of five Methodist lawyers: “1. To in- 


- quire into and determine the relations of the Vanderbilt University to — 


the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 2. To take legal steps, if neces- 


sary, to perfect the transfer of the university: from the patronizing 


Conferences of the General Conference of said Church. 3. To define the | 


charter rights of the bishops of the said Church. ” This report was : 
unanimously adopted. ;

of Kentucky; Judge John A. Rich, of Missouri; Judge E. D. Newman, 


of Virginia; Judge J. A. McCulloch, of South Carolina; and Hon. Creed 
F. Bates, of Tennessee) met in the latter part of the same year, it was 
confronted with a wide range of questions. With the most commendable 
thoroughness the commissioners examined all these questions and 

reached conclusions concerning them. In our judgment, the thanks of 


_ the whole Church are due to these noble and learned laymen who thus ~° 


gratuitously rendered it so important and satisfactory a service. 

The report of this commission was laid before the College of Bishops 
at their next annual session, as the General Conference had directed 
that it should be, and the following action was taken concerning it: _ 
_ “Whereas the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, at its session held in Birmingham, Ala., May, 1906, appointed a 
Commission on Vanderbilt University and instructed the commission, 
among. other things, to define the charter rights of the bishops of the 
_ Methodist Episcopal Church, South, with reference to that institution, 

and added, “When so defined the bishops are hereby instructed to enter 
on the same’; and whereas that commission has reached its conclusions 
and has reported that the bishops are supervisors and visitors of the uni- 
versity in the sense in which those terms are used in the common law; 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That under the order of the General Conference we under- 
take the duties of supervisors and visitors as those duties are defined 
in the common law and as set forth in the report of the commission, 
proposing to do nothing less and nothing more than our plain duty un- 
der the commands of the Church and the laws of the land.” 

_. Under like direction the report was also presented to the Board of 
Trust, which, after consideration, passed the following resolutions: 

. “Resolved, 1. That we cordially receive the same, and direct that it 
be filed with the records of this Board. 

. “2. That we hereby express our appreciation of the ability and fideli- 
ty with which the members of the commission have ein spe their 
important duties. 

“3. That, recognizing aha rejoicing in the BONES of the Church 
in the university, and all the responsibilities arising therefrom, we wel- 
come any supervision by the College of Bishops that may aid us in exe- 
-cuting the great trust committed to our hands, so as ‘to insure the ob- 
sServance of the charter, the conditions. of specific gifts, and the statutes 
of the state.’ ” 

_ The report itself will quatiiies be furnished to you for your ‘full in- 
spection and review. With this information in your possession, you 
will be able to determine what future action, if any, it is necessary for 
you to take. We urge the importance of such a complete and final set- 
tlement of. the whole matter as will leave no slightest room for any 
further questioning of any sort.. The peace of tha Church and the high- 
est welfare of the university itself both demand that the aipraaping } is- 


pues. be thoroughly adjudicated for all time. 
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THEOLOGICAL EDUCATION. 


Deeply impressed by Paul’s frequent injunction that the preacher “be 
apt to teach,” our founders, themselves the sons of a great university, 
were wont to meet in the Holy Club at Oxford, the better to know and 
interpret the Holy Scriptures. The painstaking exegetical studies of 


_ the Greek New Testament used in those meetings are to be seen in the 
Bodleian Library. John Wesley translated and published a revised 


New Testament ninety years before our modern Revised New Testa- 
ment was published, and the foremost New Testament scholars who 
gave us the latter gratefully acknowledged their debt to Mr. Wesley’s 
translation of the previous century. Our Church cannot be true to her 


- traditions and ignore the best results of consecrated learning, and we 


are unwilling to be classed with those provincial Churches which are 
unfriendly to sacred learning. The preachers’ institutes being held an- 
nually at the Vanderbilt and other educational centers are a sort of uni- 
versity extension course where some of the leading and most reverent 
biblical scholars from both sides of the Atlantic have awakened a deeper 
passion for the study of the revealed word. Unless our young preachers 
follow safe and reverent guides, they may follow blind leaders into the 
ditch of confusion and doubt. The great need of all our centers of 


learning is the evangelistic spirit and the testifying to the things we _ 
know; proclaiming our beliefs, not our doubts. Genuine revivals of 


religion, which clarify the brain and warm the heart as well, should 
be sought and expected annually in each of our institutions of learning, 
under the leadership of our wisest preachers who are especially adapted — 


to such evangelistic work. Ideals of life formed in a Christian college 


have always wielded large and permanent influence alike upon ministers 


and laymen. 


A study of local conditions in that section of the country where our 
Church is naturally expected to do its best work shows that we have 
been too indifferent to the theological education of our ministers, even 


being mostly dependent on outsiders for the endowment of our sole de- 


partment of theological training. Single institutions for the theologic- 
al education of the negro have larger endowments and a larger attend- — 


- ance than ours. The Southern Baptists, who labor everywhere side by 


side with us and constitute,with us so large a share of the Protestants 
in the United States, have a theological seminary with over 300 students 
and an investment in plan and endowment of some $2,000,000. We re- 
joice in their wise example and in their increasing interest in an effi- 
cient ministry to which they owe so much. Our twin sister, the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, has ten theological seminaries in this country, 


with 840 students and an investment of over $4,000,000 in separate 
- buildings and endowment. Our brethren of the Northern Presbyterian 


Church have twelve separate theological seminaries, representing an in- 


-vestment of $10,000,000, with over 700 students for the ministry. It is 


conceded by those best acquainted with the conditions that the most suc- 


cessful theological seminaries are those which make the strongest ap- 
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peal as resting on their’'own foundations and with their own distinct 
endowments. Our largest givers to Church beneficences have their lo- 
cal colleges, to which they are attached and where the demand for 


_ financial aid is great; “but they should be interested in the need of some 


more.ample provision for the training of our ministry, and they should 
be willing to contribute whatever mee be necessary for the accomplish- 


ment of this purpose.” 
The demand of the laity for better equipped and more efficient preach- 


ers must be met in part by themselves in providing greater facilities for - 


ministerial education. The educated man has the ear of the educated; 
and no loss can be more damaging, next to losing the ear of the poor, 
to whom the gospel must be preached if the credentials of our Lord be 
claimed, than to have no longer the ear of the educated and influential 
in a community. It was this neglect in France that made possible the 
French Revolution and the loss of the influence of the Church. The 


growing interest in education for our children means an increased in- 


terest in the education of our preachers, if our children be satisfied with 
their ministry. Better facilities for the education of our young preach- 
ers are necessary, if we would not expose them to the allurements of 
better equipped theological seminaries all over the land and so of the 
ministry of other Churches. It becomes the Church to concern herself 
about her ministers, alike as regards their reénforcement in numbers 
and in quality of leadership. Why should there not be the earnest in- 
tercession in every home, as in Scotland, that at least one noble son be 
called to the ministry of the word? It is ascertained that sixty-seven per 
cent. of our ministerial candidates come from homes of family prayer. 
Above all should the devout and watchful pastor seek to impress upon 
promising young men the supreme claims of the Lord of the harvest, so 


that every charge might have some worthy representative in the Chris-. 


tian ministry. Only from the bosom of a living Church can God win a 
living ministry. One command of the Lord is as enduring as the great 
commission itself: “Pray ye the Lord of the harvest that he will thrust 
out laborers into his harvest.” The very perpetuation of the ministry 


is conditioned on prayer. 


Our BOARD OF EDUCATION. 


After too long delay in creating a Board of Education, we owe much 
to it for standardizing our institutions of learning, for valuable aid to 
some struggling but promising institutions, and for seeking to foster 


the spirit of education in its best sense and with its worthiest ends. Es-— 


pecially helpful has it been to the educational work of the Colored 


Methodist Episcopal Church in America, five of whose institutions are | 


aided by our Board of Education and have been the better brought to a 
warm place in the hearts of our colored brethren, whose giving for 
Christian education has been notable. 

The Correspondence School, under the auspices of the Board, has | 
‘ nOw an enrollment of more than a thousand preachers, and is doing a 
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worthy and commendable work, alike for the undergraduates and those | 
who are taking a postgraduate course. It prepares the way for, as well 
as supplements, the work of our Theological Department for those who 


would make full proof of their ministry. The literature issued by the _ 


Board of Education helps to extend the influence of the able cangeesseal 
al addresses given under its auspices 


LOYALTY OF Our COLLEGES. 


While rejoicing in the large ‘and helpful gifts which have come to 
some of our colleges, like » Randolph-Macon, Wofford, Millsaps, and Hen- 


drix, from noble philanthropists who are using their large wealth in the 


interest of education, preferably for established institutions with a rec- 
ognized mission, we express both the hope and conviction that no gift 
from any source be received by any of our institutions that means the 


weakening of its recognized obligation to the Church which fosters it 


or loosens the bonds which. unite it to the heart and confidence of the 
Church which founded it. It is Christianity that has made man a think- 
er; and only under Christian auspices can there be the broadest and full- 
est investigation, and-so the completest education which trains the mind 
and heart and will to loftiest worship and to noblest character. While 


‘we cannot blame philanthropists for insisting that we make provision 


for our own theological education, as every self-respecting Church 


_ should do, we deem that no money could be legs acceptable to our Lord 


than that which is obtained by compromise on the part of the receiver 


that would make Christ less than supreme in his own Church. Let no 


indifference to the work of Christian education on the part of preachers 
or laymen be used as an excuse for seeking help outside the Church unt- 
der conditions that would lead us to deny the Lord that bought us or 
to renounce his bride. Our Lord lays upon his Church the responsibili- 
ty of both looking into and hastening the coming of his kingdom. The © 
noble instances, mostly of, Christian’ liberality, amounting during the 
Past year to nearly $150,000,000, show that the good seed are the- chil- 
dren of the kingdom who believe in Christ-and are willing to intrust 
their millions to men who love and follow him. True Christian educa- 
tion must ultimately rest on Christian giving.. The Church administers 
these great trusts not through popular assemblies, but through chosen 


~~ and trusted representatives, and thus the. better safeguards them. As 


a matter of ‘course, we do not mean to call in question the right of the 
‘Annual Conferences to take under consideration the policies of -the 
schools that appeal for their approval and support. . 

A REPRESENTATIVE CHURCH AT THE NATIONAL CaPITAt. 


By order of the last Géneral Conference, a commission was ceidihiihie’ 


‘to take in hand the erection of a church in Washington, D. C., which - 


should adequately represent our Methodism at the capital of -the na- 


‘tion and fulfill in its: ‘measure the duty we owe-to the republic in this 


particular. This important: work: was. hindered by the financial panic 
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which fell upon the country in 1907 and which continued through the 
following year. About a year ago the matter was taken up again, and 
an Assistant to the Secretary of the Board of Church Extension, in the 
person of Rev. George S. Sexton, of the Texas Conference, was appoint- 
ed to give especial attention to this interest. During the past year 
progress has been made, so that at this time about one-fourth of the 
total amount asked of the Church at large has been secured in cash and 
reliable subscriptions, and a national building committee has been or- 
st ganized. The local Church in Washington stands ready to bring for- 

ward the amount required of it whenever the balance is secured. 
The success of this enterprise will be of great value to our Church 
throughout the connection, as well as of benefit to our cause at the na- 


tional capital. It must be carried to speedy completion, and it is rec-. 


ommended to your consideration that you may take such action as may 
be deemed necessary to assure the erection of this representative church 
at the capital of the nation as soon as the nature of the work will per- 

: SoME RECENT LEGISLATION UNSATISFACTORY.

| I . | we sorely miss not a few of our tried and valiant leaders whom as dele- 
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gates or bishops, we were wont to meet in our great quadrennial gather- 
ing—Paul Whitehead, Young J. Allen, James M. Mason, and John W. 
Heidt—honored and loved members of more than one General Confer- 
ence, until it seemed that we could not do without them at the secre- 
tary’s table or guarding the legislation on the floor of the house or 
sending out the clarion call for laborers for the ripening harvest. Nev- 
er in a single quadrennium have we been called to bury so many of our 
general superintendents. Fourteen names, less one, representing all the 
living bishops who presided at Birmingham, were signed to the Jour- 
nal of the last General Conference, and the Church rejoiced in the hope 
that most would be permitted to report for renewed service at this ses- 
sion. Two had asked relief from their exacting duties, and two had 
been commended by the General Conference to the consideration of their 
colleagues for lighter work until their health became more vigorous. 
The remaining ten little thought that not less than three of their num- 
ber would be called to join the three taken from the confessedly fee- 
ble, to whom had been assigned lighter work or none. Within six 
months after adjournment, occurred the almost tragic death of Bishop 
John J. Tigert, just as he reached his fiftieth year, and after holding 
but one Annual Conference. Strong in intellect as in body, with a love 
for all that was good in philosophy and theology, which he had made 
his life study, this able Review editor, blessing the Church with his 
valuable service as guide in the vast field of literature, this efficient 


Secretary of several General Conferences, this specialist in the consti- 


tutional history of Methodism, this diligent student and fervid and clear 
expositor of the Holy Scriptures, this growing scholar and Christian, 
like the eloquent Bascom from his same native Kentucky, gave the 
Church only a few months of episcopal service, where she fondly expect- 


ed many fruitful years. 
The sweet-spirited, genial Alexander Coke Smith soon followed his 


younger colleague. Those who knew his feeble frame rejoiced with mis-_ | 
giving in his sanguine hopes of restored health, as he longed to live and 


give the Church a score of years of faithful service. A beloved pastor in 
village and city, an esteemed professor in more than one of our Church 
colleges, a tender preacher because a sympathizing friend, delighting to 
tell on the housetops what he heard in the ear in his forced retirement, 


he passed from us after a little more than a quadrennium of episcopal : 


service, but leaving a lasting memory of his gifts and graces. 

The Church still deemed herself happy so long as the St. John of the 
‘College of Bishops was left—John Cowper Granbery, with his modest 
but ripe Christian character, a lifelong sufferer from pain of which he 


never complained, brave on the battlefield as he was searching and ten- 


der in the pulpit; a model preacher in his homiletical and spiritual 
treatment, whether of a topic or a text; a wise and inspiring teacher 


of preachers, young and old, whether in the Vanderbilt Wesley Hall or 


in the busy general pastorate, living to serve the Church as a bishop for 
nearly a quarter of a century, as a thinker favorably known outside of 
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his own communion. A just man, honored and loved by great and hum: 
ble, the “beloved disciple” has left us the legaey of an unsullied name 
and of-a fragrant piety like that of Tholuck, who said, “The heart-makes 
the theologian.” No wonder the wise McTyeire said of him before his 
election: “Granbery is not much talked of now for one of our new 


bishops; but when the Church gets to praying, they will think of him.” 


How glad the angels must have been to see aim who was SO es a 


time-exposure of his ascended Lord! 


William Wallace Duncan soon followed his Virginia colleague. Of 
noble presence and genial nature, there was no more tireless worker 
among us, knowing no period of rest or recreation, which he so much 
needed in order to do his best work and to still his anxious spirit, ever 
concerned for the kingdom of God. A lover of books and of men, a 
teacher in the pulpit and in the chair, a welcome and radiant guest, 
loved of little children as was his Lord, working in many fields and nev- 
er deeming his work complete, whole-souled and generous to every 
worthy cause, blessing all with what he was even more than with what 
he did, a grateful Church will never cease to cherish his memory and to 


love him. 
Chosen to his high office at the same time and on the same ‘pallot 


with Bishop Duncan was the Chrysostom of the Church, Charles Betts 


Galloway. With native oratorical gifts of a high order, he consecrated 
to the pulpit what would have won lasting fame in the senate or at the 
bar; for he had known in early manhood the meaning of a surrendered 


‘life. With capacity for leadership that made him the foremost citizen, 


because the most useful, in his native state, progressive but not radical, 


committed to all that made for civic righteousness and wise in knowing 
just what was fitted to the hour, the eloquent advocate of temperance 


because the friend of humanity, beloved of the negro as of the white, and 
ever addressing the largest congregations of both, sensitive to criticism 

but heroic in ‘action, whether in the black belt or inthe university or 
the capital, he commanded the eager ears of all good men:and led them 
to victory. Incapable of envy, his genial soul rejoiced as much in the 


guccess of his brethren as they did in his; knightly and true as Jona- 


than, he prized a friend more than a throne; wise in planning and 
faithful and tireless in execution, he had all the elements of a great 
bishop. Charles B. ’ Galloway was chosen to preach the opening sermon 
at the last Ecumenical Methodist Conference, as Matthew Simpson and 

William Arthur had been chosen for like service at the other two Pan- - 
Methodist gatherings; and he ranks with these and other great masters 
of assemblies. No man among us so fully responded to the demands 
of a great occasion, and none was more worthy of the epitaph of John 
the Baptist: “A burning and a shining light.” Alas! he shone because 
he burned, and in twenty years of episcopal service he gave the Church — 
forty years of his strength. He made our name known to all Metho- 
dism and to the saints of all the Churches. Stricken in the midst of the 


battle, he died, like. Paul, planning great things for sia Lord. What a 
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meeting between jade: and ‘bishop in -the presence of their Lars: as 
each bore on. his person the marks of the Lord Jesus! 


When lonely Eve, bereft of her children, welcomed to her arms a 


third son, she called his name Seth; for she said, “God hath sent me 
another son in place of Abel.” He was to be the setting that should pro- 


duce: a forest of noble trees for the garden of the Lord. Once our — 


Church had an Enoch who walked with God and was not, for God took 
him; but his going made heaven nearer. A generation later many who 
knew Enoch Mather Marvin were reminded of him in Seth Ward, a true 
itinerant of native, homely strength, simple in tastes, waxing stronger 
in intellect and in grasp of truth, presenting the great doctrines with 
clearness and unction, sympathetic and unselfish, wise and just in coun- 
sel and tireless in service. He became a revelation to the whole Church 
as, wisely selected by the Board of Missions as Assistant Missionary 
Secretary—not being sufficiently known to: be-the choice of the General 
Conference—he went abroad from his native Texas to preach a gospel 
mighty enough to save a world. The qualities that made him a great 
pastor in Houston and Galveston in time of disaster were even more 
fruitful of good in the foreign fields, where he wrought as secretary and 
bishop. The Church was fast learning to appraise him at his true worth 
as a.bishop when he went abroad to die in Asia, for which he had so 
_ often. pleaded at the bar of the Christian conscience. Domestic love 
claimed his body to rest in American soil, but his great soul goes march- 


ing on to find its truest. and ease dene Mk rest in the glorious vision of a 


saved world. 


ADDITIONAL BISHOPS. 


Only in the case of Bishop Ward’s Conferences in Eastern Asia did 
any Conference lack the presidency of one of our number. By ex- 
changing work, we have been able, without inconvenience or delay, to 
meet all the Conferences throughout the quadrennium, even during this 
last year, when so greatly bereft. With the growing demand of our 
work alike in Eastern Asia and in South America, it is deemed impor- 
tant that we make an annual visit to each of those fields, as to the Con- 
ferences in North America. In view of the depletion of our ranks, we 
recommend the election of at least five additional bishops, praying that 
God may make good his promise given to his Church through Jeremiah: 


“TI will give you pastors according to mine heart, which shall feed you | 


with knowledge and understanding.” They will not be perfect men, else 
they would be the only perfect men in a Church full of imperfect men. 
If ever perfect, they will be made perfect through suffering, as there 

shall come upon them daily the care of all the churches, as epee those 
who are the servants to all. |

To the Bishops and Members of the General Conference. 
Dear Fathers and Brethren: In accordance with a reso- 


jution adopted by the General Conference at Birmingham, 


Alabama, in May, 1906, I was appointed by the College of 
Bishops to visit, as your Fraternal Messenger, the Wesleyan 
Methodist Conference held in the historic city of York, 
England, July, 1908. With great pleasure I undertook to. 
fulfill the duties of that high commission. 

In view of the specific statement of Rev. Dinsdale T. 
Young, the Fraternal Messenger of the Wesleyan Methodist 
Conference to our last General Conference, that he spoke 


to us on behalf of the Irish Methodist Conference also, and 
being further impelled by the personal invitations of sev- 
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eral of the brethren in Ireland, I visited the Irish Confer- 
ence at its session in Belfast in June. 

At both York and Belfast I was cordially received, and 
what I had to say in your name was heard with marked 
consideration and.with many tokens of fraternal regard. 

To my great regret my stay at the Conference in York 


was cut short by the sudden death of a member of my 


family; but during the time I was permitted to remain I 
was deeply impressed by the spiritual power and abound- 
ing vitality of the Mother Church. The faith and zeal of 
John Wesley and the early Methodists still burn in the 
souls and flame in the lives of their followers. An ad- 
mirable conservatism, coupled with a wisé adaptation of 
methods to the conditions which confront them, marks 
them as the successors of the father of Methodism, who, 
while holding steadfastly to the faith once for all delivered 
to the saints, did not hesitate to use for its propagation 
whatsoever means seemed most effective for the saving of 
- gouls under the guidance of Providence and the leading of 
the Spirit. 
My visit as your to our brethren in the 
land of Wesley strengthened my faith and widened my 
vision of the mission of Methodism to the English-speaking 
nations and through them to all the nations of the earth. 
With gratitude to the Church and thanksgiving to God 
for all I was permitted to hear and see among “them that 
have obtained like precious faith with us through the right- 
eousness of God and our Saviour Jesus Christ,”

Report No. 2 of the Committee on Sunday Rehobls 
was adopted, AS follows : 


COMMITTEE ON SUNDAY SCHOOLS, REPORT NO. 2. 


Your committee, after organizing, with E. B. Chappell 
as Chairman, and John H. Hinemon as Secretary, has re- 
ceived and considered the quadrennial report of the Sunday 


School Board and the Editor of our Sunday School Litera- 


ture, and such portions of the Episcopal Address as related 
to Sunday schools, together with various memorials and 
communications, upon which a later report of this comnEt- 
tee will be rendered. 

At this time your committee begs to call the attention of 
the General Conference to the progress of the Sunday 
School Department of the Church as gratifyingly exhibited 
in the various matters submitted from the department, and 
to commend its salient features to your notice. Bee. 

Besides the new Graded Lesson Literature, issued for the 
first time within the past year, the department has pub- 
lished and circulated among our schools eleven periodicals 
for the assistance of teachers and pupils in Bible study and 
religious culture. Three of these—The Adult Student, The 
Primary Teacher, and Boys and Girls, an illustrated paper 
for small children—have been projected during the quadren- 
nium, with already a combined circulation of nearly one 
hundred thousand copies. Every one of the eleven peri- 
odicals, except one, has gained rapidly in favor and circula- 
tion, the Intermediate Quarterly showing a slight percent- 
age of loss, for reasons not yet fully apparent. The striking 
gains in the four years past will be best shown by a single 
comparison: In 1906 the grand total of circulation of the 
Sunday-schoo] periodical literature was 1,371,208. In 1910, 
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date of April 1, the grand total was 1,720,177, or a gain of 
348,969. Since then, the rate of increase has been thirty 
thousand per month. 

The committee unanimously commends the body of Sun- 


-day-school literature as now issued by the department, and 
‘the good judgment and ability manifest in its preparation 


and adaptation to the needs of our Church. We express 
our sincere conviction that this literature is — by 
that of any other of our American Churches. ; 

During the quadrennium the Training Work, under the 
direction of Dr. H: M. Hamill, assisted. by Mrs. Hamill as a 
primary specialist, has grown to more than twelve hundred 
Bible Teachers’ Study Circles and twenty thousand Teacher- 
training Students, and the work now demands, imperative- 
ly, additional help in that department. In all our great 
Church fields, home and foreign, these two workers—one an 
unpaid helper—constitute the entire field staff under the 
General Sunday School Board. In a later report your com- 
mittee will ask relief from the present embarrassing condi- 
tions in our Sunday-school field work by adding help to the 
training department. For nearly a year, since the last Gen- 
eral Conference, these two workers were sent, under the 
joint action of the Sunday School Board and the Board of 
Missions, to assist in the organization of Sunday-school 
work in Japan and Korea, on behalf of our own Church 
missions. The work done, while primarily for our own 


' Church, extended into all Churches there engaged, and, in 


the judgment of missionaries and native + tat was poet 
timely and helpful. 

_ For more than two years of the quadrennium, upon re- 
quest of the Sunday School Department, the. Publishing 
Agents have maintained a Department of Sunday School 
Supplies under the supervision of Mr. E. E. French, a 
capable business man and trained.Sunday-school worker, 
and it is gratifying to be able to assure the General Confer- 
ence of the entiré success of this venture. There is now in 
this department every proper and worthy modern Sunday- 
school help, and all books necessary for Sunday-school work- 
ers, and the sales of the department are rapidly increasing. 

Under the approval of the College of Bishops, the Sun- 
day School Board unanimously recommended that for the 
present year Children’s Day observance, as far as prac- 
ticable in the) judgment of Annual Conference Sunday 
School Boards and pastors, should be postponed until after 
the session of this.General Conference, in order that the 
Board might have time and opportunity for an appeal to 
our more than fifteen thousand Sunday schools to make an 
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extraordinary effort to. complete the $50,000 endowment 
fund ordered by the last General Conference to establish a 
chair-of Religious Pedagogy and Sunday Schools in Vander- 
bilt University. Your Committee on Sunday Schools hearti- 
ly approves this appeal of the Sunday School Board for the 
completion, by specially liberal Children’s Day collections 
this year, of this endowment so much needed for the train- 
ing of our preachers, and, through their training, of the 
great host of our teachers and pupils. We ask the General 
Conference to give its hearty indorsement to the urgent ap- 
peal and plan of the Sunday School Board to this end. The 
net amount raised for the three years, since 1906, is $16,- 
838.34, leaving $33,161.66 to complete the endowment. It 


is, in our judgment, most necessary and practicable that a 


hearty and united effort be made through the present year’s 
Children’s Day to secure the needed balance. \ 

The matter assigned to this committee from the Episco- 
pal Address calls our timely attention, in words of strong 
admonition, to the disparity in numbers of the total roll of 
our Sunday-school membership as compared with the total 
membership of our Church. The fact of this disparity 
should be both warning and stimulus to enter vigorously, 
during the coming quadrennium, upon an earnest and sys- 
tematic codperation to repair this one conspicuous defect in 
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the status of our Sunday-school progress. Let every mem- | 


ber of this body pledge himself to aid, by all possible means, 
in making the Sunday-school membership of our Church, at 
the next General Conference, equal to, if not greater than, the 
membership of the Church. In concluding this paragraph, 
we are glad, however, to call your attention to several grati- 
fying evidences of the progress of our Sunday schools, and 
to note that it has kept pace with all ner agencies of the 
Church. 

During the ‘quadrennium we have in Sunday- 


school membership as follows:

- Our present enrollment gives the total of 15, 737 schools, 
122,908 teachers, 1,393,903 attendants, The gain for the. 
quadrennium has, in fact, exceeded the gain in Church 
membership by 35,748.

enactment in history in favor of Sunday schools, by a body 
~ of ministers, was made by a Methodist Conference, in 


Charleston, South Carolina; that the only Church in Chris- 


_tendom that makes its entire Quarterly Conference a board 
of management of the Sunday school, is our own Church; 


that it also stands alone, with the best modern secular edu- 
cational usage, in clothing the Sunday-school superintend- 
ent with plenary power in appointing his teachers; that our 
Church was first in the world to equip and maintain a teach- 


er-training department; that it was first to institute a com- 


plete department of Sunday-school supplies, under expert di-. 
rection; that our own Church has been first to dispatch to 
the Orient its Sunday-school specialist for the purpose of 


laying a broad foundation of better missionary work among 


the Sunday schools of heathen lands; and last, though by 
no means least, that our Church is the first in history to or- 


- ganize a specific chair of Religious Pedagogy and Sunday 


Schools, to be maintained by an endowment from the Church 
at large, and operated for the benefit of all candidates for 
the ministry of our Church—we thank God and take courage 
as we begin another quadrennium.

At the close of the address, resolutions were adopted re- 
questing the College of Bishops to appoint such a committee 
with full power to act. This action was taken with great 
enthusiasm, without a dissenting voice, and in such unmis- 


takable terms as to commit this great body of negro Meth- 


odists to the policy of codperating with us by furnishing 
both men and money for the-evangelization of the Dark 
Continent.

Whereas, under the existing laws iialeiahiads interstate 
commerce, liquors may be shipped into prohibition territory

Whereas, there is now’ pending in the Congress of the 
United States a bill, known as the Miller-Curtiss bill, to cor-

| BISHOP JOHN COWPER GRANBERY. 
John Cowper Granbery began his earthly career in the 


city of Norfolk, Va., December 5, 1829, and closed it at his 


home in Ashland, Va., April 1, 1907, in the seventy-eighth 


year of his age. 
Between these two dates lies the record of as pure, un- 


selfish, and useful] a life as is often lived among men. Con-. 


verted to God at the age of fifteen, young Granbery united 
with the Methodist Church, and shortly thereafter entered 
Randolph-Macon College, then located at Boydton, Va. 
Graduating in 1848, he was the same year received on trial 
in the Virginia Annual Conference, in whose ministry, as 
pastor, presiding elder, and army chaplain, he served faith- 


fully for twenty-seven years. In 1875 he was called to the: 


chair of Moral Philosophy and Practical Theology in Van- 
derbilt University, a position which he filled with distin- 
guished ability until 1882, when he was elected a bishop. 
The qualities of head and heart that had won the confidence 
and esteem of men in other spheres of labor were exhibited 
in this high office. He was the same humble, kindly, and ap- 
proachable friend and brother that he had ever been. The 
Conferences over which he presided, and the people with 


whom he mingled, felt that he was one in whom they could > 


safely confide; and his decisions were usually accepted with- 
out question. However men might differ with him in judg- 
ment, none ever ventured to question the purity of his mo- 
tives. He sought not his own but others’ good. After twen- 
ty years of most efficient service in the episcopate, he was 
given the superannuate relation and retired to his home at 
Ashland, Va., for needed rest. But, though relieved from 
active service, he was by no means idle, continuing to pro- 


claim by tongue and pen, as opportunity offered, the glori- 


Ous gospel that he loved so well. 

- He was twice married—first to Miss Jennie Massie, who 
lived but a short time; afterwards to Miss Ella Winston, 
who shared his joys and sorrows for nearly fifty years. Of 
this marriage three children survive, one of whom, Rev. 
John C. Granbery, Jr., is an honored minister in the Western 
Virginia Conference, and another, the wife of Rev. H. C. 
Tucker, Agent of the American Bible Society in Brazil. 

As a preacher Bishop Granbery deserves to rank with 
the best that Southern Methodism has produced. While 
lacking the graces of the orator, he had in full measure the 
intellectual attainments that go to make a first-rate preach- 
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Pacha vi er. His sermons were remarkable for clear and vigorous 
* thought, choice diction, and evangelical fervor. He kept in 
Thon Close and loving contact with good books, assimilated their 
Granbery. * contents, and brought forth out of a well-stored mind and 


a warm heart things new and old for the edification of his 
hearers. In consequence thereof, he was heard with delight 
and profit to the very end of his long and useful ministry. 

_ The effectiveness of the preacher was doubtless due in no 
small degree to the character of the man., Men felt in lis- 
tening to him that here was a man who lived with God and 


had verified in his own experience the truths whereof he > 


spake from the pulpit. It was refreshing to hear him pray; 
so simply, so earnestly, so reverently did he talk with God. 
His presence in any company was a benediction. In the 
town of Ashland, where his last days were spent, he was 
honored and revered by the entire community as a veritable 
shepherd and bishop of souls, and when he was gone men 
wept for him as did Israel for Moses in the plains of Moab. 
His taking off was sudden; there was no dying testimony, 
and none was needed. We know where he has gone, and 


some sweet day we hope to greet him again upon the shin-

BISHOP WILLIAM WALLACE DUNCAN. 


On the second day of March, 1908, in the city of Spartan- 
burg, South Carolina, surrounded by the members of his 
devoted and sorrowing family, Bishop William Wallace Dun- 
can, a noble man, loved and honored by his fellow-men and 
approved of God, closed his earthly career. It fell to his lot 
to spend his life during the most tragic and active period 
of our American history, a period which at times tried the 
souls of men, and these circumstances furnished ample op- 
portunity both for the exercise of all the distinguished qual- 
ities of his character and a test of what manner of man he 
He was a well-born man. To this the distinct and fine 
lines of his classic face, the grace and dignity of his phys- 
ical form, and the manly courtesy of his bearing at all times 


gave unmistakable testimony. 


He was born at Randolph-Macon College, in Mecklen- 
burg county, Virginia, December 20, 1839. His parents were 
devout Christians. His father was a well-known Greek 
schoiar, \and in this Christian home of an academic com: 
munity Bishop Duncan fell heir to exceptional opportunities 
of culture and growth. Besides, the name Duncan has been 
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one of the most conspicuous names for nearly a thousand 
years in the eventful history of Scotland. | 

After graduating from Wofford College, he entered the 
ministry of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, as a 
member of the Virginia Conference. In this sphere of work 
he had eminent success. Wise, patient, industrious, and 
sympathetic, he attached his people to him with a lasting 
devotion. As a chaplain in the Confederate Army he won 
the esteen of his fellow-warriors, an esteem which increased 
with the passing years. He spent ten years of his labors in 
educational work at Wofford College, South Carolina, and 
by his statesmanlike leadership laid the foundations of the 
wonderful educational progress of that state. 

‘For more than twenty years before his death he was one 
of the chief pastors of the Church which he so sincerely 


loved. His large vision, his clear judgment, his keen in- 


sight into human nature, his rare business ability, and his 
consecrated energy, fitted him for the difficult tasks of the 
episcopal office. Being by nature a man of action, he found 
in this large field of service an opportunity for ceaseless 
work, and the manner in which he gave to the Church his 


life is well known in every section of it. Without complaint, 
without hesitancy, without fear, by day and by night, he 


poured into his work all the powers of his body, mind, and 
spirit. He had a well-defined aim in his work, and the pur- 


- pose to realize it gave shape to all his policies. In his ad- 
ministration he was at times thought by some to be lacking © 
in sympathy, but to those who knew his great soul this was 


a misjudgment. Bishop Duncan had a tender heart, a deep 
sympathy, and a sincere love of men. These were not mock 
qualities, and he did not parade them. However, no human 
need failed to move him, and his aid to suffering men was 
only limited by his resources. Perhaps no man ever loved 


‘more genuinely, or more truly loved to be loved. 


Bishop Duncan was a man of deep and pure piety. Free 
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from every form of cant and every tinge of insincerity, the ~ 


keynote of his religious life was a complete consecration of 


all his powers to the service of God. To him religion was 


a power, not a theory; it was a devotion, not a creed; it 
was a mighty experience, not a philosophy; it was a service, 
not a mere worship, and. his long and faithful record amply 


illustrates the fundamental he had a ve 
jife. 
‘Bishop. Duncan. ‘was a “great preacher, ‘though not a pro- 


‘found expositor of the Holy Scriptures like ‘Bishop Wilson, 
not a.master of facts ‘marshaled with irresistible logic like 
Bishop Haygood, not an interpreter of the mystical depths 
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of truth like Bishop Keener, not an imperial orator like 
Bishop Galloway, but after his own manner he was a great 
preacher. At times he was eloquent, but it was not a pre- 
meditated eloquence laboriously clothing itself in fine rhe- 
torical forms, but it was the eloquence of a profound convic- 
tion, the explosions of a holy passion. His wonderful voice, 
his expressive eye, and his graceful form gave him an easy 
command of his hearers, and his congregations went away 
from his pulpit ministrations with a distinct sense of spir- 
itual elevation and a compelling desire for holy things. 
Bishop Duncan was a man of distinguished personality 

who has left to his Church and to his country a splendid 
example of Christian faith and lofty patriotism. The gamut 
of his wonderful spirit included all the fine notes of a great 
character. There were combined in a rare way the heroic 
and the gentle qualities of spirit, and he could rise to the 
demands of a supreme crisis Or become as tender as a sym- 
pathetic mother. And now that death has removed from 
him: all the marks of earthly honors and taken from him 
all the vestments of high office, and the light of eternity 
falls full-orbed upon him, that which appears greatest 
about him is the man himself. He rises higher than earthly 
position, he towers above temporal honors, and stands en- 
throned amid the glow of his striking personality. We give 
thanks unto God for his record, and shall always think of it 
as a tribute to the saving glory of divine grace and an illus- 


tration of the immortal dignity of human life.

BISHOP CHARLES BETTS GALLOWAY. 


The life story of Bishop Galloway is too eloquent and 
meaningful to be told in even a detailed ordering of the 
events of his brilliant and laborious career. So large, so 
unusual was the personality of the man we mourn that an 
account of the sixty years of his earthly being fails to give 
us an explanation of it, or an understanding of the power 
which it exercised over the men of his generation... We 
must look for the explanation of it amongst the things that 
are occult and spiritual, but which nevertheless become trib- 
utary to human faith and fidelity. 

The spirit of an era—the subliminal instincts, the im- 
pulses, the larger hope of a whole people—was embodied in 
Charles Betts Galloway. He served his age in splendid and 
consecrated activities, and then entered into fellowship with | 
those whose memories are destined to be immortal. zs Me 

Bishop Galloway was born in Kosciusko, Miss., September 
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1 F 1849. His father, whose name was also Charles Betts MAY 13. 


Galloway, was a prosperous physician, a gentleman of cul- 
tured tastes, and religious by instinct and profession. The 
son, who was one of several children, was brought up under 
conditions favorable to the development of habits of piety 
and devction. 

As a boy, Bishop Galloway attended the schools of the 
village in which he was born. In youth, the family having 
removed to Canton, Miss., he became a student in the male 
school of that place, and there continued to study until his 
matriculation in the University of Mississippi, in 1866. His 
career at the university was a prophecy of his future bril- 
liant career, and he there also developed the religious bent 
which early brought him into the ministry of the Church. 
He was fortunate in having as close companions two older 
fellow-students, who were genuinely religious. Under the 
influence of these friends he made, in the first year of his 
college life, a profession of faith in Jesus Christ, and with 
the end of his student days he was ready to enter upon his 
chosen work in the itinerancy of the Methodist Church. 

He lacked three months of being nineteen years of age 

when he graduated. Some time in the summer Of 1868 he 
was licensed to preach, and at the session of the Mississippi 
Conference, held at Vicksburg, Miss., in the winter of the 
same year, he was admitted into the traveling connection 
and appointed to the Sharon charge. On his twentieth 
birthday he was joined in marriage with Miss Hattie E. 
Willis, of Vicksburg. This union was blessed through forty 
years of domestic love and happiness, and the home so 
blessed was made a blessing to many. Whether in the par- 
sonage or in the episcopal residence, it was ever a haven of 
cheer and sunshine; and drew toward it the affections and 
loyalties of multitudes of friends, both in and out of the 
Church. 
While he was yet a student at the university, Bishop Gal- 
loway began to manifest those unusual gifts and endow- 
ments as an orator which made him one of the most famous 
men of our day. These gifts and endowments would have 
availed to carry him to the foremost stations of political in- 
fluence and leadership had he chosen a political career rath- 
er than the gospel ministry. — 
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In personal appearance Bishop Galloway was distin- 


guished and commanding. His frame was admirably pro- 
portioned, and approached the sculptor’s ideal of perfection. 
His eyes kindled with a fascinating light, and his features 
blended in a classical and masterful grace. Firmness and 
tenderness clasped hands at the portals of his lips. His 
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voice matched well his frame and eye, and uttered a perpet- 
ual music of resonant and charmful speeches. The modula- 
tions of his voice seemed to have been providentially or- 
dered to fit the message and the prophecy with which he 
- was commissioned to his generation. | 

His manners were easy, but dignified and winsome to a 
most extraordinary degree. Both nature and grace put 
upon him the seal of gentleness, a gentleness that has ever 
been the exponent of true greatness. | 

This man had his rank in the peerage of mankind. In 
character he stood foursquare, thus facing both the lights 
and shadows of his day. The ministry of his life showed 
how great a work may be wrought for mankind by one in 
whom religious faith and civic loyalty meet in an overmas- 
tering passion. He was no less the, man than the priest, 
and was faithful and loyal in meeting the obligations of 
each. 

The service which Bishop datiowas rendered the Church 
was large and varied. It ran nearly the entire gamut of 
possibilities in the itinerancy. As pastor, editor, and bish- 
op he proved his call and his high mission to the Church. 
Probably no man who ever labored amongst us reached so 
high a distinction, or secured so general an indorsement in 
so great a variety of tasks as those in which he wrought. 
His renown was not confined to his own Church, nor did it » 
flourish chiefly in his own spiritual household; it was od 
heritage of universal Methodism. 

His zeal for education and his efforts for the uplift of. the 
weak and the friendless of all races were as a light and a 
song in the land of his birth. They were part of the gospel - 
which he preached. He pleaded that the stronger race in 
our land should bear and pity the infirmities and needs of 
the weaker, and his pleadings were neither rejected nor un- 
heeded. In this matter, as in all things else, be followed 
his Lord and made proof of a true discipleship. 

He is gone from us. The tongue of all but matchless elo- 

quence is silent. Our great comrade and bishop has entered 

into his triumph, but the memory of his holy, toilful, and 

eminently successful life remains a deathless heritage to 

the Church.

BISHOP ALEXANDER COKE SMITH. 


In this city of Asheville, North Carolina, on December 27, 
1906, the gentle spirit of Alexander-Coke Smith departed to 
be with Christ. To his friends and admirers—and they 
were a multitude that no man could number—it seemed that 
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he was just coming into the fullness of his work; but God: 
saw that he had completed his earthly task, that his pound 
had gained ten pounds, and called him to that larger service. 


in the world to come. 


For an account of his life containing dates and fields of. 


service, reference is made to the Minutes of the Annual Con- 
ferences for the year 1906, in which volume was printed a 


tribute to Bishop Smith. This General Conference desires 


to spread upon its records a brief statement of some of the 
salient points of his career and character. | 
He was a native of South Carolina, and in him flowered 


the gentle and gracious courtesy so marked in the chief peo- 
ple of that great commonwealth. Bishop Smith was by in- 


stinct and training and practice a gentleman. 


He was born in a Christian home. His father, Rev. W. 


H. Smith, was an itinerant preacher, a member of the 
South Carolina Conference, and the son knew the limita- 
tions of a Methodist preacher’s home in the South for the 


decade that included the war and the years immediately 
following. He was converted young, and in his conversion 


he gladly gave his Lord all his heart. The great transac- 
tion done that day was a settled fact never to be repented 


of, a covenant never to be broken, but always to be joyfully 
remembered, and to be the dawn whose light increased with

| Seth Ward was born in Leon county, Texas,. November 

zg 15, 1858, and lacked but two months of being fifty-one years 

ee of age at the time of his death. When thirteen years of age — 
he was converted at his home church, and ten years later; in 


the same church, he was licensed to preach; and on Novem- 


i | _ ber 17, 1881, he was admitted on trial in the Northwest Tex- 
4 \ as Conference, and appointed to the West Corsicana Cir- 
a | cuit for the ensuing year. At the close of his first year he 
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was transferred to the Texas Conference, and remained a 
faithful and trusted member of that Conference till called 
to the high office of one of our chief pastors. His appoint- 
ments as an itinerant preacher were as follows: 1882, West 
Corsicana Circuit; 1883, junior preacher on Centerville Cir- 
cuit; 1884, Kosse Circuit; 1885-6, Calvert and Hearne; 
1887-90, St. James Church, Galveston; 1891-4, Huntsville 
Station; 1895-6, presiding elder of Houston District; 1897-9, 
Shearne Church, Houston; 1900, Secretary of Education for 
the Texas Conference; 1901-2, Central Church, Galveston; 
1902-6, Assistant Missionary Secretary to our General 
Board; 1906-9, a bishop of our Church. He died in Kobe, 
Japan, on the afternoon of September 20, 1909. 

From the humble circuit in his native state to the respon- 
sible and honored place in the far-away mission fields of his 
great Church, his life was one of increasing faith and en- 
larging usefulness. 

Though born in an humble home, he came of worthy par- 
ents who gave him a right start and created in his very na- 
ture a thirst for knowledge and excellence that could be sat- 
isfied with nothing less than the best. His modesty pre- 
vented his saying much about himself, but his intimate 
friends knew that his history connected him with the best 
families of this great nation. His father was a college man, 
and was able to help and inspire him to noble things; but he 
owed most to his good mother. In early life he had to make 
a full hand on the farm, and was denied school advantages, 
yet at his mother’s knee and from his mother’s lips he 
learned great lessons and got such inspiration that he nev- 
er thought of stopping short of the very best. So steady 
was his advancement and so marked his fitness for high po- 
sition, that many who knew him intimately had long placed 
him in the front rank; and to them it was not a matter of 
surprise that when he became more widely known to the 
Church he was called to the responsible and honored place 
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of bishop. He did not reach the heights by easy steps, but 


by struggle that would have brought defeat to a less coura- 
geous spirit. The story of his advancement and constant 
‘progress, as he rose step by step from the humblest place 
in the ranks of the ministry to the highest and most hon- 
ored position in the gift of his brethren, is as inspiring as 
the recital of the triumphs of the worthiest. 

He loved and read and mastered great books. His li- 


brary was filled with the best books, the books that deal | 


with great subjects and that were written by great scholars; 
and these he studied and read until he became broad and 
cultured and scholarly. By these he was led forth into fields 
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of study and research where the earnest truth-seeker finds 
his reward, and where men think God’s thoughts after him. | 

He was @ manly man. There was nothing weak or ef- 
feminate ‘about him, yet he was as pure and trusting as a 
woman. His words were chaste and his life noble and lofty. 
No one ever knew him to be guilty of anything unworthy of 
the highest type of manhood. Without reserve he gave him- 
self to the work to which he was called by the Holy Ghost. 
He accepted unquestioningly the faith of the Fathers. No 
one ever feared that his preaching would unsettle the faith 
of the weakest of God’s saints. His preaching was “good 
to the use of edifying,” and carried in its delivery the stamp | 
of genuine bélief; and the gospel he preached he made 
beautiful and attractive in his own life—so that when it 
pleased God to call him, he laid down his commission with- 
out a stain and went up to receive a crown. — 

- One of his most charming characteristics was his buoyant 
optimism. -He believed in the ultimate triumph of right 
and, the coming of the day when the kingdoms of this 
world shall be the kingdoms of our Lord. He was, 


“One who never turned his back, but marched breast forward; 
Never doubted clouds would break; 
Never dreamed, though right were worsted, wrong would tri- 
‘umph; 
-Held we fall to rise, are baffled to fight better, sleep a. 


He did not forget the good days of the past. The memo- 
ries of the old camp meetings and great revivals were a 
source of joy to him, but he confidently believed that the 
best days were yet to come. With strong faith and coura- 
geous heart he faced the future, and did his utmost and his 
best to hasten the coming of God’s kingdom. 

His home life was singularly beautiful and attractive. 
He was a devoted father and husband. He gave to the 
young bride, who left her father’s home to help him in his. 
work, a wealth of love that grew stronger and sweeter with 


each passing year. From her own lips came this high testi- 


mony: “If he had a fault, I never knew it.” He loved his 


children, and they loved and reverenced him. His arduous 


duties and the call of the Church took him away from home 


and loved ones often; but when the engagement was met 


and the duty discharged, he gladly turned his face home- 
ward, for he knew the welcome that was waiting him there. 
On his last journey he wrote to his loved ones, telling them 


of his undying love and his abiding faith in God. After 


reaching the land whither duty had called him, and when 
weary and sick he had vainly sought for returning health, 
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- rousing one day out of stupor, he said: “I am not con- 


cerned about. myself or the issues of this sickness, but for 
my family and the work. The work needs me, but how glo- 


rious it would be in heaven! I could work on; but if my 
Lord wants me, I am ready.” And thus it was ever with 
him—forgetful of self, he thought of the work that needed 


him and the dear ones far away; but like the great Apostle 
of the Gentiles, he could say, “I am ready.” 
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There has not lived among us a worthier example for the | 


younger ministers of our Church. ‘“Seest thou a man dili- 


gent in his business? He shall stand before kings; he 


shall not stand before mean men.” The pure-hearted, true- 


hearted, loyal-hearted Seth Ward, the strong and scholarly 


preacher and the wise administrator, we mourn his depar- 
ture and pray the abiding blessing cf God upon his be- 
reaved wife and children.

That same morn- 
ing John J. Tigert was elected one of the bishops of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. Little did those who 
saw him that day in the prime of a vigorous and splendid 


manhood dream that the Committee on Episcopacy for 1910 _ 


would be called upon to prepare a memorial for him. 

Few men gave promise of such large usefulness to the 
Church in the coming years. Yet of the six chief pastors 
who have been called hence during the quadrennium, he was 
the first to be touched by the wings of the Death Angel. He 
had filled the episcopal office but six months, when at Tulsa, 


Okla., November 21, 1906, he fell asleep. The news of his - 


death caused profound sorrow throughout the entire Church. 
Though a comparatively young man, he had long been prom- 
inent in the councils of the Church, having been a member 
of the General Conferences of 1890, 1894, 1898, 1902, and 
1906, acting as Secretary in the last three. 

John James Tigert, D.D., LL.D., was born in the city of 


Louisville, Ky., November 25, 1856. His parents, John 


James and Mary Van Veghten Tigert, were old-fashioned 
Methodists, true and godly. Their son was brought up in 


the fear and admonition of the Lord. He was baptized in — 
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infancy by that man of God, Thomas Bottomley. He was 
converted under the ministry of Rev. B. M. Messick, pastor 
of Broadway Methodist Episcopal Church, South, January, — 


1873. He was educated in the Louisville Public Schools, the 


Louisville High School, Vanderbilt University, and the 
Southern Baptist Theological Seminary. He revered the 


‘ names of Thomas O. Summers, John C. Granbery, and John 
A. Broadus, as the teachers who had made the — im- 


pression on his character. 
He was called to preach in childhood, and was SRO 


at a Quarterly Conference of Broadway charge, September 


1877. In 1881 he was elected tutor in Moral Philosophy at 
Vanderbilt University, and a little later became full pro- 
fessor in this department. He continued in this position 


until 1890, when he resigned to resume pastoral work in 


Kansas City, Missouri. During the four years of his suc- 
cessful ministry there, he erected Troost Avenue Church, 
one of the finest churches in that great city. In 1892 he was 
sent as fraternal messenger to the General Conference of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, which convened that year 


' jn Omaha, Nebraska. He selected as his theme “A Voice 


from the South,” and made a vigorous and courageous de- . 
fense of the general position of the Church, South. In 1894 
he was elected Book Editor and Editor of The Methodist 
Quarterly Review. He was reélected by each succeeding 
General Conference patil his election to the episcopacy in 


1906. 


Bishop Tigert was a vigorous and prolific writer. One of 
his first books was the widely used “Handbook of Logic.” 


To the last he kept up his interest in logical and metaphys- 


ica] themes. One of his recent books, “Theism, a Survey of 
tue Paths that Lead to God,” has received high commenda- 
tion from critical thinkers both in this country and Europe. 
Other works of his pen are: “Theology and Philosophy”; 


“The Preacher Himself’; “The Journal of Thomas Coke”; 


“The Making of Methodism”; “The Christianity of Christ 


. . and His Apostles”; “The Doctrines of the Methodist Epis- 


copal Church in America”; “Wandering Stars,” etc. He 


made large contributions to English and American Reviews 


and edited numerous volumes, among which are Summers’s 
“Systematic Theology”; McTyeire’s “Passing Through the 


Gates”; and Banks’s “Manual of Christian Doctrine.” His 


magnum opus was his “Constitutional History of American 


Episcopal Methodism.” 


As a writer Bishop Tigert was clear, strong, and smooth. 
Questions were thoroughly macerated in his mind before 
putting pen to paper. He was a patient and tireless inves- 
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 tigator, and possessed of the physical strength requisite for 
such tasks. He was also a very ready man, rising quickly 
to most occasions. He was one of the ablest parliamentari- 
ans who ever sat in a General Conference. More than any 
other man, perhaps, he shaped the present general system 
of rules, under which the General Conference now works. 

As a preacher Bishop Tigert stood deservedly in the front 
rank. A man of commanding mien, gifted with a strong 
and direct delivery, master of a pure Anglo-Saxon style, a 
deep student of Holy Writ, versed in philosophy, knowing 
much of human nature, he was in great demand for pulpit 
occasions. He was never more at his best than when preach- 
ing to his own Conference, where he was honored and be- 
loved. Here he rose at times to heights of great power. 
With such natural endowments, and such training, coupled 
with such unremitting application, at fifty years of age he 
was in mobSt points of excellence the peer of any man in 
American Methodism. — 

Bishop Tigert was singularly fortunate in his domestic 
connections. In 1878 he was married to Miss. Amelia Mc- 
Tyeire, daughter of Bishop Holland N. McTyeire. This elect 
lady survives him, and to her and the bereft sons and daugh- 
ters we tender our sincere Christian sympathy. Their loss 
is also ours. But He who doeth all things well makes no 
mistake. Whatever Bishop Tigert might have achieved in 
the high office to which the Church had called him, he 
wrought well and nobly in the time allotted to him here. 
To use the language of a leader of another denomination— 
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President Mullins, of the Southern Baptist Theological Sem- © 


inary—speaking at the memorial service held in the church 
so dear to Bishop Tigert’s heart (Broadway, Louisville): 
“The closing of this career is the ceasing of a chime of a 


great life, whose six bells of spiritual power already named 


rang out clear and sweet and powerful notes, leaving every 
life in the splendid valley of his influence profoundly moved 
and elevated thereby. rf 

Always in earnest about his religious life, he ae 
through many spiritual conflicts, and came out victorious 


through Him who loved him end gave himself for him. To- 


ward the close of his career his spiritual life was seen no- 
ticeably to deepen. On his deathbed he expressed his un- 
faltering trust in the Father’s will. He went out into the 
ternal Morning, holding, in simple faith, his Father’s hand.

3. ASSESSMENT. 


The assessment for Church Extension has been increased 


during the quadrennium from $140,000 to $200,000. The 


amount paid on assessment has increased each year, $538,- 
000.74 having been paid on assessment as against $372,649.30 
the preceding quadrennium, The percentage of assessment 
paid was 87% as against 74% the preceding quadrennium. 
This does not include the $44,0014.70 raised on “specials.” 


The increase from year to year in collections, and a large © 


amount collected on specials, fully justified the increased as-. 


sessment placed upon the Church. 


4. CHURCHES AIDED. 


During the quadrennium there were 1,698 churches aided 
by the Conference Boards, and 658 by the General Board; the 


whole amount donated and loaned aggregated $836,905.47. 


These figures speak forcibly of the value of Church Exten- 
sion work throughout the connection. | 


5. LITERATURE. 


- Your committee desires to express its appreciation of the

In this connection, we desire to call itsintion to the book 
of blanks covering every detail of legal and financial trans- 
action of the Church Extension Board, and to commend the 
businesslike methods indicated thereby. ; 


6. LOAN Funp, 


There has been a very gratifying increase in the Loan 
Fund Capital during the quadrennium. The capital at the 
close of the last quadrennium was $230,002.59. During this 
quadrennium, $109,612.06 has been added to the capital, mak- 
ing a grand total at the close of the quadrennium of $339,- 
614.65, all of which, except $35,719.25 in cash, stocks, and 
bonds, is loaned to churches at four per cent., returnable in 
easy installments. The activity of these funds is indicated 
by the fact that we have made during the quadrennium 197 
loans, amounting to $318,678.35, and have collected from our 
borrowers in principal and interest $274,713.44. 

The following table shows by years the receipts and in- 
creases in the Loan Fund Capital for the quadrennium:

Special emphasis should be given to this feature of our 
work, from which we have a right to expect so much. It is 
not, as some have supposed, a fund held in shares and as an 
investment—belonging to a building and loan association, a 
joint stock company, a banking corporation, formed upon a 
secular basis and managed for profit—but it is the property 
of the Church, and used and held for its extension in the 


earth. With its assistance are to be built church edifices 


designed to help on the work of the world’s conversion. 


Nor is it an endowment, the principal being invested and the 


interest only being used to build churches, but the entire 
fund is a free cash capital, every dollar of which is to be 
kept loaned out to churches for a long or short time, as oc- 


_¢asion may require. These loans, made at a moderate rate 
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of interest, are designed to help churches that need better 
houses of worship than they are able to build, and which 
can, in view of future strength, undertake to work their own 
way if they can have temporary accommodations. We thus 
help many enterprising churches, and, when our money is 
returned, are in position to help others; and so our fund 
goes on repeating its work from year to year, and at the 
same time constantly growing by accumulations of interest. 

Loans may be made to take the place of donations in 
many, if not most, cases. Not a few, who are unwilling to 
put themselves in the attitude of pensioners upon the bounty 
of the Church by accepting a gift, are glad to obtain a loan. 
Some have asked for donations and, when only loans could 
be had, have found them just what was needed. | 


_ The creation of such a fund is perhaps less difficult thas | 


its administration. Some of our people, who are unused to 
business methods, are inclined to regard the rules of the 
Board as unduly strict. Others are disposed to presume 
upon their relation to the Board, esteeming its regulations 


as merely formal, to be complied with or not as may suit 


their convenience, and do not expect them to be insisted 
upon by the Board. It must not be forgotten that in this 
matter the Board acts as a fiduciary, charged by the Church 
and pledged to the donors of this fund to be prudent and 
faithful in its administration. The mission of this Board 
is to encourage churches to greater efforts, and not to in- 
timidate them by the enact:nent and publication of rules 
which will be repressive by their rigidness. However, the 
Board must demand ample security for all loans, and must 


kindly but firmly insist upon their repayment when due. To 


this policy the Board is fully committed, and upon it has 
been acting; and we are happy to report that not a single 
dollar of the Loan Fund Capital loaned to churches has ever 


been lost.

Your Commission is of the opinion at the present time. 


that a union of the three Methodist bodies in Texas is nei- 
ther desired nor would it extend the kingdom of Christ. 
Our German Mission is in a prosperous condition, and 
should not be disturbed. This Conference is our organized 
missionary force to reach the 300,000 German-speaking peo- 
ple in Texas.

We have had before us that part of the Episcopal Ad- 
dress which had reference to the colored people, our rela- 
tions to the Colored Methodist Episcopal Church, and to the 
establishment of a Mission in Africa; also, the report of 
your Fraternal Messenger to the General Conference of the 
Colored Methodist Episcopal Church, Dr. W. R. Lambuth, 
and the Report of the Board of Missions relative to the same 
_ subjects, and we beg leave to report as follows: 

We rejoice in the cordial relations existing between our 
Church and the Colored Methodist Episcopal Church, which 
were never closer than now. We are glad to report to you 
that steps have been taken by the Woman’s Board of For- 
eign Missions, by the Board of Missions, and by the General 
Conference of the Colored Methodist Episcopal Church, look- 
ing to the establishment of a Mission in Africa. The Board 
of Missions at its last session adopted the following resolu- 
tion:

preacher in the interim of the sessions of the Annual Con- 
ference. The committee shall formulate a bill of charges 
and specifications against the accused, and shall present to 
him a copy of the same a sufficient time before the trial, 
whether the trial be by the committee in the interim be- 
tween the sessions of the Annual Conference or at the time 
of the Conference, to enable him to prepare for his trial. 
They shall also appoint a member of the Conference to pros- 
-ecute the accused before the committee of trial.” 
Following paragraph 270 add a new paragraph (number 
271) as follows:. 
“271. Ans. 3. When a member of an Annual Conference 
has been suspended by a committee of investigation, this fact 


shall be certified to the Bishop having charge of the Annual - 


Conference of which the accused is a member, and it shall 
be the duty of the Bishop in not less than thirty nor more 
than sixty days to appoint thirteen elders to try the case, 
whose decision shall be final save as to the right of appeal: 


provided, that the accused shall have the same right of 


challenge as is now provided, namely, the right of a peremp- 
tory challenge of five in a committee of thirteen, and of 
three in a committee of nine, besides the right-of unlimited 
challenge for cause, and the validity of the cause shall be 
determined by the chairman of the committee of trial. The 


Bishop, when notified of the finding of the committee of in- | 


vestigation as above set forth, shall appoint the time and 


place for the trial, regard being had for sufficient time for 
the preparation of the case by the defense. The Bishop 
‘shall preside or, in his absence, appoint an elder to preside 
in the trial, and a secretary who shall keep a correct min- 


ute of the proceedings of the trial and forward the same > 
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to the court of appeals, and in case of appeal the papers to 
‘be filed with that body, and he shall notify the Conference 
of which he is a member of the disposition of the case.”

{ 309. No member of the committee shall sit at the hear- 
ing of a case in which he was a member of the trial com- 
mittee or attorney for the accused or any person connected 
with the case, nor in which he is personally interested. 

7 310. If any member of the committee is challenged, he 
shall withdraw, and the remainder of the committee shall 
decide as to whether or not such a member is competent to 
sit in the case. The Bishop and four members of the com- 
mittee shall constitute a quorum. 

{ 311. If a vacancy happens in the committee by death, 


resignation, or otherwise, such vacancy shall be filled by the 
remainder of the committee by appointment until the next 


General Conference. 

{ 312, A. Such committee shall sit for the hearing of cases 
at the Publishing House in Nashville, Tenn., on the call of 
the presiding Bishop, unless for good reasons the Bishop 


_ Shall designate a different place. 


{ 312, B. A session of the Committee of Aunsale shall be

The representative of the 
committee of trial of the Annual Conference from which 
the appeal is taken shall then be permitted to respond, and 
the appellant may reply thereto. At the conclusion of such 
argument the committee shall consider the case privately 
and announce its decision to the respective parties. If nec- 
essary, the committee may take the case under advisement 
for such time as may be necessary to properly examine the 
same, and may notify the parties of its decision by letter, 
if they are not present when the decision is rendered. If 
either party have no representative present, the committee 
shall appoint some representative for such party.

1312, G. If the judgment of the ‘Committee of Appeals 


be that the appellant be expelled from the membership of - 


the Church or from the ministry, he shall not be restored to 
the communion of the Church without giving satisfactory 
evidence of repentance for the offense for which he was ex- 
pelled, unless the Annual Conference becomes ~convinced 


And the said secretary of the committee of trial, 
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that he was innocent, in which case the Conference may 


restore him to his former standing by a vote of two-thirds 
of the Conference. 

{ 312, H. The Committee of Appeals may reverse the de- | 
cision of the trial committee, in which case the accused 
minister shall by said decision be restored to the same po- 
sition as if no trial had occurred. Or it may remand the 
case for a Tiew trial. Or it may affirm the judgment of the 
lower court. In all cases the Secretary of the Committee 
of Appeals shall notify the Annual Conference from which 
the appeal was taken of its decision, and if a written de- 
cision is filed, shall send a copy of the same therewith. If © 
the cause is remanded for a new trial, the Secretary shall — 
cause to be transmitted to the Annual Conference from 
which the appeal is taken all records and documents sent up 
with the appeal, to be used if needed on a new trial of the 
cause. 

{ 312, I. The expense of the committee, including the trav- 
eling and hotel expenses of the members thereof, shall be 
paid as are the expenses of the General Conference.

COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION, REPORT NO. 2. 


in the Episcopal Address titled “Theo- 
logical Education” \has had our most careful attention, and 
we desire to commend its careful consideration to the entire 
ministry and membership of the Church. That we have, as 
a Church, given far less thought and prayer and money to 
this vital interest of the Church than its importance de- 
mands, is recognized by all. In the call which the Episco- 
pal Address makes for a forward movement and increased 


interest in ministerial education, a note is sounded which 


we trust will find a hearty response throughout the entire 
Church, and lead to wise and prayerful efforts in all the 
homes and in all the schools of the Church, not only to in- 
crease the ministerial supply, but secure a thoroughly 
trained and deeply consecrated ministry to work in the wid- 


ening world-fields which, both at home and abroad, are daily . 
growing more and more white to the harvest. 


We would particularly call attention, in this connection, 
to the Biblical Department of Vanderbilt University, and 
the pressing demand for its enlargement and equipment as 
set forth in detail in the report of the Dean of this depart- 
ment which was referred fo this committee. In the Address 
of the Bishops are found the following timely words, i. Wa 
are worthy of special consideration: 

“It is conceded by those best acquainted with the condi- 
tions that the most successful theological seminaries are 
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resting on their 


own foundations and with their own distinct endowments. 
Our largest givers to Church beneficences have their local 
colleges, to which they are attached and where the demand 
for financial aid is great; but they should be interested in 


the need of some more ample provision for the training of 


our ministry, and they should be willing to contribute what- 


_ ever may be necessary for the accomplishment of this pur- 


pose.” 
~The Methodist Episcopal Church, South, has no more im- 


portant single asset than the Biblical Department of Van- 
derbilt University, that school for the training of our min- 


isters which is in a special sense the care of this General 
Conference. We would join with the Bishops in calling 
upon our wealthy and benevolent men and women every- 
where, however numerous and worthy may be the local de- 
mands upon their liberality, to give earnest consideration to 
the growing needs of this institution, which is worthy of 
their largest benevolence and their most liberal gifts. Not 


_less than a half million dollars is needed to equip it proper- 


ly for its work of growing importance in our great Church 
and to give it that standing among the theological semi- 
naries of this country which the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, with its nearly two million members, is en- 
titled to have accorded to its school of theology. | 
Foremost among the purposes for which Vanderbilt Uni- 


versity was founded, as declared in the charter, was to es- 


tablish, along with other departments, a theological school 
for the training of young preachers,—and we have every rea- 
son to believe that it was the purpose of the founder to aid 


‘this as well as other departments of the University; and we 


hold in grateful remembrance the fact that Mr. William H. 
Vanderbilt gave the money necessary to erect Wesley Hall, 
the building used for the Biblical Department. But, while 
we thus recognize with gratitude the contributions which 
Commodore Vanderbilt and his son, Mr. William H. Vander- 
bilt, made for the education of the young ministers of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, we declare unhesi- 
tatingly that it is the manifest duty of our own member- 
ship to make the education of the ministry of the Church 
their own special care and duty. It is fitting that we should 
look to our own people for the further upbuilding and en- 
dowment of this department of the University that is de- 
voted exclusively to the education of young ministers. a 

-Following\a suggestion made in the Bishops’ Address and 
quoted above, and to encourage our people to make liberal 


gifts to the Biblical Department of the University, with the 
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assurance that whatever. they give thereto ball Z0 wholly 
_to the upbuilding and improvement of this department, we 
would respectfully suggest and recommend to the Board of 
Trust. of :Vanderbilt University that such portion of the 
funds belonging to the general endowment of the Universi- 


ty as. have been used and are now used for the benefit of the 


Biblical Department be so far segregated and set apart for 
_the permanent use of this department as that all contrib- 
“utors to this department may have the assurance that their 
gifts shall be used wholly to meet the needs and increase the 
equipment of this department, and. not be used to release 
funds belonging to the general endowment and now used for 


the benefit of the Biblical Department. We believe that such . 


action on the part of the Board of Trust will meet with the 

approval of the Church and encourage donors especially in- 

terested in the education of young ministers to make liberal 

contributions to the Biblical Department 2: the University.

COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION, REPORT NO. 5. 


Your committee has carefully considered the memorials 
of the Virginia, the Baltimore, the Texas, and the Louis- 
ville Conferences, requesting such action as will clearly 
define the relation of our educational institutions to our 
Church, and we respectfully submit the following report. 

First, Insert the following paragraph in the Bree 
between paragraphs 200 and 201: 

“Ans. 2. Trustees of our ‘schools, colleges, and universities 
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must be at least twenty-one years of age, and three-fourths 
of said trustees must at all times be members of our Church; 


elected by some governing body of our Church, or by some _ 


Board or officers of the Church to which the power to con- 
firm, nominate, or elect trustees has been delegated by the 
governing body of the Church: provided, that this provision 
shall not take effect until July 1st, 1912.” | 

Second. In view of the great unrest and dissatisfaction 
because of the uncertain legal relation of some of our in- 
stitutions of learning to the Church, and for the purpose 
of restoring confidence, where it is now disturbed, and for 
the protection of our people, and to assure those who re- 
spond to the appeals of the Church for gifts to the cause 
of Christian education that their gifts will be used by the 
Church for the benefit of institutions which are firmly 
bound to the Church, We recommend the adoption of the 
following resolutions: 

Resolved, 1. That the Boards of Trust of all the schools, 
colleges, and universities, which are morally the property 
of the Church, but whose trustees are not selected in con- 


formity with the method proposed in the first item of this 


report, are hereby earnestly requested to conform the meth- 
od of the selection of their trustees to the proposed provi- 
sion; and unless prohibited by the laws of the state from 
so doing, they are urged to secure such amendments to their 
charters as will conform them to the proposed law; and 
unless prohibited from so doing by the laws of the state, 
they are urged to have inserted in their charter a trust 
clause, declaring that the property is held “in trust for the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, to be used for educa- 
tional purposes.” 

Resolved, 2. That our Annual and District Conferences 
and our General and Annual Conference Boards of Educa- 
tion, when making appropriations to any institution, are 
advised to consider carefully the legal relation of such in- 
stitutions to the Church. 

- Whenever the trustees of any institution, for whose ben- 
efit an appropriation is made, are not selected in conformi- 
ty with the methods proposed in item First of this report, 


it is strongly advised that the Boards of Trust of such in- |

Church, South, respectfully submits the following report: 

“As custodian of the Superanuate Endowment Fund, the 
item of greatest responsibility committed to us, we are 
happy to report steady progress and a hopeful outlook. In 
so far as we have been able to touch our Methodism in be- 
half of this sacred cause, there has been evident sympathy 
and generous response, We are firmly convinced that the 
purpose of our Church, as expressed in this movement, lies 
easily within the range of possible accomplishment. The 


liberality of preachers and laity inspires strong hope of 


success, On every hang and by every token, this great in- 
terest is recognized as most worthy. Every principle of 
justice cries out for a more liberal policy toward our Con- 
ference claimants. Every brotherly sentiment bespeaks for 
them better things.

“{ 476. The General Conference does hereby establish a 
permanent endowment fund, for the benefit of the superan- 
nuated preachers and the widows and orphans of deceased 
preachers, of the traveling connection, to be known as the 
Superannuate Endowment Fund of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. This Fund shall be maintained and enlarged 


_in the manner and under the conditions herein prescribed. 


“ 477. All existing funds that have been directed by do- 
nors, or that may hereafter be secured by the will or be- 
quests of deceased persons, together with the funds which 
by any and all other means have been or may be secured, of 
a connectional character, for the benefit of our superannu- 
ated and worn-out preachers and the widows and orphans of 
deceased preachers, be and are hereby appropriated and set 
apart for the Fund constituted and described in the mreved | 
ing paragraph. 

“{ 478. The Board of Trustees of the Methodist Episcopal | 


\ Church, South, is hereby constituted custodian of this Fund, 
and is charged with its conduct under the following’ condi- 
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tions and instructions, namely: Moneys derived from any 
and all sources whatsoever shall be invested in good inter- 
est-bearing securities as soon as practicable after coming 
into the hands of the Board of Trustees. Seventy-five per 
cent, of the income of the Fund shall be annually distributed 
for the relief of worn-out preachers, and the widows and 
orphans of deceased preachers, being paid over, in the pro 
rata determined on the basis of the number of claimants in 


each Conference, to the Treasurers of the Joint Boards of — 


Finance of the several Annual Conferences, for distribution 
to the individual claimants. The remaining twenty-five per 


cent. of income shall be added annually to the body of the 


Fund until said Fund shall amount to the sum of $5,000,000, 


after which the entire amount of net income shall be paid — 


out to claimants, through the Treasurers of the Joint Boards 
of Finance as above mentioned. The Board of Trustees 
shall employ any other and further agencies for the increase 
of the Fund, as may seem to them desirable, and shall hold 
said Fund, as above provided, forever intact, and shall ap- 
propriate the income in no other way than that provided 
above, and in payment of the necessary expenses incurred 
in the carrying out of the.plan herein set forth. 

“ 479. That it is made the duty of the preacher in charge 
of each station, circuit, and mission in the Church to call 
attention annually in each congregation to this Endowment 
Fund, and ask a voluntary contribution from the congrega- 
tion for its enlargement; all moneys so secured shall be sent 
at once to the Treasurer of the Joint Board of Finance of 
the Annual Conference, to be by him transmitted to sn oe 
son authorized to. receive such funds. 

“480. The Joint Boards of Finance in the several Keven] 
Conferences may codperate with the Board of Trustees and

Birmingham 
four years ago, the following resolution was adopted: 

“Believing that the different branches of world-wide 
Methodism that are represented in the Ecumenical Metho- 
dist Conference can and should unite in the preparation of 
such a statement of our common faith as is needed in our 
day, and believing that this General Conference should take 
such steps as may be necessary to secure in the early fu- 
ture the codperation of other representative Methodist 
Churches in the preparation of a new statement of our 
faith, therefore be it 

“Resolved, That the College of Bishops be renuitod to 
appoint a commission of five members, one of whom shall 
be a Bishop, and all of whom shall be members of the next 
Ecumenical Methodist Conference, which shall invite other 
branches of Methodism to unite with us in the preparation 
of such a statement of our faith and such an expression of 
our doctrinal system as is called for in our day; and this 
commission shall represent our Church in the preparation 
of the same if it should be undertaken.” 
_ This resolution was adopted by the General Conference on 


May 14, 1906, with the understanding that the preparation 


of this new statement of doctrine should be undertaken by 
the commission only in case such codperation on the part 
of other representative branches of Methodism should be 
secured as would give to the proposed Statement of Faith 
an ecumenical character and make it an expression of the 


faith of world-wide Methodism. The commission was in- 


structed to report to the General Conference of 1910 the re- 


sults of its labors. 
Acting under these sentient. the commission present- 


ed the action of our General Conference to the General Con- 
ference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, which met in Bal- | 


timore in Muy, 1908. This body took formal action, declin- 
ing to enter into the preparation of the proposed Statement 
of-Faith.

At the close of each meeting they 
shall publish the results of their deliberations, as far as they 
may deem necessary for the interests of the Church, in the 
official organ of the Church and in the various organs of the 
Annual Conferences. Each Bishop shall at such meetings 
report in writing all his decisions of law, with a syllabus of 
each case made during the year. The College of Bishops 
shall review these decisions, record its conclusions in a per- 
manent form, and publish semiannually in the Christian 
Advocate, and in such other form as the College shall agree 


to adopt, its conclusions in each case, together with the syl-

ADDRESS OF REV. W. R. YOUNG, D.D., OF THE METHODIST 
; CHURCH OF CANADA. 


Mr. Bishop, Honored Fathers and Brethren: I could ate wished that 


the privilege of speaking to you at this time, and the honor of convey- 


ing to this Conference the greetings of the Methodism of Canada and 
Newfoundland, had fallen to one better qualified than I am for such 
a service. If, however, a keen sense of the privilege I enjoy and of 
the honor conferred upon me by the Conference I represent, and a full 
appreciation of the hearty welcome you have given me—if, sir, these 
be qualifications for a fraternal delegate, then I may claim to have 
some fitness for my task. I recognize that I.am following in the foot- 
steps of some of the strong men of our Church, who on former occa- 
sions have brought to you messages of love and good will from the 
Methodism of the North, You in turn have honored us in Canada by 
sending to our Church councils some of your gifted sons whose words 
have inspired us; and I may say, no one was more heartily welcomed 
than your last representative, the scholarly, genial, and eloquent McCoy. 
We loved him so much we would have annexed him had he been will- 


ing. To follow in the wake of such men is no easy task, yet I may 


crave your indulgence while I attempt to bear to you the greetings 
of 2,500 ministers, 335,000 members, 359,000 Sunday-school workers, 
and 86,000 Epworth Leaguers, all representing a population of nearly 


@:million-and a quarter, or seventeen per cent. of the population of- 


our. Dominion, We may be in the far North and you in the sunny 
South; there may be a difference in soil and climate in the land we 
call the: “home land,” but ‘we are one. We speak the same language; 
we read the ‘same Bible; we accept the same creed; we sing the same 
hymns; ‘we worship the same God; and in the inner life we rejoice in 
the same experience. “The Spirit answers to the blood, and tells us 
we are born of God.” a 

-Amongst the questions which scientists and philosophers are trying 
to answer may be placed these three: What or who am I? Whence 
eame I? ‘Whither am. I going? In another than scientific sense were 
I to be asked these questions to-night, I would say that the answer to 
the first will be found in the credentials I have presented and which 


have been read in your hearing. . To the third question, “Whither am 


I going?” I might say that in -the life of a Methodist minister that is 


usually answered by a bishop or a stationing committee. As in my — 


Conference we have no bishop, and as the stationing committee for this 
year has not yet convened, that question cannot be answered at pres-

In the prelude to one of Joseph Cook’s lectures we find the words: 
“Although Canada occupies so large a place: in the minds of Britons 


that the Marquis of Lorne publicly affirmed that Montreal is the best 


known city. on the continent, I undertake to affirm that Americans in 
general have not heard of anything happening in Canada since 1867 
when the union of the provinces was formed. We are as oblivious of 


what occurs on the other side of the St. Lawrence as Englishmen in 


general are as to what happens on this side of the Atlantic.” [I am 
somewhat inclined to think that Mr. Cook did not correctly represent 
American ideas at the time he wrote, and I am confident his words do 
not represent American thought to-day, Nevertheless, it may not be 
out of place for me to speak for a moment of my native land. It is 
a country of vast area, It extends from the great river to the ends 
of the earth, and spreads itself out from the rising of the sun to the 
going down thereof, 

Imagine, if you can, a territory to the north of you as large as the 
Continent of Europe from the City of the Seven Hills to the North Pole, 
and from the Ural Mountains to the Emerald Isle, and you have a terri- 


tory a trifle less than the Dominion of Canada. An expert on these 


matters has given to our people a book of facts in which he tells us 
that out of that territory we cover eighteen republics of France, twenty 
kingdoms of -Spain, eighteen German empires, thirty United Kingdoms 
of Great Britain and Ireland; and I may add, were it possible to lift 
this great nation of yours with its Alaska attachment and place it on 
the Dominion of Canada, there would be a space left uncovered of 112,- 
000 square miles, 

Speaking a little more in detail, let me say that wisieiiteds: on the 
sunrise side of this vast territory and included in it, Methodistically 
but not politically, is Newfoundland, one of the oldest British colonies, 
an island that stands like a watchful sentinel in the Gulf of St. Law- 
rence. Between that colony and the Dominion there has been a series 
of political courtships extending over several years, but the time has 
not yet been fixed for the marriage. Methodistically, the nuptials took 
place in 1874, and the union has been an exceedingly happy one. The 


Old Gldry to the North Pole; Roosevelt may give his name to the ship 
blessing to the crew, but Peary must go to Newfoundland for 
a Bartlett to command that crew and pilot that ship through the icy 


channels of the North, 


Oa Gi to the Nort are a worthy race, You may send Peary to nail 


Traveling westward from N pwrfoundiliat: we come to the Maritime 


Provinces,—Prince Edward Island, a gem of the sea, rich and fertile; 
New Brunswick, with its stately forests and rich resources and splendid 
possibilities; Nova Scotia, the land of Evangeline and Gabriel,—prov- 


inces whose specialty seems to be the production of college presidents 


and university principals. Still to the west, we come to Quebec, the 


land of the habitant and the poet; its chief cities—Quebec, the Gibral- 
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tar of America, and Montreal, the commercial metropolis of the Domin- 
ion. Every page of the history of this province is instinct with inter- 
est and jeweled with such names as Jacques Cartier, Champlain, Maison- 
neuve, Wolfe, Montcalm, and many a hero of the earlier days. Onward 
we journey along the mighty St. Lawrence to Ontario, claiming to be’ 
the banner province, rich in agricultural resources and mineral] wealth; 
a province peopled by men and women of educational attainment and 
social refinement, and where every third persén one meets is a Metho- 
dist. Still westward, we pass over those splendid. water stretches known 
as Georgian Bay, dotted with their thirty thousand islands where, sixty 
years since, your Longfellow traveled in the birch-bark canoe and gath- 
ered the material out of which he wove the charming story of “Hia- 
~watha,” until we come to Manitoba, a province that has been described 
as a “postage stamp on the map,” but a province which though limited 
in territory is rich in agricultural resources, and boasts of a Winnipeg, 


a city standing at the very center of our Dominion, and a city which | 


for rapidity of growth, financially, numerically, socially, and education- 
ally, has few equals on the continent and no superior, Forty years since 
this city was a Hudson Bay trading post. Now it stands fourth in Can- 
ada’s industrial.centers, with a population of 130,000. 

Westward still is Saskatchewan with its great wheat fields, a prov- 
ince as large as the republic of France. About three per cent. of its 
grain-raising land was tilled in 1908, producing a harvest of one hun- 
dred and five millions of bushels, West of Saskatchewan is Alberta, 
the home of the rancher, The prairie over which once roamed the buffalo 
is now covered with flocks of sheep and herds of horses and droves of 
cattle. Here also we find vast areas of wheat-raising lands, only a 
small percentage of which has as yet been touched. North of these 
provinces is a great territory as yet unoccupied, but destined to be the 
home of millions. Leaving Alberta, we climb the eastern slopes of the 
Rocky Mountains, and through mountain passes and amid scenery that 
rivals that of Alpine heights we enter the province of British Colum- 
bia, the largest of our provinces—its minerals richer than Cathay of 
old, its timbers larger than the cedars of Lebanon, its fisheries almost 
beyond value, its fruits and flowers of the choicest, and its people of 
the best. Here, where the “Pacific tells to the shingled beach its sum- 
mer dreams, in sea-blown murmurs soft and low,” we find the western : 
limit of our Dominion. | 

The resources of the country are exhaustless, Nearly all the valua- 
ble minerals are found in abundance, It is said that the coal fields of 
the Crow’s Nest in the Rocky Mountains can produce four millions of 
tons per annum for the next five thousand years, while the mines of 
Nova Scotia. are well-nigh exhaustless, Fifty-seven per cent. of the 
world’s output of nickel comes from Sudbury. Eighty-five per cent. of 
_. the ecorrundum used in the world comes from Canada. Seventy-five per 

cent. of the wheat belt of this whole continent is under the flag of the 
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Maple Leaf. J. J. Hill, the great railway magnate, said: “There is land 
enough in Canada, if tilled, to feed every mouth’ in Europe.” Our 
forests cover two and one-half million square miles. Our fisheries are 
the most extensive in the world. Steamers plying on the North Sas- 
katchewan River, a stream only sixteen hundred miles in length, are 
able at certain places to fill their bunkers with coal mined on the banks 
almost at the surface, A bank of coal twenty miles long on Slave River 
has been burning for over a century. Oil and natural gas prospects 
in the far North are almost the greatest known, while in the same 
region salt deposits are so vast as to provide all the grains necessary | 
to reduce to a believable size the stories of the most enthusiastic “Nor’- 
wester.” | 
Nor do we think of our country as being great in territory and mate- 
rial resources only, Already we have given to the world men whose 
names stand high on the beadroll of professional, political, and literary 
circles: an Osler amongst the doctors; a Ryerson amongst the educa- 
tionalists; a Thompson amongst the jurists; a McDonald, a Laurier, a 
Fielding, amongst the statesmen; a Parker amongst the novelists; a 
Bliss Carman and a Drummond amongst the poets; a Parkman amongst 
the historians. The latter was, I believe, born in Boston; but as one 


has said, “Boston is not a place, but an idea,” and Parkman has so 


closely identified himself with Canada in his writings we give him a 


place as one of ourselves, These are some of the products of Canadian 


soil. But, sir, there is ohe class of men of whom we are justly proud. 
They are the men who: laid the foundations of our country. We might 
speak of them as our “men of the Mayflower.” They came to us from 
Great Britain and Ireland; they came to us from France; they came 
to us from the Great Republic. They brought with them a strong, 
sturdy manhood; and what was better, they brought with them in many 
instances a rugged, vigorous type of Christianity. We might speak 
of them as one spoke of Abel: “By their works of faith and sacrifice 
they speak, though they have passed away.” Their memory is kept 
green. The influence of their lives is still felt, and will be the leaven 


.Which will permeate the moral character of our growing nation, 


Such, sir, is in brief an outline of the heritage which God has given 
to us who live north of the mighty St. Lawrence, the- Great Lakes, and 


the imaginary line which separates us geographically from you. 
In this land to-day we are engaged in the pleasing-and at times per- 


plexing task of-nation-building. You ,have had, and are still. having, 


experiences of that nature. We are endeavoring out of the resourcés 
of our country and upon foundations laid to construct a nation that shall 
-be a. power for righteousness and good living. “Canada for the Cana- 
dians,” is a favorite motto with our politicians. That to the true. 
‘patriot means not simply the preservation of this vast territory to.the 
“Wnion Jack and the Maple Leaf: not merely the supremacy of the white 


race “over the Mongolian;- not: merély ‘the protection “of. owr--industriés 
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from destructive competition, and the preservation of our resources 


from graft and plunder. “Canada for the Canadians” means Canada 


& land of Sabbaths and sanctuaries, a land of schools and colleges, a 
land of pure and sanctified homes, a land where citizens are men of 
character, a land wherein is found that righteousness which exalteth 
a nation and from which is removed that iniquity that is a reproach 
to any people, In this work of true nation-building we are confronted, 
amongst others, with two problems. We have present with us a spirit 
of materialism; not that coarse philosophy which would banish God 
and immortality from- human thought, but a materialism that leads 
men to forget God and religion in the pursuit of wealth. I have spoken 


of the rich resources of our country, It is needless to say these are 


very attractive to our people. They open up great possibilities of indi- 
vidual wealth,—the temptation to get rich is very strong. Let one look 
upon the wheat fields, or examine the treasure of the mine, or explore 
the riches of the forest, and he will often find himself seized with a 
strong desire to possess some of this wealth, a desire so strong as to 
sweep away all thought of the Bible and God and a hereafter. Man is 
transformed into a money-making machine. This is a type of material- 
ism to be dreaded. We have some of it in Canada, I fear. It may 
produce a wealthy nation, a nation where millionaires rise above their 


fellows.of the common herd like mountain peaks above the plain, but 


it does not produce a high standard of religious life. The words of 


Kipling, when speaking of England’s greatness and England’s danger, — 


might fittingly be applied to Canada: 


“God of our fathers known of old, 
Lord of our far-flung battle line, 
Beneath whose awful hand we hold 
Dominion over palm and pine, 
és Lord God of hosts, be with us yet, 
Lest we forget, lest we forget.” 


Then we have the problem of.immigration, a perplexing problem at 
any time. Our population to-day is about seven millions, One-sixth 
of that population has come to us from other lands during the last 
ten years, and the immigration for the present year promises to eclipse 
all previous records. Nearly one-third of those who come to us are 


non-English-speaking people. There are to-day about seventy languages 


spoken by our foreign immigrants. They come chiefly from the larger 
cities of Europe, many of them bringing with them very low ideals. 
They have lived under social, moral, and religious influences widely 
differing from ours. Many of them are breathing for the first time the 
air of freedom. They form a part of the raw material out of which 
we are to make Canadians, if we accept our responsibility and do our 
duty. You on this side have had the same problem, but I may say on 
a smaller scale. When your population bas twenty millions your im- 
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- migration was only what ours is to-day with a population of seven mil- 


lions. In view of these facts, the question that comes to some of us 
to-day is this: If our country is to develop during the present century 
as yours has during the past (we began the twentieth century with the 
same population as that with which you began the nineteenth, and a 
leading authority predicts a population of eighty millions in Canada 
at the close of this century), to whom will our country belong when 


the century closes? I do not mean politically, for I believe I could 


answer that question. We have a few people over our way who think 
we ought to annex the United States, but we do not consider them 
dangerous yet. Possibly there may be some on this side of the line 
who think they ought to annex Canada. I may also say we do not 
yet think of them as dangerous. We are content with our present polit- 
ical relations. The note of loyalty to our late King Edward and to 
his son, now George V., is very strong, and love for that empire on 
which “the sun never sets” is very deep amongst our people. But our 
love for King George does not prevent our profoundest respect for your 
We take 
second place with no American in our admiration of Abraham Lincoln, 
the great Emancipator; James A. Garfield and John Hay, your great 
statesmen; McKinley, under whose guidance your noble flag, a flag of 
freedom, -was carried to Cuba and the Philippines in the interests of 
law, light, and liberty; and may I say that much as we respected Roose- 


_velt and Fairbanks when in office, their recent manly acts since leav- 


ing office have stirred our hearts still more deeply? But this feeling 
of admiration and respect does not mean that we intend absorbing 
you or letting you absorb us. My question—To whom will Canada be- 
long?—refers to an entirely different aspect of things. What will be 
the character of our people at the end of this century? My answer to 
that question is this: If we as Canadians will put into our national 
life the right ideals and the true standards, and insist on these ideals 
and standards being maintained, then Canada at the close of this cen- 
tury will belong to Canadians—Canadians who are worthy sons of wor- 
thy sires. Failing to do this, then Canada will belong to the descendants 
of these people who are flocking to our shores in such numbers from 
the congested centers of the old world, and whose ideals of life are in 


many cases very low. My ideal Canadian is not English, Irish, Scotch, 


French, Italian, but a man in whose life and character the excellences 
of these nationalities are combined and from whom all vices peculiar 


_to these people have been removed, The hour is big with destiny for 


Canada, As one has said: “Our ideals, our homes,.our schools, the 
laws we are making, the manners and customs we are developing, and 
the churches we are founding, are the molds into which the millions 
of souls that shall make-up our future population are to be poured. 
Such thoughts stir the soul like winds from the white throne where 


the Eternal dwells, and compel us in our thinking to fall upon our 
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knees. The man who is recreant to his country to-day is a traitor and» 


an enemy to the millions who are to take our place to-morrow.” : 
In this great Work of nation-building and seeking to solve the prob- 
Jems which lie in the pathway that leads to true national greatness, 
the Christian Church is taking its place and laboring diligently. It 
is, I think, almost universally accepted with us that religion and 
national prosperity are inseparable. It has ever been so. From the 
earliest days of our existence, the Church has been a factor in our 
national life; and that particular section of the Church which I have 
the honor to represent to-night has ever accepted its full share of re- 
sponsibility. If one studies the early history of the Dominion, one 
will find the Methodist Church had its agents at work. In 1765, twenty- 
six years before John Wesley’s death, Laurence Coughlin planted Meth- 
odism in Newfoundland. In 1779 William Black unfurled the flag in 
Nova Scotia, and twelve years later we find a district which included 
all parts of the Maritime Provinces manned by preachers sent from 
the United States. Mr. Tuffey, a soldier and a local preacher, first 
planted Methodism in Lower Canada, while Philip Embury, Barbara 
Heck, Major Neal, Darius Dunham, and others, are names closely iden- 
tified with Methodism in Upper Canada in the last two decades of the 
eighteenth century. Rev. George Young laid the foundation of our 
Church in Manitoba in 1868, when the country was opening to the 
settler. James Evans followed the Indians away in the far North and 
taught them of Jesus. George McDougal was the “hero of the plains,” 
and saw those vast areas long before the plow of the settler stirred 
the virgin soil. White, Robson, Browning, and Ephraim Evans led the 
way over the mountains and planted the standard on the Pacific coast, 
With. every phase of our nation’s development Methodism has been 
. Closely identified. Her preachers have stood in the van of advancing 
civilization; and when no regular minister could be found, devoted 
local preachers undertook the task,—and I may say just here, Metho- 
dism owes much to the services of these servants of God. It might 
be well to look back at these agencies to-day. 

Speaking of recent events in the Methodism of the North and of the 
position occupied to-day, I would refer to the movement in the direction 
of organic Church union which is engaging considerable attention. 
While resolutions expressing love and good will to other Churches were 
frequently adopted by our Church councils, the General Conference 
which met in Winnipeg in 1902 took a decided step forward by placing 
on its journals a resolution stating its belief that “the time was oppor- 
tune for a definite, practical movement concentrating attention on, and 
aiming at the organic unity of, these Churches already led by Providence 
into such close fraternal relations.” ‘That Conference also appointed 
a committee of fourteen to confer with any similar committees which 
might be appointed by other Churches to consider this important ques- 
tion. The Presbyterian and Congregational Churches took similar ac- 
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tion, and: the first meeting of these committees- was held in. Toronta tn 
April, 1904. So important were the issues involved, it wasy deemed 
advisable greatly to enlarge these committees, with the result that at 
the next meeting, held in December of the same year; one hundred lIay- 
men and ministers assembled in Knox Presbyterian Church in Toronto, 
The business of this joint committee was to see if there were any in- 
superable difficulties in the way of the organic union of these Churches. 


_ Two ‘sessions were held, the first in December, 1904, and the second 


in December, 1905. The whole situation was thoroughly canvassed, and 
the Methodist section of the committee reported to the General Con- 
ference of 1906 that organic union was desirable and practicable. That 
Conference adopted the report, and instructed the committee to con- 
tinue its work if possible, and prepare a “basis of union” for submis- 
sion to the Church. Three sessions of that joint committee have been 


held during the past quadrennium, and the result of their labors is 


embodied in this unique pamphlet which I take the liberty of laying 
upon your table. Itis a somewhat interesting document, as I believe 
it is the first and only basis that has ever been proposed for a union 
of these three great historic Churches. During the progress of the 
negotiations, overtures were made to the Baptist and Episcopalian 
Churches to join in the movement. These were most cordially received. 
The Baptists replied expressing their pleasure at the movement toward 
Church union, but courteously declined to entertain any proposals look- 
ing to their uniting, in view of their aitachment to certain features of 
religious teaching. The Episcopalians also courteously replied, assur- 
ing the committee of their hearty sympathy with any steps in the 
direction of Church union, but stating practically that the Lambeth 
quadrilateral—viz., two Testaments, two Sacraments, two Creeds, and 
the historic Episcopate—must be the sine qua non of any proposed union. 
Acceptance of the latter section of this quadrilateral could not be for 
& moment entertained by the other bodies, and further negotiations 
were useless, The basis of union as prepared will come before our Gen- 


eral Conference next August, and -will from that body, I presume, be 


submitted to the lower courts for consideration, It is a document wor- 
thy of careful study. In its doctrinal section there are nineteen arti- 
cles, carefully and, some think, mysteriously worded. Arminianism and 
Calvinism are either blended or obliterated. I confess it is a difficult 


- task to make them coalesce in a creed. In Church polity there is a 


seeming blending of Presbyterian and Congregational forms of govern- 
ment, a mixture of an itinerancy and settled pastorate, an attempt to 
establish a fixed creed and at the same time allow a minister full] lib- 
erty in his belief, These were some of the perplexing questions con- 
fronting the joint committee, and how well they succeeded in solving 
them is found in this pamphlet. To what extent this basis will receive 
the support of the congregations of the three Churches remains to. be 
seen. It will doubtless have its enthusiastic supporters and its strong 
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| opponents. Some have already expressed themselves to the effect that 
some of the vital doctrines of Methodism have been sacrificed, while 
others contend that nothing vital has been surrendered, Were I to ex- 
press my own views, I would be disposed to say that the old melody 
sung by the Jubilee Singers of Nashville under the guidance of Mr. 


Loudon expresses my feelings: 


“ma Methodist born and a Methodist bred, 
And when I’m gone there will be a Methodist dead.” 


To surrender our connection with Methodist doctrine, polity, customs, 
association, and traditions is asking a good deal. Methodism has a 
mission, a message to the world, and it is a question whether or not 
that special mission has been completed. But while thus expressing my- 
self, I am open to conviction, If in the great work of nation-building 


better results can be secured by organic union than without it, if the 


moral and religious character of Canadian life can be more securely 


safeguarded and the welfare of our people better conserved by an or-— 


ganic union than by denominational] codperation, and if the involution 
be greater than the evolution, then even the strongest opponent of or- 
ganic union will be ready to make the sacrifice and join heartily in 
expanding the moral and spiritual welfare of the nation. It is a ques- 


tion that must be settled from the viewpoint of Christian statesmanship, © 


and not from that of selfish interests, sectional feeling, or ecclesiastical 
prejudices. | 

The past quadrennium has witnessed a remarkable revival in the mis- 
sionary work of our Church, That wonderful wave of missionary enthu- 
siasm which has swept over the entire Christian Church has been pow- 
erfully felt in Canada, It has stirred the preacher in the pulpit, and 
given him a broader vision; it has touched the man in the pew, and 
awakened him to his responsibility; it has reached the business man 
in his office, and he now talks not of missionary subscriptions, but mis- 
sionary investments, One of the most remarkable gatherings in the his- 
tory of our country was that missionary congress which assembled in 
Massey Hall, Toronto, in April, 1909,, when some four thousand men 
representing all Churches and coming from all parts of the Dominion 
(and at their own expense), spent nearly a week discussing, not polit- 
ical nor financial questions, but considering how best to accomplish the 
sublime task proposed by J. R. Mott, viz.: “The evangelization of the 
world in the present generation.” That is possibly the most daring 
proposition ever made, At first it appeared to be a dream, a wild vision; 
but as men have studied it and prayed over it, it has become not a 
vision merely, not a possibility simply, but a responsibility placed upon 
the Church and a duty enjoined upon every member. 

Four years since, the General Conference decided to divide our mis- 


sion work into two departments, Home and Foreign, each under the 
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direction of a Secretary and all controlled by a General Board. Our 
home work includes the frontier fields and the sparsely settled portions 
of our country, French evangelism, city missions, and the work amongst 
the European foreigners; that of the foreign department in Canada, 
the Indian missions, Asiatics in Canada, and our work in Japan and 
China, In al] these fields the note of success is heard, Our home mis- 
sions rapidly become self-supporting circuits. Our foreign work is 
most hopeful, We regard our mission in China as a wonderful success, 
The proposal to divide the non-Christian nations among the several 
Churches, assigning to each a proportionate number, gave fourteen mil- 
lions as the share for Canadian Methodism to evangelize, That share 
has been accepted, and we are planning to do this work. The income 
last year, including the réceipts from the Woman’s Missionary Society, 
was $646,000, or nearly $2 per member, Our aim is to make it $5 per 
member, and to place such a force in the foreign field that the fourteen 
millions of heathen assigned us shall hear the evangelistic message dur- 
ing the present generation. I cannot speak too highly of the work 
accomplished along missionary lines by our Epworth Leagues. They 
are largely furnishing us with the missionaries and the money that we 
are using in the foreign field. -In the home and foreign work we have 
a paid agency of six hundred and ninety-one, Our Woman’s Missionary 
Society, organized in 1881, is setting an example worthy of imitation. 


They collect the money before they spend it, and have to-day a paid 
agency of one hundred and thirty-two workers, and for the support 
of these last year raised $108,000. The presence of this enthusiastic 


missionary spirit is to us a source of great joy. The interest taken in 
this work by our laymen has given a mighty impetus to religious life 
and experience: We look into the future and there arises before us a 
vision, the redeemed marshaled on the pavement of the skies robed 
for the coronation. We see the hosts of Carey with the hosts of India, 
Hunt and Williams with the dusky dwellers of the South Sea, Living- 
stone with the sable races of Africa, Morrison with the vanguard from 
China, Evans and McDougal with the red men of the West—fruit gath- 
ered into life eternal. And, sir, as there rises before us this picture 
of victory, there comes to us the desire—nay, the honest determination— 
to do our duty in our generation; and in the name of God and by the 
help of the Holy Spirit, Canadian Methodism is doing and will do her 
share to save the nations, and we shall be found at last amongst those 
who-rhaving “turned many to righteousness shall shine as the bright- 
ness of the firmament” and as “the stars forever and ever.’ 
Methodism born in a university must ever be true to her traditions 
and give a first place to education. If knowledge is power, then knowl- 
edge in the life of a bgd man is a menace. It was your honored Bishop 
Pierce who said: “A man may be a scholar and a drunkard, a poet 
and yet a ruffian in society, a naturalist brooding over minerals and 
plants and be without household feeling, an astronomer without de- 
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votion or knowledge of God, a mathematician without having numbered 
his days or applied his heart unto wisdom. society may be aroused 
from the night and sleep of ages, and all the restiess faculties of the 
human mind released from their confinement may stand erect and com- 
mune with nature’s visible things and roam in freedom earth, air, and 
sky, accumulate, diffuse, invent, discover, apply, and yet mind earthly 
things and glory in their shame.” Education to be effective must be 
permeated with Christian influences, Philosophy without religion, rea- 
son without conscience, and education without God’s Bible at the bot- 
tom of it, do not make for the highest national life. Methodism in Can- 
ada early recognized this, and her pioneer preachers were not only mis- 


sionaries, but they strove to lay the foundation of educational institu-’ 


tions that would be permeated by religious influences. In 1830, when 
our Conference was only six years old, when our ministers numbered 
_ but forty-five, and our membership was about eleven thousand, a con- 
stitution was adopted for an institution to be known as “Upper Canada 
Academy.” This was to be “a seminary where youth may be trained 
up in the knowledge and obedience of God, and at the same time be 
faithfuly instructed in the various branches of human.-learning which 
the present state of society renders necessary in order to respectability 
and usefulness.” As an evidence of the intensity of the devotion of 
the early preachers to this cause, we find the Conference of 1832 pass- 
ing a resolution requesting its members to appropriate for four years 
such fees as they may receive for the solemnization of matrimony to 
the erection and use of the Upper Canada Academy, This, sir, was the 
starting point of what in 1841 became Victoria University, the first and 
one of the most successful institutions for higher education in our 

minion. To-day we boast of eleven colleges, manned by 161 professors 
and teachers and attended by 3,909 students. The buildings and equip- 
ment are valued at $1,623,427, with an endowment of over a million dol- 
lars, In addition to these, we have fifty-two educational institutions 
sustained by the General Missionary Society, and twenty by the Woman’s 
Missionary Society, all of which are doing most effective work. We are 


endeavoring to prove ourselves worthy sons of worthy sires. Metho-. 


dism aims not merely to awaken a man to a sense of his need of salva- 
tion, but it believes in the development of a type of character in which 
the mind loves God and the intellect is centered upon the great prin- 
ciples of truth. We believe in an educated ministry. Our probationers 
must matriculate or present an equivalent before being received, and 
during this probation must spend at least three years at one of our 
theological colleges. We thus strive to man our pulpits with men who, 
in addition to an experimental knowledge of salvation, are able to give 
a reason for the hope that is within them—workmen that need not be 
ashamed. We mourn to-day the loss of one who for many years was 
the recognized head of our educational work, one widely known outside 
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of Canada. I refer to the late Rey. Dr. Potts, months since 


was called to his reward. + 
Closely allied to our educational work is that of our book and aah 


lishing interests, Of this department we are justly proud.. Our. Book 
Room stands to-day as one of the leading bookstores of-the Dominion. 


Our printing house is of the finest. From its presses there are given 


out regularly ten Sunday-school periodicals and the Epworth Era, all 
of which are eagerly looked for, while the interest taken by our people 
in the weekly issues of the Christian Guardian and Wesleyan continues’ 
unabated. The profits of our publishing houses are a source of reve- 
nue for our Superannuation Fund, and during the — Soe 


some $55,000 have been paid to that fund. 


The General Conference eight. years since, after considerable discus- 
sion, organized a new department known as that of Temperance and 
Moral Reform, and placed in charge one of the leading ministers of our 
Church, Rev. Dr. Chown. The results already achieved have justified 
the course adopted. In the expansion and growth of a new country 
there are many questions that demand careful consideration and judi- 
cious action. We are to-day, and have been for a long term, engaged 


in a strenuous conflict with the liquor traffic. We regard it as the foe 


of the home, the school, the Church, and the State, It is said that not 
less than five thousand deaths occur annually in our Dominion tracea- 
ble directly to intoxicating drink. One can hardly estimate the extent 
of this curse. The traffic has entwined itself about our political life 
and intrenched itself behind our social life. To dislodge it is no easy 
task; but believing it to be a national] evil, the Churches of Canada 
haye undertaken to destroy it; and while the battle has been severe, 


we believe victory is in sight. The province of Ontario has a ‘local 


option law in force in many parts. Nova Scotia; with the exception of 
Halifax, is under prohibition, New Brunswick and Prince Edward 
Island the same. In the western provinces the banner is being carried 
forward, while in the province of Quebec, with a population. of two 
millions, eighty per cent. of which is French-Canadian Roman Catholic, 


there has been a great awakening in favor of temperance, The bishops 
and priests of the Roman Catholic Church are in many cases enthusias- 


tic workers in favor of total abstinence. I think it was Lincoln who 

said when he saw the evils of slavery, “If God ever gives me a chance 
to hit that thing, I will hit,it hard.” God is giving the Churches in 
Canada the opportunity of hitting this accursed traffic, and they are 
hitting it hard. The Methodist Church, always in the front rank, in 
this work is striking some of the heaviest blows, Closely allied with 
the evils of the liquor traffic are other forms of vice—gambling is found 
in connection with the horse race, In fact, the horse race might be 


| styled “a university of gambling.” The social] evil, with all its hor- 


rors, culminates in the white slave trade. These are some of the fields, 


some thirty-six in all, under the purview of the department of Temper- 
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ance and Moral Reform, I may say that the influence of this depart- 
ment is being wey felt, and ‘other Churches are adopting similar meth- 
ods of work. 

Just here I may mention one danger that threatens our moral and 
religious life in Canada, Possibly you are familiar with the same sworn 
foe of righteousness, I refer to the tendency to remove the safeguards 
of the Sabbath day. The pressure of a large population, love of pleas- 
ure, greed for wealth, and other causes, might be cited. We regard the 
Sabbath as one of those great institutions which make not only for 
righteousness in the individual and happiness in the home, but which 
are inseparably bound up with the prosperity of the nation. While our 
‘Church has no special department, dealing with this work, dur Annual 
and General Conferences have their committees on Sabbath observance, 
and we have combined with other Churches in what is known as the 
Lord’s Day Alliance. The object of this Alliance is to secure to every 
man the right to one day in seven as a day of rest, a day in which 
he may have the opportunities of worship if he so desires, and at the 
same time to guard against the invasion of the Sabbath by organized 
business or sport. As a result of persistent effort, there has been placed 
on the statute books of our Dominion the Lord’s Day Act, a measure 
that is possibly one of the most advanced enactments respecting Sab- 
bath observance in any country. There are, of course, difficulties yet 
to be overcome before the Sabbath will be kept as a day of rest in all 
parts of our Dominion, but we rejoice in the forward movement already 
taken. By appointment of the Alliance one of our honored ministers, 
Rev. Dr. Moore, is acting as Secretary of this work. Did time permit 


I might tell you of the earnest work in connection with our Sunday- 


school and Epworth League department, Mission Study Classes, Read-- 


~ing Circles, and all such agencies, are keeping our young people in 
their religious experiences fully abreast of the intellectual development 
of the age. The outlook is extremely hopeful. It may be asked, ““What 
is the spiritual life of your Church? You have a well-nigh perfect or- 
ganization, what about spiritual results?” That is of course the vital 
point. And here, let me say we have nothing of which to be ashamed, 
but much for which to be thankful. For the quadrennium ending May, 
1906, we had an increase in our membership of 25,000, and for the first 
three-years of the present quadrennium our returns show an addition 
of -17,000.. When the returns of the present year, which promise to be 


large; are added, we will doubtless have an increase equal to that of — 


four years since, which was double that of the preceding term. For 
the first three years of this term our Sunday-school forces show an 
increase of 35,000, the largest in our history, which is due in part to 
the Adult Bible Class movement, one of the most hopeful features of 
- modern Sunday-school work. Our Epworth Leagues show an increase 
of about: 45, 000 -members. These are results that can be tabulated, but 
there. are. those which Xefuse to ‘submit. to. mathematical’ calculation.

in red stand side by side in the army; blend the political sagacity of 
Washington, Ottawa, and Westminster; combine the sentiment of truth 
and righteousness of the common people of both lands; and let Old 
Glory and the Union Jack wave side by side, and tell me if the centu- 
ries ever witnessed such a force. I know not what may be the future 
of these two great nations, but this I do know, that the principles for 


which these nations stand shall abide forever!—the principles of liber- 


ty, equality, fraternity, righteousness, the Bible, and God. 

I know not what may be the future of Methodism in Canada, nor 
in the world. It may be a union with other Churches. It may be a 
change of name. It may be a bishop shall be called a general super- 
intendent in your country and vice versa in ours; or it may be.that 
both shall be merged into a moderator, or called simply a chairman. 
But one thing I do know, that the principles for which Methodism has 
ever stood shall remain unchanged. Repentance, pardon through the 
blood of Jesus Christ, sanctification through the Spirit, and the assur- 
ance of Sonship, are truths that have influenced the world ever since 
Methodism was born, and the world will never give up these princi- 
ples. As Constantine saw in the heavens the fiery cross and read the 
inscription, “In hoc signo vinces” ; so to-day the Methodist Church sees 
a Saviour Jesus Christ, not a deified man, but the eternal Son of the 
Father, “in whom dwells all the fullness of the Godhead bodily,” and 
sees a Bible that is the inspired word of God, and a sacrifice on Calvary 
which took away the sin of the world; and by this sign we have con- 
quered in the past, by this sign we shall triumph through the centuries 
that are to come, 

An old teacher of mine, a minister whose name will ever be held 
sacred in the annals of Methodism, once described a picture which he 
saw as he stood on the suspension bridge at Niagara. The waters of 
the American Falls and those of the Canadian, plunging over the prec- 
ipice, mingle as they strike the rocks below, sending up a cloud of 
spray turreted and columned in wondrous form, Kissed by the sun- 
- beams, these forms blossom into the rainbow spanning the river, an 
arch of sevenfold beauty that seems like God’s bow holding together 
these two great nations. To-night standing here one can see the Meth- 
odism of the United States and of Canada, two mighty forces flowing 
side by side, mingling their earnestness and intellectual power and 
evangelistic fervor and missionary enthusiasm as they descend to the 


lowest depths of the world’s misery, and transforming the darkness and | 


superstition of the world’s sin into the brightness and sweetness of a 


Christian civilization over which shines the rainbow arch of God’s smile |

I should 
be very much blamed if I dimmed by any words of mine the intensity 
of the expression contained in the. letter that has been read, but there 
is no danger of that. I have been with you: I am getting to know you. 
I think that I could tell our President and Secretary that I know 
you a great deal better than they know you. And knowing you so well, 
you may be quite sure that my heart is yours. Other ministers have 
preceded me in this delegation; and I am sure that they would wish 
me to remember-them to you. Dr. Waller is still with us. The hand 
of time is pressing slightly upon him, but he is still young in heart, 
and overflows with good works. Dr. Davison still occupies the chair 
of theology at the Richmond College. He is a master in his science, 
the queen of all sciences; and he .remembers well the day when he 
came to your General Conference. Mr. Wiseman, in labors more abun- 
dant yonder in the midst of the Birmingham mission work, is a great 
power in that great city; a man who is doing much to lift up the 
people who are at the very lowest stratum of society, and not only so, 
but doing a great deal by his evangelistic work to make known to all 
men the glory of the Saviour we adore. Mr, Young is worthy of his

What shall I say of your last representative? I see that you do not 
need any descriptive word: He is in every sense a great man, and 
he has given me a great welcome to America, and the last few days 


of my residence here have been like a procession of pleasure, because 


he has taken me under his care and relieved me of all anxiety. I can 


assure you that those who met him on the other side of the water saw 


in‘-his person at once that there was no resisting his smile. 

I feel that you are inclined to ask me whom I represent. I notice 
that my friend Mr, Dinsdale T. Young made a very special point of 
representing the irish Conference to you. Well, I represent the Irish- 
men. I do not see how a representative of the British Conference can 
fail to-do it, because in the Legal Hundred, that nucleus around which 
our Conference gathers, we always have ten Irishmen there; so that 
the Irishman is.ever with us, and we are very glad to have him. 


I represent the Irish Conference, but I also represent our foreign — 


missionaries, who would wish me to speak a word to you to-night. I 
hope that you understand something about our- foreign ‘missionary 
work. I have been asked since I came here whether we had any mis- 
sion work on the continent of Europe. I am very glad to illuminate 
the man who put the question, and he will see now what we have. So 


far as our German work is concerned, we handed that over to the Metho- 


dist Episcopal Church some years ago in the interest of unity, so that 
instead of having several Churches working upon one area we might 
have just one Methodist Church there. [| think you will admit that this 


is a wise policy. : | 

But we have work in Spain, we have work in Portugal, we have work 
in France, we have work in Italy. I think you will admit, therefore, 
that we have a little work on the continent of Europe. We have also 
work in Africa. Away up yonder in the Transvaal our men are working 
splendidly, In solitary journeying, and in much affliction, and*with 
intense vigor, they are preaching the gospel of Jesus Christ. And not 


only in the Transvaal, but up in Rhodesia they are represented, and | 


our mission stations begin to touch the great expanse of the Veldt. 

‘We have work in India, in the Island of Ceylon, and also on the 
great continent of.India itself, We have work in China, I am thank- 
ful to say.. Right.up yonder along the Yangtse River, three days’ sail 


from Shanghai, there is work in which I am very much interested — 


because my daughter is there, and you can imagine that I am a very 
strong supporter of missions in China. Not only is there a good school, 
in which my son-in-law presides as headmaster, but we have a Sobnitel 
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there that is a center of light to those people who come trooping in, 


seeking for health, 
We have our own mission in the West Indies, so that I come here 


to represent the foreign mission work of the British Church, I think 
I hear some one say, “Well, that is not a very extensive field’; but 
will you please remember that we represent as a Conference the Con- 
ferences that have been created by our agency. There is the Confer- 
ence in France that is distinct from the mission work that we are 
doing, and I shall never forget that Conference. I wil] tell you why. 


_ We are all ministers here, and so you will not object to a little expe- _. 
‘rience this evening. One reason why I love the French Conference > 


is that a minister of the French Conference, who was in the Channel 
Islands, had.a very serious talk with me one night, and after that 
very serious talk I went home and knelt down at the side of my bed, 
and I took that wonderful journey that so many of you have taken— 
would to God all would take it!—that wonderful journey through cloud 
and sunshine to the cross of the Lord Jesus Christ. Many, many years 


_ ago now, it was a happy day, the memory of which lingers in my mind 
and in my life, and I always think of that French Conference. | 


May I say that in the very brilliant speech delivered by Dr. Young 
on Monday night which thrilled and delighted all of us, I got the 
name of Lawrence Coffin; and I wonder how many of the people knew 
about him. I will tell you something about him. He was one of Wes- 
ley’s preachers, and the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel, 
being in need of a minister in Newfoundland, turned their eyes toward 
Mr. Wesley, and asked him if he could spare any man for mission 
work. He selected Lawrence Coffin, and he was ordained and sent as 
a clergyman of the Church of England to Newfoundland. [I have seen 


a letter from him in which he tells John Wesley very frankly that he 


has introduced Methodism into his Church. I wish that all clergymen 
would do that, The Newfoundland people did not care very much for 
him, and conspired against him. A plot was hatched to poison him, 
but he survived, and he has written his name in beautiful characters 
upon the hearts of the Church of Newfoundland. 

And I want to tell you something about him—an incident that hap- 
pened during his ministry there. There were two men engaged in 
fishing, and one went to the Island of Jersey. They sailed across to 
Newfoundland and made inquiries to discover Mr. Coffin, and his work, 
and they found a group of people gathered together, probably in a class | 
meeting or something of that kind, and their hearts were strangely 
warmed then and there. One of them was called Peter, the other 
Loseur, and these two Jersey men were converted to God and his min- 
istry. They went back to the Island of Jersey and introduced Metho- 
dism there. John Wesley sent a preacher to care for those gathered 
together in the Island of Jersey. Who were they? Two most remark- 
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able men, One was Robert Garbreach, who lived in the house that 
John Wesley described as a palace in the midst of a Paradise; and 
putting aside all his delights of country life, he went over to the isle 
of Jersey, and he was accompanied by a young man who afterwards be- 
came very famous, and whose name I always mention with reverence 
—a great scholar, a great teacher, at that time a great evangelist. And 
when I say that that was Adam Clarke, I think I have uttered a name 
that you have heard before. 

And Adam Clarke with the two evangelists went to evangelize the 


islands of Jersey and Guernsey and Alderney, They were joined by a. 


young Jersey man, and those three men planted the banners of Metho- 
dism in those islands, and from those islands went our first missiona- 
ries to France; so that you see the connection between Lawrence 
Coffin and our Conference in France. We have a Conference there. 
We have a Conference also in South Africa, I have spoken about Rho- 
desia and the-Transvaal, but right up from the Cape Colony Methodism 
is represented, 

We. have also a mission yonder belonging to ourselves—the South 
African Conference, which commenced operation but a few years ago, 
and has become a strong Conference. 

_ If you go still further eastward I do not forget that we have a work 
in Australia, and the beautiful islands of the Pacific. It is not likely 
that I should forget that, because my wife was born in the Friendly 
Islands, and is the daughter of one of our earliest missionaries there; 
and my heart of course goes out to those beautiful gems of the sea. 


The Australian Conference is there. 


Dr. Young has spoken about Canada. That is a child of the British 


Conference. But coming a little nearer home, I think that you have 
recognized the fact that in this Conference you bear a very close rela- 
.tion to the British Conference; so that I can stand here as a repre- 
sentative of the Conference that has laid its hand on two great worlds 
—the old world and the new. I am amazed when I think of the work 
of Methodism, by which, in so short a time,so magnificent a work has 
been done, And as my constituents rise up before me this evening, I 
feel that I am almost overwhelmed with the spectacle, 

Now, sir, I come here as the representative of the British Conference 
to try to remind you of the fact which I think ought to be recognized 
by us, and that is that America and Great Britain, in respect of Metho- 
- dism, are under mutual obligations to each other. I want to feel that 
we are knit together by the ties of mutual obligation. We are very 
much indebted to America for the beginnings of things, in the mission 
of John Wesley. I have been down to Georgia. I love Georgia. I 
have breathed the wonderful air of Georgia, and I have heard a great 


- deal about it, and I have felt as I never realized before, and that vividly, 


how much we are indebted to the mission of John Wesley to Georgia. 
John Wesley learned a great deal in Georgia, and I do not think that 
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his physical training should be undervalued. It is quite true that be- 
fore he went to Georgia he was an athletic man, but a preacher is | 


better for knowing a little of athletics. Wesley knew what it was to 


run quickly; he was a racket player, and a good swimmer, and a‘long- 
distance walker, before he went to Georgia. But when he came to, 
Georgia, he had to face other things. What a wonderful description 
he gives of Georgia! He tells you that it consists of pine barrens and 
oaklands and swamps and marshes. I do not think that is an exhaust- 
ive description of Georgia at the present day; but at any rate, sleep- 
ing out under the stars, traveling in boats swept by the great waves, 
he learned’ something that helped him afterwards in a great work in 
England, | 

Mr. Birrell, whom I hope you know something of on this side of the 
water—Mr. Birrell, who occupies the very pleasant position of Chief 
Secretary for Ireland, is a great admirer of John Wesley. He wrote 
the introduction to the abridged edition of Wesley’s Journal. Some 
time ago I had to assist in introducing a deputation to Mr. Birrell in 
one of the committee rooms of the House of Commons, and [ felt the 
best way to get near him and ingratiate myself with him was to make 
a kind of brief reference to John Wesley. It was quite effective; and 


looking down upon us, he smiled most graciously as he saw these 


successors of John Wesley before him, He talked of the wonderful 


physical power of John Wesley, and at the end of every epithet he said 


he thought John Wesley paid more tolls than any man of that age in 
England, riding up and down the country; so that one is utterly bewil- 
dered at the strength and fortitude of the man. And he learned REN 
of that in Georgia, 

And he learned something else in diesen He entered upon a most. 
interesting study of human nature there, He studied women—and he 
understood the shallower sex pretty well—and then he turned around 
and began to study man, the deeper sex: He did not get on very well 
with that study, and I believe that to the very end of his life he never 
understood a woman, But it was very good practice, Bishop, and I 
think we have the benefit of it in after years when he came to study 
human nature in England. | . 

I will tell you what he did else. He learned that it ” not enough 
for a preacher merely to preach to the people, He learned the great 
secrets of the fellowship of the Christian Church. And you remember 


that he has stated the rise of Methodism as having taken place in Savan- 


nah; and he means by that that he gathered the more seriously disposed 
of his congregation together and formed them into little companies, and 
met them with little meetings for fellowship; and he got his eyes 
opened there, and he learned that lesson better in Savannah than he 
did in Oxford; and I am happy to say, sir, that in England John Wes- 
ley’s idea persists to the present hour. We have class meetings in | 


England. Although now and again controversies are. reised in refer- | 
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ence to the class meeting, I will rush into the realm of prophecy, and 
I will dare to predict that we will continue to be a class-meeting people 
But there was more than that. Do you know that John Wesley in- 
troduced into that wonderful compendium of doctrine, to which we 
subscribe, several of the sermons preached in Georgia, and they are 
still ruling the mind of the Methodist preachers over there in England? 
I heard some rather remarkable words the other evening about the 
Methodist creed, and I pricked up my ears, because that is the subject 
upon. which I have had considerable déntroversy on the other side of 
_the water. We were told about the big creed we have—about the Twen- 
ty-five Articles, Now in England we have no Twenty-five Articles, and 
certainly we have not “Thirty-nine Articles.” That would be—what 
-was it? “Forty stripes save one.” We have simply the sermons of 


_ Wesley; we have the notes on the New Testament; and our standard - 


of orthodoxy is this, that we shall preach nothing contrary to what 
is contained in these standards. We may preach an individual gospel, 
but it must not.antagonize those standards. We have the broadest creed 
- in Christendom, And if you ask me why we have very few doctrinal 
controversies in England, I would say the reason is this: That we are 
not tied. to a hidebound creed, So far as the members of our society 

are concerned, we have no doctrinal tests at all. I am assured while 


here that you always recite the Apostles’ Creed; but we do not even . 
put that upon the private members in England. As soon as a man be- - 


gins to teach we must find out what he is teaching, and then comes in 
our test, and we keep him in pretty good order. Oh, those sermons! 
How our people would read them! I wish they would read them 
through. There are more sermons in John Wesley’s collection of ser- 
mons, fifty-three in number, on the Sermon on the Mount than upon 
any other subject whatever. There is a strong, high, ethical standard 
raised in the Sermon on the Mount. As for the other sermons, you 
will not find one on a speculative subject. Every one is upon an experi- 
mental doctrine, wisely tested first of all by the word of God, ‘and 
secondly by the experience of the people who surrounded him. And 
unless his idea of the word of God was countersigned by thé experience 
of religious people, he never thought of imposing that do¢trine upon 
any of his preachers. So I do not care about people who talk of our 
immense creed. Yet I ventured to say on Sunday evening last that I 
am almost afraid of the man that has a very big creed, because I am 
sure that he hag- added somewhat to the nucleus of truth that can be 
‘properly dispensed with. John Wesley wrote several of his sermons 
in Georgia. More than that, I made reference to one of your bishops 
‘whom I love profoundly, and one of the pleasantest parts of my asso- 


‘ciation with him has been to hear his voice in the morning. He has | 


lifted me up in holy song, and you Know how pleasant that is early 
dn the morning. And I like to sit down and read the Journals and find 
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that John Wesley in Georgia used to take time for singing. He used 
to sing by himself, and he put down the very hour in which he did it, 
and the length of time; and he used to sing with the Germans who 


were so dear to him. He sang in Georgia, and he gathered his first 


hymn book there. And he began his second one there, and those were 
the first hymn books ever introduced into the Church, so that we come 
back at last to the singing in Georgia, and that was at the birth of the 


singing of Methodism, Our people used to sing in those old days, They 


sing still, and one secret is this, that John Wesley gathered together 
that hymn book in Georgia. We are under great obligations to him. 

But we are under obligations to you, and may I delicately say that 
you are also under obligations to us. I have been closely associated 
with the city of Bristol—the capital city of the nonconformity of Wes- 
leyan Methodism. Charles Wesley lived for twenty-two years in Bris- 
tol, from which you will judge that there was flexibility in the time 
limit. He was there for twenty-two years, and one result was this, that 
he has impressed the Wesley spirit upon the Bristol people, That city 
contains monuments of the progress of Methodism, I have often passed 
the house in King’s Square, Bristol, where Thomas Coke was ordained 
for American Methodism. And as I have passed by, I felt, there is 
a spot from which a line went quivering out to the very ends of the 
earth. And there was a famous Conference held there. And it was 
necessary to send men to supplement the work which was being done 
in America, Volunteers were called for. A young Staffordshire man 
got up and volunteered, and he was designated for America, He was 
not very well clothed. The fact is that the clothes of the Methodist 
preachers in those days were often spoiled by the exigencies of preach- 
ing. My great-grandfather, who was one of Wesley’s preachers, used 
to come home sometimes, and my great-grandmother used to look out 
of the door and see a disreputable figure on the other side of the street, 
and after a while would see this dfsreputable figure making straight 
for her. She would be unable to recognize him because he was so be- 
smeared with mud and rotten eggs, This young man from Staffordshire 
moved the pity of the people, and they gave him a new suit of clothes 


and ten pounds, and he was glad to put that into his pocket; and with 


the new suit of clothes and ten pounds that the Bristol people gave 
him, he turned his face toward America. He sailed from England, and 
you received on your shores Francis Asbury. I am very glad that you. 
applaud that name. I want you to remember something, and that is, 
that the Bristol people-gave him ten pounds. And if yqu feel very much 
inclined to pay it back with interest, the Bristol people will be very 
much obliged to you. Yes, you are indebted to us. 

In my college at Didsbury we have a room very sacred to us—our 
prayer room, where we have morning and evening p?ayer and hold our 


class meeting. At the end of them I often look at the photograph of 


a strong man with a very kindly spirit. A smile pervades his face, He 
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looks like a man who is in communion with God; a peaceful, strong 
man, He is an old Didsbury student, and an Irishman; and he went 


from Ireland and joined the Methodist Episcopal Church. What did 


you do with him? You sent him to India as your. pioneer missionary. 
He founded the missions of the Methodist Episcopal Church in India. 
And then, having done that work, he went to Mexico as the first mis- 
sionary there, and founded the Methodist Episcopal missions in Mex- 


ico—on two great continents, a Didsbury man from my college. And~ 


his name is very fragrant with us—Dr. William Butler. I see that you 
do not know Dr. Butler; perhaps that is because he belonged to the 
North; but I think that you ought to know him, a man who did work 


that has profoundly influenced the great missionary spirit of the United | 


States. 

I do not like to delay upon your obligations to us; but I would like 
to return to our obligations to you. You cannot estimate the influence 
on England produced by some religious movements in this country. I 
remember the events of 1858. Do you think that those forces were con- 
fined to this country? They leaped across to Ireland and England. 
The influence of that revival told profoundly upon us. But I want to 
tell you something else. We are under very deep obligations to Mr. 
Moody and his work. You do not know how properly to estimate his 
work in England. He went to our universities, Oxford and Cambridge; 
and many men thought that he would fail there utterly. They thought 
that very likely he would try to adapt his style to university men— 
one of the greatest mistakes that a preacher can fall into. But he 
went there, and was just himself, and produced a profound impression; 
and from his mission to the universities sprang our branch of the Stu- 
dent Volunteer. Movement. And those of you who undertsand anything 


about the wonderful power of that man will see that when I speak of Age 


Moody as the preacher who produced such an effect in England, I 
speak of some one who has placed us under the greatest obligation. He 
did more than that. He influenced men who influenced England pro- 


foundly. Dr. R. W. Dale was profoundly influenced by Moody. Dr. | 


Dale was a great politician. He was a man of power on the political 
platform. He began to grow tired of it; and under the influence of Mr. 
Moody he was turned right around toward the evangelical faith, and 
toward the work that has left a splendid influence in England. Up 
yonder in Glasgow there was by the side of Moody in his inquiry room 
a college professor whose name lives among the young men of England 


-—Henry Drummond. He-was influenced by Moody; and I cannot tell 


you ‘the range of the influence of Henry Drummond as it has told upon 


thé cultured young men of our universities of Scotland. We are in-’ 
debted to each other. We have to learn from each other. We have to 


be bound together sin the presence of the great work that God has 


called us to do. | | 
Now I want to speak about the work that God has called us to do 
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in England and in this land: and if we can unite the Methodist Church 
in one kind of work, I believe that our impress will be quite irresistible. 
| I cannot give you anything like an exhaustive account of the religious 
a condition of England at this time. We have come in contact at last, 
| | | I am thankful to say, with the people of England, and the poorest people

in England. I would not give much for any Methodist preacher who 
has not been face to face with the greatest poverty that exists in his 
country. You may remember that some years ago two pamphlets were

But 
when my eyes glanced at Mr. Sims’s articles I felt a great interest in 
them, because he described the very district in which I used to work 
in London. And he had picked out that district as an illustration of 
the poverty and wretchedness that existed in our great city. When

-I 
haye really never had a disrespectful word spoken to me. was told 
At I i once that-I was wanted in one house, because a man’s wife wanted to 
knock me down. I went, and the man was very friendly. I have never 
been insulted in the poorest parts of London. But if you had.seen the 
i things that I have seen, if you ‘had seen those spectacles, your heart 
‘would have been wrung within you. In London there is poverty that 
it Bed is frightful. There are people who are working on starvation wages, 


‘and are afraid of the philanthropist lest he should make some complaint 
3 and the little wage that they do have should be taken away. I know this 
_ a is a fact, that there are workers in the east end of London who dread 
4 4 the exposure made .of the sweating system there. . There are poor 
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wretched women who are working on the most pitiful wages, and who 
will entreat you not to say a word about what they have told you. 

We have a great invasion; not like a great invasion that is sweep- 
ing into your western land. We have a great invasion that is thrust- 
ing our: poor down to deeper depths; and as we. think about it we 
sometimes wonder what is to become of England. And yet I am thank- 
ful to say that we are not afraid of that problem, as we confront it in 
the name of Christ. You may perhaps have heard of Peter Thompson, 
He is one of our great losses that we have‘ to record at the forthcoming 


Conference. He has been for many years in the heart of London. He 
has witnessed this sad spectacle, the gradual retreat of nonconformist 


ministers from that.densely crowded center, and has been left there 


almost alone, the Methodist Church being the only nonconformist Church 
that has cried, “No surrender!” Shall I tell you how we have reached 
some of these miserable people? Not so much by the preaching, but by 
the work, principally of women, You honor the women workers in 
your Church. I know you do, I am not going to touch burning aues- 
tions! But I know very well that you honor the women workers, But 
our work should be impossible without her. 

Let me give you just one illustration of the fact. You who go to 
London and visit City Road will goa little farther up City Road, and 
you will see an immense building called “The Leysian Mission.” It is 
supposed to have been founded by the “old boys” of the Leysian School, 
our great school at Cambridge, I cannot tell you how much we have 


‘spent upon that place, but it is an immense place, But the Leysians 


did not found that mission. It was founded in a little place called 
‘Checker Alley, by a seamstress called Miss Mary McCarthy, a little 
‘woman with curls by the side of her head, and a little cape upon her 

_ shoulders, I remember one silk dress she had. She was a person mak- 


dare go down that court; but Mary McCarthy dared. She would go 
-down when the most fierce fights were going on, and the men gathered 
up their jackets and away the men fled, frightened out of.their wits 
‘because Mary McCarthy was there.. I stood by her side when she went 
and gathered the people together for a congregation. It was a very 
rabbits’ warren of a place. We used to stand together, and with great 
audacity used to sing. She had a very fine treble voice, and I used to 
groan some kind: of notes, and the people craned their necks to look at 
‘us, wondering what was happening. Then we gave the invitation, and 
in ‘a poor little room there we used to gather the people and preach to 
thém; and she was the founder of the Leysian mission. 
- When I went to our fine Manchester mission I discovered there our 
“sisters of the people,’ who are working splendidly. Some of them 
have given up positions of very great comfort in order that they may 
go down into the very deepest depths to rescue men for Christ. We are 
‘not afraid of this terrible enemy of poverty; and as soon as ever we 
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‘give up seeking the lowest, I think, the mission of Methodism is wana’, 


and never will be accomplished. | 

But there is something else that we have to do. I have an intense 
interest in the workingmen of England; and any one who gets close 
to them admires them—but fears for them, There is a disturbed atmos- 
phere, a changed atmosphere, There is! The workingmen of England 
are coming gradually under an influence that is destroying their faith 
in doctrinal Christianity most certainly, and leading them eagerly to 
expect a Paradise that never will come. When I came over on the 
steamship I was speaking with an American gentleman who had gone 
to Hyde Park and had listened to lectures there by the secularists and 
the socialists, And he said to me in a voice of great conviction: “What 
struck me most of all with those men was the tone of hopelessness in 
their voices, They talked about secularism and socialism, but it seems 
to be a despairing note in their voices.” Well, I could not quite say 
that,. The socialists’ campaign is eminently regular, They have taken 
a leaf out of the book of Methodists; and as we “plan” our local preach- 
ers, so they have a kind of circuit plan, and it is very elaborate. They 
have hundreds upon hundreds of lecturers in our big towns who take 
their station and preach socialism to the people. And there is a certain 
man, whose name [ will not mention, who edits a newspaper well known 
among us, whose delight it seems to be to shipwreck the faith of the 


- working classes. Though we are not afraid of that. In the Manchester 


mission, some years ago, we felt that this evil was growing, and that 
there ought to be some answer, and that we ought to be brave enough 
to go right out among the. workingmen of Manchester and defend Chris- 
tianity. Some of us defend Christianity very well when we are bend- 
ing over our desks and writing an essay upon it. It is a different thing 
to go into the midst of a mass of workingmen, and speak for Jesus 
Christ there, We determined that we would do it. We had two series 
of lectures, and the result is this: that after a most open discussion 
it was admitted on all hands that the advocates of Christianity had held 
their own. And I felt thankful for that. | | 

I give one illustration of the fact. At Atlanta, the other day, a book 
was handed me, and I found that there was a lecture of my own in that | 


book. (My. leave to publish it there had not been asked.) When I 


looked at that lecture, I found it was a lecture I gave in the Central 
Hall, Manchester, upon John \Wesley’s idea of Christianity.. I painted 
the portrait of a Christian man from the face of our Lord, and I gave my 


lecture. At the close of the lecture we had a great contest. Working- 


men of all kinds, most intelligent men, were there, and were allowed to 
ask me as many questions, and make as many objections, as they liked. 
I waited, and after a little while one sent up a question; and the ques- 
tion was, “What is the Church?” Well, I did not see that that had very 
much to do with the lecture, so I made a brief reply. Then I waited 


for a long time. There was not a single objection from any man pres- 
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ent; and one man, of particularly good sense, rose up and cried, “Three 
cheers -for the lecturer!” And they burst into applause, and the audi- 
ence dissolved, There was not one single objection to a Christian who 
is like his Lord. And if I can judge, the work that we have to do 
among the mechanics in England is this: that if we will not preach to 
them our organizations, and will not put before them elaborate schemes 
of theology, if we will preach Christ to them, they will listen. When 
they asked me at the Ecumenical Conference to write a paper upon the 
Christian resources of the old world, do you think that I filled that 


paper with statistics? Nothing of the kind. I said: “Our greatest re- 


source is the growing respect in which Jesus Christ is held through- 
out the nations, and especially throughout England; and I proved it 
up to the hilt. And there is no man who knows the working classes of 
England who would try to disprove that. You can get near the work- 
ingmen of England if you will only make them know Christ. And we 
are not afraid of those classes, 

But I am afraid of the indifference that is stealing over the middle 
class, who ought to be the very backbone of England. And there is 
indifference among them expressed by desecration of the Sabbath and 
by their carelessness about the duty of worship. The sense of the duty 
of worship seems to be almost lost among many of the middle classes 
of England. Yet we are not going to despair there, As for the higher 
classes, do not make a mistake, There are thousands upon thousands 
of godly men in England, It is a cheap kind of.man that is always 
assailing the men above himself. And if you knew the work that is 
being done-—-and I do not care whether you applaud or not, but even 
if I forfeit your applause, I will say this to you: that the wonderful 
revival of religion in the Church of England has told upon the upper 
classes in a marvelous way. The man who does not properly estimate 
the change that has taken place in religious things through the organi- 
zation of men, as we call it, does not understand England. I have heard 
some High-church preachers, [ never heard better preachers, or more 
direct invitations to sinners who were perishing, than from these men; 

d they are getting people whom we cannot get at. I thank the Lord 

r the existence of the man who can get at the men that I cannot get 

t. And there has come upon England a spirit of Christian unity that 

s growing. And I am hopeful. 

Now I know very well that in saying this I ave made you think of 
some of your own problems, But, my dear’ friends, we have a great 
Master. I am driven into that when I get despairing. I am driven in 
upon my Master, And I am sure of this: that if I have his calm way 
of thinking, if I have his clear view, if I have his hopefulness, if I have 
his joy, if I shall continue to work for him just as long as he has a 
living relation to you and is standing by your side, it is the living 
Jesus who makes us live, and makes our work live. And the best I 
can say to you this evening is just this, I should like for you to come 
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‘with me once more to my blessed. Lord and say to him: “Master, I am

ADDRESS OF REV. GEORGE C. CLEMENT, OF THE AFRICAN 
METHODIST EPISCOPAL ZION CHURCH. __ 


Reverend Bishops and Brethren: As the representative of the African 


‘Methodist Episcopal Zion Church, I greet you. When appointed by the 


Board of Bishops of our Church to bear to your august body a message 


of fraternal good will and Christian fellowship, I deemed ‘it a rare priv- 
ilege and a signal honor. On my part, there are special reasons for priz- 


ing the opportunity afforded me to be present here to-day, being bound 
personally by sacred ties to the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. My 
parents, both slaves, were members of this Church. They were bap- 
tized, received into the Church, and afterwards united in marriage by 
Southern Methodist pastors. When seventeen years of age, my father 


‘was converted at old Smith Grove Camp Ground, which is now in the 


bounds of the Western North Carolina Conference. He afterwards be- 
came a class leader for his fellow-slaves, and his piety and: talent were | 


attested by the fact that frequently at the regular services of the church 
he was called upon, while occupying a seat in the gallery, to lead in 


prayer. He received license to preach in a local capacity at the hands 
of a minister of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. In 1866, after 
the coming of negro Methodism to the South, he united with the Afri- 
can Methodist Episcopal Zion Church, and was one of the pioneers in the 
organization of that Church in Western North Carolina. Often in my 


early boyhood I have heard him speak with tenderness and reverence of 
the spiritual blessings which fell upon him under the ministrations. of 


Revs. Peter Doub, N. H. D. Wilson, Carson Parker, and others, whose 


‘eloquence is a sacred memory throughout the bounds of Carolina Metho- 


dism. They were his models for the nearly forty years of his life as an 


‘itinerant Methodist preacher; and if he did not reach the height they at- 
-tained in lofty eloquence and widened vision, I rejoice to bear witness 


to the truth that he proved a faithful and honorable disciple. It was 


. from. such genuine Methodist stock I came; nor would I forget, although 
have crossed to-the other side, the old-fashioned. Methodist parental 
‘instruction, which, perhaps, more than anything else, brings me into 
‘this presence on so momentous an ponaston. May I ask that you pardo 
‘this personal reference? 


‘I come to you from a Church that occupies mach of the same geo: 


‘graphical territory as yours. We dwell beneath the same blue-tinted 


skies and breathe the same fragrant-laden air. Throughout the entire 


6 Southland in every state there are pastors and churches of our branch 
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of the great Methodist family. Often the lines.of our Annual Confer- 


ences, the names and metes of our circuits and stations, cover identically 
the same field as yours. Thus, without regard to the oneness of our 
standards of doctrine and polity, or the unity of the faith as it remains 
in Jesus Christ our Divine Lord and Master, there should be no sur- 
prise that my Church should send to you words of felicitation and God- 
speed. 

Tam commissioned by the African Methodist Episcopal Zion Church 
to Say unto you that our Church congratulates you and, through you, the 
one million eight. hundred thousand Methodists here represented, upon 
the success which ‘has come to you through all the years of toil and bat- 
tle and victory for Christ and his kingdom. We congratulate you for 
the remarkable thoroughness with which you have occupied your chosen 
field of operation. It has been well said that from the Potomac to the 
Rio Grande there is no city too densely populated and no hamlet too 


sparsely settled to receive the attention of a Methodist preacher; and 


this is due most to the zeal and sacrifice of your ministry. 

We congratulate you upon the recognized influence you have exerted 
upon all the people who have come within the range of your activitiés. 
Probably no Church has made so deep and lasting an impression upon 
the Southland. We congratulate you upon the great and noble men you 
have given to the South and the nation. Among the illustrious names 
honored throughout our country, many are found upon the roll of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South. We congratulate you upon the em- 
inent service you have rendered in founding and fostering such centers 
of learning and truth as Vanderbilt, Randolph-Macon, Wofford, Emory, 
and Trinity. As the torch of knowledge, lifted higher and higher ad- 
vancing, dispels the darkness of man’s ignorance, your full meed of 
praise must more and more abound. \ 

We congratulate you upon the abundance of your missionary labors 
and the cheering fruits resulting therefrom. In China, in Brazil, in Ko- 
rea, and in Mexico you have reéchoed and emphasized the evangelical 
challenge, “The world is my parish.” We are thankful that the Church

We congratulate you upon the Christian altruism which set up the. 
Colored Methodist Episcopal Church. The interest you have shown for 


more than a quarter of a century in the success of that body, and the 
thousands of dollars you have generously contributed to establish and 
sustain its schools, call forth our heartiest commendation. 

_We congratulate you upon the faithfulness with which you have con- 
tended for the doctrines of the Holy Scriptures as interpreted and treas- 
ured by orthodox Methodism. We congratulate you upon the prodigious 
service you are being called upon to perform in the evangelization of the 
world, and in the mighty advance of the kingdom of oe among men, 
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‘We have observed how grandly you are responding to the slogan: “The 


world for Christ, and as much of it as possible for Methodism.” 

Out of respect for these and other no less excellent virtues the African 
Methodist Episcopal Zion Church hails you with glad acclaim, and bids 
you a hearty Godspeed In this your hour of great responsibility and well- 
merited praise. 

I bring you the greetings of one » of the oldest and largest of the negro 
Churches. The African Methodist Episcopal Zion Church was organized 
out of John Street Methodist Episcopal Church, New York City, in 1796, 
with three preachers and about one hundred and twenty members. Un- 
til 1864 the work of the Church was confined to the Northern and East- 
ern states, and because of-the small percentage of negroes there, our 
In the year’’just mentioned Bishop J. J. Clinton 
and Elder (now Bishop) J. W. Hood began organizing churches in the 


‘South. The first Annual Conference was held at Newbern, N. C., Decem- 


ber 25, 1864. The African Methodist Episcopal Zion Church, from then 
on, has been blessed with large accession of members and substantial 
growth of work. 

I bring you to-day the greetings of nine bishops, thirty-six Annual Con- 
ferences, ninety-four presiding elders, twenty-five hundred traveling 
preachers, more than five hundred thousand members, and three hun- 


dred and twenty-five thousand Sunday-school scholars. 


Twenty-eight years ago we established our first school, Zion Wesley 
Institute, now Livingstone College, at Salisbury, N. C. It opened with 
two students and three teachers. There was one commodious farmhouse 
on the fifty acres of land purchased for the school. There are now eight- 
een professors and assistants, three hundred and fifty students, and a . 
property valued at $250,000. Four hundred young men and women have 
graduated from Livingstone College, and are now serving as preachers, 
teachers, physicians, lawyers, farmers, mechanics, housewives, etc. Less 
than one per cent. have failed of regular and profitable employment. On 
the 25th of this month we will dedicate our Hood Theological Hall which 
cost $20,000, every cent of the amount being provided by the Church and 
raised directly from the members. We have ten other schools, which, 
while they are of lower rank, are doing a work equally creditable. These 
are Atkinson College, Madisonville, Ky.; Greeneville College, Greene- 
ville, Tenn.; Lomax-Hanon Institute, Greenville, Ala.; Lancaster Nor- 


mal School, Lancaster, S. C.; Dinwiddie Industrial School, Dinwiddie, 


Va.; Eastern Academy, Newbern, N. C.; Edenton Normal and Industrial 
School, Edenton, N. C.; Clinton Institute, Rock Hill, S. C.; Walters In- 
arren, Ark.; and Zion Institute, Mobile, Ala. During the cur- 
rent year there were enrolled in these schools more than fifteen hundred 
students, 

Under the direction of our educational department there is contributed 


annually $12,000 as a direct tax for education, with an additional $20,000 
collected by agents and $50,000 paid by students. To this must be added 
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also an appropriation of $19, 000 to Livingstone Soiieee from the general 
fund, making a total of $94,000 per year for education. 
’ In the foreign mission field we have not been wholly idle. The Afri- 
can Methodist Episcopal-Zion Church has sixteen mission stations on 
the .west coast of Africa, and two in Central America. Our African 


work is in charge of four missionaries and a score of native workers, — 
These four missionaries were educated in the United States. Bishop , 


Walters is just returning from a visit to our missions in Africa, having 
held in March the Liberia and Cape Coast Conferences. You may be in- 
terested to know that at Cape Coast our missionary in charge is the Rev. 


Frank Arthur-Pinanko, a native African who was educated at Living- 


stone College in this state. Since returning to labor among his brethren, 
in six years he has baptized five hundred members, established nine mis- 


sion stations, and is now principal of the Small Memorial Institute at. 


Cape Coast, in which there are over four hundred pupils. Rev. Arthur- 
Pinanko is an efficient presiding elder as well. The funds to maintain 
our foreign missions are furnished by the worthy members of our Wom- 
an’s Home and Foreign Missionary Society. The home mission field is 
cared for by the missionary department. Eleven thousand dollars was 
the amount collected and expended last year by this department. 

Eight years ago our Church Extension Society was organized. It is 
now raising $13,000 or over each year to aid in the erection and saving 
of churches. There was collected and disbursed $50,000 of general fund 
for the salaries of the bishops, general officers, and the operative ex- 
penses of the Church during the fiscal year just closed. Six thousand 


dollars is our annual contribution for widows, orphans, and superan- 


nuated preachers. 

We have financial headquarters in Philadelphia, where we own and 
occupy a four-story modern office building. At Charlotte, N. C., is estab- 
lished our publication house. Here we publish our official periodicals, 
The Star of Zion, The Quarterly Review, The Sunday School and Chris- 


tian Endeavor Headlight, and the Sunday-school literature, besides con- 


ducting a general printing and book-handling business. Having recently 
sold our old building, we are now erecting a new publishing plant, the 
real estate, building, and equipment costing $50,000. The African Meth- 
odist Episcopal Zion Church owns property valued at $8,000,000. I am 
conscious of the smallness of this exhibit when reckoned in comparison 
with the immense possessions and contributions of your great Church, 
but when I remember that what we have accomplished is the result of 
much sacrifice on the part of a people only four decades from slavery 
- and very largely poor, I am grateful rather than ashamed to represent 


it here. 


Coming as I do from one of the oldest and shcsiaat distinctively negro 


Churches, I cannot refrain from offering a word as to the mission of 


the negro Church. 
The separate Church for negroes, composed of, and controlled sitions 


by, ‘members of that race, was, aS you are aware, the outcome of condi- 
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| 
' tions obtaining in New York, Philadelphia, and Wilmington, Del., in 


the closing years of the eighteenth century. The organization of the 
Negro Methodist Church especially was coincident with the founding of 


our national government, and to the students of those momentous times 


it is edsily discernible that the independent negro Church was largely 
a reflex result of the spirit of liberty then universally active and domi- 


; nant. Wherever negroes were free to worship God as they desired, they 


turned toward each other and naturally formed a sacred compact. Over 
half a century afterwards, when four mililon of their brethren were left 
without any definite Church relations, these negro organizations as- 


' sumed the tremendous responsibility of providing preachers and church- 


es for their race in the South as they had done North and East. They 
found a simple and almost helpless people to gather and to organize, 
With few or no church buildings, with only here and there a regularly 
authorized preacher among them, and with conditions strange and oft- 
times perilous, they began their weighty task. In many communities 
the pastors and pious members of your and other Churches gave them 
hearty welcome and much friendly counsel, while in other communities 
they were treated with coldness or indifference. Some of the experi- 
ences of the pioneer negro preachers of the Southland read like chapters 
from the Acts of the Apostles, so full are trey of macrifice, faith, and re- 


markable achievements. 
What the separate negro Church has meant may be best seen by noting 


a few well-authenticated facts: First, the negro Church has been the 


medium used by our heavenly Father to evangelize a race. They are 
now nearly four millions of professing Christians among negroes in this 
country, four-fifths of whom are in distinctively negro Churches. How 
beneficial this influence for spiritual and moral good has been for them 
may be realized by considering how woefully benighted and wretchedly 
wicked they would have been without such influence. While none who | 
knows would claim that the fullest and most-éxemplary Christianity ob- 
tains with all negroes found within the pale of the Church, yet every 
one must admit that far worse would have been the ethical and spiritual - 
status of the race without the Church. It is at least no disparagement 
to the negro minister to observe that he has saved his people absolutely 
from infidelity and ait Not one infidel or anarchist has ever ves: | 
among us. | 
Again, the negro Church gave mnieninuiabics to the dark-skinned inert: 
can to demonstrate his capacity for self-control, effective organization, 
and administrative ability. For more than a century he has maintained 
an unbroken and ever-increasing ecclesiastical’ body. However crude. it 
may have appeared in the beginning, and however adverse its fortunes 
through the fleeting years, there has ever been an appreciable and con- 


tinuous progress, until to-day, in the negro Baptist and Methodist 


Churches, as above noted, there are nearly four million communicants, — 
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with thirty-one thousand organizations and church and school property 
- valued at forty-five millions of dollars. 

The negro Church has made possible the discovery and development 
of the race’s ‘talent for religious government and leadership. If there 


had been no negro Church, there would scarcely have been any negro 
bishops, educators, and leaders. The foremost American negroes have 
been churchmen. Frederick Douglass began his career as a local preach- | 


er; J. C. Price was a full-fledged minister; while Booker T. Washing- 
ton, though a Baptist, founded Tuskegee in a little Zion Methodist 


church. The negro Church has been careful to lay emphasis upon Chris- 


tian education. However much is needed of purely mental and manual 
training—and we are frank to admit that no people need these more 
than ours—there is still greater need of that institution which insures 
a pure, honest, and high moral conscience, resulting in correct ethical 


and spiritual character. For this purpose and to this end, the negro 


Church schools are striving. It may not be inopportune for me to call 
your attention to an evil that should be exposed and remedied. It is 
this:. A studied and persistent campaign has been waged North and 
South throughout the length and breadth of our country for the purpose 
of convincing all who have a mind to aid in the education of the negro, 
that only such schools as train him for the field and the shop should be 
helped. ‘The narrowness of this propaganda is exceeded only by its van- 
ity and futility, when measured by the standards of Christian evangeli- 
zation. 

There are tens of thousands of negro children in dire need of educa- 
tional opportunity,.and to reach any apreciable number of these the ef- 
fort must be made through the negro teacher and preacher. Every ne- 
gro schoolhouse and church is a distributing station of knowledge and 
truth far’more than can ever be a model shop or farm. What my people 
heed most of all is an educated Christian leadership, not one with skilled 
hand and informed head alone, but one with heart and spirit attuned to 
the vibrations of the Infinite Heart who loves us supremely. The negro 
Church schools, I repeat, aim to furnish this type of leadership. They 
would make men and women after the pattern of our Great Exemplar. 
Shall a generous American public forget such schools? If the mission 
of the Church of Christ is remembered, they cannot, they dare not for- 
get. 
What does the immediate future demand of the negro Church? is 
asked. I answer, First of all, and following first upon the evangeliza- 
tion of the negro in America, and there is yet much to. be done here, 
must come African redemption. The one hundred and fifty millions of 
benighted souls in the wilds of the great Dark Continent must be 
brought under the power of the light of the gospel of Christ. Upon them 
“the Sun of Righteousness must arise with healing in his wings.” And 
who is better fitted to serve in Africa than the educated, consecrated 
Christian negro from our own Southland? Perhaps the iascrutable 


Providence which has for these centuries placed us here in training in- — 
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he requires at the hands of the negro Church. 


tends that thousands of us, having “been with Jesus” and learned of him, * 
shall return to the Fatherland to proclaim the blessings of salvation 
from sin and to bring truth and righteousness to the people. As Si- 


“mon of Cyrene hore the long and heavy end-of our Master’s cross up 


Calvary, so must the Christian negro in America lift.and bear the great- 
er part of the burden of the cross of missions for the salvation of Afri- 
ca. Having heard the Macedonian call, “Come over and help us,” the 
negro Christians among you ask that you help us to answer, “We are 
coming ten thousand strong.” Is it not significant that while China and 
India, Japan and Australia, have yielded abundant harvests unto the 
gospel sower, far less has been the garnering in Africa? From the day 
Livingstone and Moffat laid the basis of Christian civilization in that 
densely populated land, it has been deemed the graveyard of mission- 
aries. Probably the “God who moves in mysterious ways his wonders 
to perform” has decreed that redemption of Africa should be the.tribute 
I declare to you that 
our hearts thrill and our spirits yearn to be equal to the task. How 
conscious we are of this urgent duty is evidenced by the fact that at one 
time, very recently, four negro bishops from America were preaching 
and organizing Methodist missions in that land of golden sand and blaz- 
ing sun. You may be interested to know that the African Methodist 
Episcopal Zion Church is unequivocally committed to the proposed or- 
ganic union of all negro Methodists. Our Church stands ready to-day 


to unite with the African Methodist Episcopal Church, the Colored 


Methodist Episcopal Church, and any and all other Churches of our de- 
nominational family, in the formation of one great negro Methodism. 
The time is opportune for the consummation of this union, and the 
Church I represent will welcome it as a happy omen of the speedy 


evangelization of the race in America, as well as an imperative necessi- 
_ ty to effective work in Africa, We advocate union whenever and wher- 


ever profitable, and fraternity at all times and everywhere throughout 
the bounds of Methodism. | 

The African Methodist Episcopal Zion Church bids me declare to you 
that we are with you heart and hand in the fight against the rum traf- 
fic. We know intemperance to be the arch-foe of the peace and prosperi- 
ty of the country, and the sworn enemy of the material and moral up- 


lift of our race. Here and now 'I pledge you that our Church will be 
with you to the end of the war upon the drink demon. We will preach 


and pray and vote until the open saloon and the “blind tiger” alike are 
utterly routed... There is no doubt that if the entire Christian brother- 
hood would arise and smite strong drink, it would be wiped out. It is 
time to sound the charge along the wee line and win the vactery, for 


| God and home and temperance. 


In this connection I shall refer to a ee that has been often dis- 
cussed and yet remains unsettled. I speak of our racial relationship. 


As a negro citizen and a Christian minister, I have wondered why both — 
_ the black man and the white man would not turn away, once and for all 
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time, from the scheming politician and self-seeking demagogue to the 
one great Master, even Jesus Christ, and learn of him the only rule that, 
applied to every problem, would furnish the key to its solution. This 
rule we have long calla “the Golden Rule.” Its statement is simple: 
“All things whatsoever ye would that men should do to you, do ye even 


so to them.” The religion of Christ, the love of God filling the heart . 


and controlling the life of all races and individuals, will settle forever 
the questions that so sorely puzzle us. It is the glad tidings of “peace 
on earth, good will toward men,” that must be proclaimed from every 
pulpit to all the people. 

Allow me to offer a single suggestion of a few instances in which this 
rule can be practically applied. Your ministry, with its broader and 
more adequate personal and professional training, should touch our 
ministry more directly and definitely. There can be more helpful con- 
tact between the preachers of the white Methodist Churches and the 
negro Methodists. No coreligionists in the Southland are more widely 


separated, it has been remarked, than are the Methodist ministers of the ’ 


two great races. There is much common ground of sympathy and of 
civic, moral, and spiritual:service upon which to meet; and I am com- 
manded by the negro ministry I represent to here and now extend to 
you the glad hand of professional fellowship, and to tell you that we will 


- welcome any and every offer of assistance you may make us in brotherly 


kindness. Again, may I call your attention to one of the burning wants 
of my people, especially of those who live in the larger towns and cities 
of the South? I refer to the need of better houses built in sanitary dis- 
tricts for negro tenants. One should not be alarmed at the fearful death 
rate of the city negroes of the laboring class, in view of the unsanitary 
and unhealthy condition of the houses in which they are forced to live. 
Houses meant to be occupied by members of my race are huddled to- 
gether in low, filthy neighborhoods where disease germs multiply and 


thrive appallingly. The marvel is not that so many of the occupants of © 


these dwellings die, but that so many of them live at all. The negro 
Church pledges itself to teach cleanliness and sobriety, and asks that 


you meet us a little way by providing for those of our people who are | 


daily in your employ such places of abode as will conduce to their health 
and happiness. 

It was my pleasure to hear the lamented Bishop Galloway, in Cérstate 
Hall, during the Interchurch Conference on Federation, deprecate the 
Christianity “that would canonize the white man who would teach ne- 
- groes in Africa, and ostragize him for teaching them in America.” A 

few days ago it was wage d in the press of the country that Cardinal 

Gibbons and the Catholic Church were planning to establish a great na- 
tional negro school for the propagation of their faith among our race. 
With the wealth, brain, and skill of Roman Catholicism enlisted to win 
negroes to that Church, Protestant America should not be silent. Negro 
churches should be organized in Cuba and in‘all Latin America to the 
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south of us. There is imminent danger, and it must. be speedily averted 
if Protestantism is to hold its own and spread its borders. 


Finally, my brethren, I would assure you that we are not unfaithful 


to the “heavenly vision.” .We still contend for the old Wesleyan funda- 
mentals of divine redemption, of separation from the world and conse- 


‘eration to Christ. We still preach and pray and sing and shout with full 


confidence in the all-cleansing blood, and in the purifying and sanctify- 
ing presence of the Spirit of Truth. Fearful that in the first watch, or 
the second, or yet the third, the cry, “Behold, the Bridegroom cometh!” 


_ may be heard, we are filling our lamps with the oil of truth and grace 


that we may be ready to join with you and all the redeemed who shall 
flash glad lights and march with the victorious King, and, singing pans 


: of joy, crown him Lord of all. 


ADDRESS OF REV. M. HORI, OF THE METHODIST CHURCH 
OF JAPAN. | 


_ Mr. Presidént, Fathers, and Brethren: At the first General Conference 
of the Methodist Church of Japan, which met in Tokyo three years ago, 
when the union of three Methodist Churches was consummated, a reso- 
lution was unanimously adopted, that, in order to express her heartiest 
thanks and the most sincere respect to the mother Churches, a fraternal 
delegate be sent to each General Conference of the three respective 
Churches. And, as is certified by the credentials which have just been 


read, I was commissioned to be sent a messenger to your great Confer- 
ence. I wish very much that this service of honor should have fallen 


upon one better qualified to perform it than I am, But now that every- 
thing is fixed, I have no other desire as a good Japanese than to do my 
it is indeéd a great privilege to bear to you, on behalf of two 
hundred preachers and thirteen thousand members, the most cordial 
greetings of the young Church in the Far Hast. : 

Since the work of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, was started 


in Japan nearly twenty-four years ago, you have certainly done much 


for us. You have sent us a company of earnest missionaries, You 
have erected many houses of worship. You have established a number 
of educational institutions. The brethren you have sent us are men of 


deep devotion and high character, and through their earnest efforts the 
We have now about 2,300 members 


Church has made steady progress. 
in the territory occupied by the mission of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South. Our present total membership of the United and Inde- 
pendent Church is 13,015. The amount collected during the last year 
was yen 50,000, or $25,000. These figures may look to some of you to 
be almost insignificant, but, in view of the present conditions and cir- 


cumstances of the country, I think we have sufficient reasons for thank- 


ing God for what has been done, and for louking “aie the future with 


brighter hopes and larger expectations. 
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' Our Sunday-school work is flourishing. There are in all 283 schools, 
with an enrollment of 23,000 pupils. Of that number of pupils 13,000 
are in the Western Conference, and the reason why the Western Con- 
ference, which is much smaller in membership than the other, is simply 
because there are a very large number of pupils in the Southern Metho- 
dist territory. Brother Mito, one of the fruits of your labor, who is 
the General Secretary of our Sunday School Board, has done much in 
this important phase of the work. Dr. and Mrs, Hamill’s visit to our 
country was timely, and has rendered a valuable service for our Church, 
and Churches at large, with which nothing could be compared, I might 
gay along with this that it is not at all an exaggeration to say that of 
all the missions in Japan the Southern Methodist mission has made the 

best record in the matter of Sunday-school work. | 

Dr. Usaki, another son of yours in the gospel,-is doing an excellent 
work as the editor of the Gokyo, our official organ of the Church. This 
organ stands for pure orthodoxy. Experimental religion has been em- 
phasized, Its evangelical tone is high and cledr, It has also done much 
in the way of educating the people in Church government and discipline 
of the new Church, The paper will reach its one thousand weekly edi- 
tions in September, and the editor is about to make efforts for doubling 

the number of subscribers, 

' -[ have been told that there are some who think that, because we have 
an independent Methodist Church, the work is advanced to the point 
where little or no missionary reénforcement is necessary, I do not be- 
lieve that there is even one among you who entertains such an idea 
as that. As is needless to say, the new Church is far from being self- 
supporting and self-propagating, and consequently cannot yet fully be 
responsible for the evangelization of that part of the nation that natu- 
rally falls to the new Church to do. Japan is not a well-evangelized 
country. It is roughly estimated that fifty of fifty-two million people 
in the land have not yet heard the gospel. There are thousands of towns 
and villages where regular preaching ought to be done, but there will 
be no work at all done for them in this generation if left wholly to the 
independent Japanese Church. The greatest lack in Japan is that of 
evangelistic work. All of us are agreed that the present need of Japan 
is a larger evangelistic force. Besides, Japan wants preachers of the 
gospel of Jesus Christ who can lead the people by the light of their own 
lives into the experience of genuine salvation. The man who knows 
_the richness of the Christian faith and experience is the need of Japan. 
So, send us more workers. Equip us better with missionary force, and 
assist us so that the time of orangertantion of the whole country may 
be hastened, 

Aithough I come from the N ioeon Methodist Church, I am here as 
one born in your Church in Japan, as your own son in the gospel, and 
as such I would like to make a few requests of you. | 

As you know, the work of Southern Methodism will enter its twenty- 
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fifth anniversary next year. Can we not have a special evangelistic 
campaign in order to celebrate the occasion? Would you not send us 
some one to hold a series of meetings in every charge throughout our 
territory? If you would open the way for us, we shall be very happy. 
There is another thing for which I would like to ask your sympathetic 
consideration, That is, the need of a larger church building in Kobe, 
Kobe is the birthplace of Southern Methodism in Japan, and the church 
there is the strongest in our Western Conference, It is also the center 
of our educational work. The opportunities are very great. During 
my pastorate there for the past six and a half years, about three hun- 
dred members have been added, in spite of the insufficiency of our work. 
The present building was erected nineteen years ago. Its seating ca- 
pacity is not much more than two hundred. We all feel the need of 
a better equipped church building. The members will raise something, 
of course. I think they would raise seven or eight thousand yen among 


themselves, It is my most earnest desire that you would help us in this, 


I cannot finish my remarks without expressing our most sincere sym- 
pathy with you in your griefs and sore bereavements, During the last 
quadrennium you have lost a very large nuntber of leaders of the Church, 
In the death of Bishop Galloway and Bishop Ward, who had visited us, 
and were widely known among ourselves, we were heartbroken, Espe- 
cially in case of the latter, whose noble career was ended in our coun- 
try, our whole Church has greatly lamented his death. His broad- 
minded, tender-hearted personality has left a deep, inspiring memory 
in the hearts of every one of us; and-through the silent, mighty appeal 
made by his speechless lips, our new Church has come to feel a more 


- profound sense of her responsibility. And I am sure that his death, 


however pathetic it may be, has not been in vain. 

I am very sorry that I cannot convey in full how our new Church feels 
toward you. If I were allowed to speak in my own tongue, I would be 
able to express our thoughts and feelings somewhat better, It is very 
fortunate for me to have our good Bishop Honda with me (who will 
speak for the Church), I certainly appreciate your patient hearing. 
May God bless you and your great Church most abundantly! 


ADDRESS GF BISHOP Y. HONDA, OF THE JAPAN. METHODIST 
CHURCH, 


Mr. President, Dear Bishops, Fathers, and Brernren: The first General 
Conference of the Nippon Methodist Kyokwai, called by the commission- 
ers of the three great Methodist Churches in May, 1907, at Tokyo, Ja- 
pan, laid upon my shoulders a heavy responsibility, and to-day-I have 


this great privilege tod be among you by the special arrangement of the 
Boards of the three Missions. 


You can imagine how I am grateful and 
happy at this blessed hour. 
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Before I proceed to say something of the Nippon Methodist Church, I 
fee] here it is my first duty to recommend to you Rev. Minekitsu Hori, 
_ the Fraternal Delegate of the Nippon Methodist Church, appointed in the 
first General Conference held» at Tokyo, 1907. Brother Hori is one of 


our district superintendents, and also a successful pastor of Kobe 


Church for seven years. Kobe Church is a strong fort within a terri- 
tory occupied by the Mission of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
in Japan. He was a convert in the early period of the Mission work, 
and was educated for the ministry in the Kwansei College; so he is 
doubly qualified to represent our united Church to this great Conference. 

Presenting Brother Hori as an unquestionable testimony of the suc- 
cess of your missionary work in Japan, here I return you my hearty 
thanks for the hundreds of favors and helps, material and spiritual, ever 
given by you for the salvation of Japan; and even after the union has 
been consummated your interest is increasing in the works of various 
lines, as general evangelistic campaign, Gokyo, our Church organ, young 
people’s societies, Sunday-school work, etc. Specially of the Sunday- 
school work Dr, and Mrs. Hamill’s visiting was effective, 


And for a thing I must thank you particularly and seriously. That is, 


the repeated visits of the late Bishop Seth Ward within only two years, 
and lamentably the last one, made the never-to-be-forgotten epoch of our 
Church history. It was the first time that a Superintendent of any 


great Church sacrificed his life for the missionary cause in the Island. 


Empire in the Far East. I hope most sincerely that the infant Church 
of Japanese Methodism shall stand forever as a monument for this 


saintly great man. 


First of all, I would speak to you avant the present status of the | 


Nippon Methodist Church, 

_ The area of the Island Empire is a little larger than that of the Brit- 
ish Isles, and only about one-third of that of British Columbia, But the 
thousands of our islands, large and small, spread over the Pacific from 
the Kuriles and Sagahlien in the north to Formosa and the Pescadores 
in the south, between the twenty-first and fiftieth degrees of north lati- 
tude, and stretch over a distance of three thousand miles, The popula- 
tion, according to the latest report, is a little over fifty-two millions, 
with an annual increase from within of five hundred thousand by birth 
and none by immigration from without. 


The territory of the United Methodist Church, corresponding to the | 


field occupied by the three codperating Methodist Missions, covers al- 
most three-fourths of the whole Empire; and beyond the western fron- 
tier of the Empire our work extends to Korea, among 150,000 Japanese 
residing there, and increasing in number every day. 

Now, in order to save time in describing the general status of our 
work, I beg you to allow me to state some important points in the sta- 
tistics reported in the third Annual Conferences, which closed at the end

ssisaiutne the statistics, we find the AEG in the number of our 
members is far from our expectations, The chief reason of that was the 
weeding out of nominal members and the revision of the church books 


strictly carried out by the local] societies, So hereafter there will be — 


a real gain, if any. 

Now, as to the total membership—the United Presbyterian Church is 
at the head of all the denominations in Aapan, They have between 10,- 
000 and 19,000. The Kumai—Congregational—is second. Our 
Church and the United Episcapalian are both about the same. If the 
other four Methodist bedies, Evangelical Association, Methodist Prot- 
estant, United Brethren, and Free Methodist, unite with us, of course we 
shall be the third largest body in Japan. As a characteristic of Metho- 


_dism, we have a larger number of workers than any of the other Church- 


es, and manned better in the charges. ‘ 

We are passing through a period of transition. Our sheple are not 
acquainted with the new Discipline yet, which is a piece of patchwork 
made out of the three older Disciplines.

SUNDAY SCHOOLS. 


The Sunday-school work in Japan generally is in a very hopeful condi- 
tion. All denominations are doing well in this line of work. In 1900 
the number of the officers and scholars of all Sunday schools throughout 
Japan was 33,039, and in 1910 it is reported to have reached 104,949, a 
more than threefold gain in ten years. The United Methodist Church 
in Japan has 23,220 scholars, the largest number of any Church, and 
about one-fourth of all the Sunday-school scholars in Japan. The Sun- 
day+school work of the Japan Methodist Church is conducted under the 
jurisdiction of the General Sunday-school Board, as in Canada, which is 
unique among all the Churches in Japan.- Fortunately, Sunday is an of- 
ficial holiday in Japan; all schools are closed and children are free, so 
we can draw many children into our Sunday schools in spite of the in- 


difference or opposition of their parents. Indeed, there are cases where, 


through the children, their parents have become interested in Chris- 


tianity and later converted. There are ten million children in Japan; 


one out of-every hundred is attending Sunday schoo] somewhere; but 
ninety-nine are wandering lambs. Who will be the Good Shepherd of 


these ninety and nine? 


EDUCATION.

do evil that good may come. We cannot preach anything else than the 
gospel. Our work in one sense is evolution, but in macnn: sense it is 


revolution. 
MISSIONARIES NEEDED. 


Facing the fifty-two million souls of our people unsaved, we have only 
2,452 Protestant workers, including all missionaries, men, women, and 
native preachers, ordained and unordained, and Bible women. It is 


evident we are very far short in the matter of numbers. The. Japan | 


Methodist Church has about 320 altogether. 

Now, let me enguterate a few reasons why we need more mission- 
aries in Japan: 

1. We are short in numbers for keeping up the present work of our 
Church. 

2. From every consideration we must extend our work, both evangel- 
istic and educational. The demands of the whole situation in Japan 
will not permit us to wait until the native churches get strong enough 
to carry the whole work, 

3. We need the Christian influence of those who have been brought up 
with an hereditary environment of Christian piety, and have a deep 
spiritual experience themselves. Books alone cannot give us an ade- 
quate idea of Christianity, or take the place of living examples of the 
deepest piety and highest spirituality. The best way is to have the di- 
rect influence of persons who have such a rieh spiritual experience, [ 
cannot tell you how many and how long we need such persons; I may 
say only, the more and the longer, the better, x 

4. We need missionaries for the cause of international peace and the 
culture of universal brotherhood. This is specially so for such a coun- 
try as Japan, which for so many centuries was secluded from the rest 
of the world, and has only recently come into the comity of nations. 

There may be in Japan many good representatives of North America 
and Europe, among the mercantile class, newspaper correspondents, 
diplomats, etc., but they might easily be tempted to consider things only 
in their own interest. But missionaries are in a position freer than 
others from personal considerations, so that they can see the situation 
better and go into the very heart of things. The words they are pro- 


claiming are words of peace, in a sense higher and deeper than those 
of any others. So they are as a class the messengers of peace and good 


will. It is my experience that people who have friendly intercourse 
with missionaries have broader views of the world and humanity, even 
though they are not themselves Christians. 


I\want here to bear my testimony to the great usefulness of mission- 
aries of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society and their helpers. | 


The peculiar conditions among Oriental women demand Christian work- 
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ers of their own sex. The Mission girls’ schools are very successful in 


their work, and more and more needed. 
You and I never imagined before that there would be any anxiety or 
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- suspicion between these friendly nations, such as America and Japan. 


But some unscrupulous writers and speakers on both sides of the Pa- 
cific Ocean annoy us frequently by publishing the probability of ill will 
or distrust between the two nations. Believing that the leaders of the 
nations are wise enough to see the real situation, I think there should 
be no danger of disturbing the peaceful relations herween America and 
Japan. Let me enumerate my views: 

First. The Japanese Government and people could not be so for- 
getful of the great favor shown to them repeatedly by the American 
Government and people from the time of opening the country to the 
world until the present time. | 

Second. Japan would not be so blind as to sacrifice the immense 
commercial profit accruing from the trade relations between our two 
countries. In brief, the whole foreign trade of Japan in 1908 was $406,- 
768,378. Now what per cent: of it with America? $99,816,571. It is 
almost one-fourth of the whole. Can she easily sacrifice such an enor- 
mous trade relation, the balance of which is so decidedly in our favor? 

Third, Japan has a fresh memory of the lamentable events, with the 
thousand difficulties and troubles in connection with the war. Widows, 
orphans, and childless parents deserted by the war are the object les- 
sons to our people every day. Indeed, Japan’s tears have not been dried 

Fourth. Japan’s hands are full of works. Not to speak of the in- 
terior affairs, there are hundreds of hard and expensive works in Ko- 
rea, Manchuria, and Saghalien. And even in Formosa, the 200,000 abo- 
riginals on the mountains are not in order yet. Under such conditions, 
Japan has not any leisure time to interfere with the masing ded of her 
good neighbors who never did any harm to her. | 


Our MIssION WORK. 
Following the good example of the mother Churches, we hae a Home 


Mission. work under the control of the Board of Missions of the Japan 


Methodist Church. Our Home Mission work is divided into two branch- 
es. One is to help local churches to self-support, the other is the plant- 
ing of new Methodist churches among the Japanese in Korea. As to 
the former work, inherited from the Canadian branch of the United 


_ Church, we have been: helping four churches for a time; but three of 


them have since become wholly self-supporting in the three years since 
union, and the other one will also be in the near future; so we are 
ready now to*help other needy but promising churches. The latter 
work, namely, that in Korea, inherited from the Methodist Episcopal 
side, was started with only two Methodist families, including the preach- 
er’s own, Rev. H. Kihara, in the midst of the confusion which attended 


| the stent part ~ the Russo-J Japanese War. After six years of hard work 
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- among. these self-satisfied and unsettled Japanese sojourners in Korea, 
there are now three organized societies—one in Seoul, one in Pyeng- 
yang, and another in Chemulpo—each having smaller out-stations. 
These constitute the Seoul District of the Japan Methodist Church. 
There are nearly three hundred church members. The annual expenses 
of this district amount to about $2,000 in gold, and more than half of 
this sum is paid from local receipts. The Christians in Korea, both 
Japanese and Koreans, are on good terms. They help greatly in pro- 
moting mutual understanding among their fellow-countrymen. Al- 
though few in number, the Japanese Christians are doing good’ service 
in ala ag Korean churches in various lines. 

Now, one urgent necessity in this. work, which must always go on 
parallel lines with the Korean work, is to provide a suitable building 
_ for worship and a parsonage in Seoul, the capital, While there are 

many substantial and commodious churches, owned by the various Mis- 


sions, for Korean services, it is very difficult to draw the best elements 


among our Japanese residents without a suitable church. The Seoul 
Church is raising funds for the purpose of building a suitable church. 
_ The late Prince Ito, while he was in the position of Resident General of 

‘Korea, gave five thousand yen ($2,500) for the Pyengyang Church, so 


we have a neat little church. We must have a bigger one in Seoul, the © 


capital. It needs $10,000 to cover the whole expense. Any help and any 
amount donated by anybody will be a great encouragement for that self- 
sacrificing body of Japanese Methodists in Korea. I will accept with 


gratitude any contribution, however small. Please remember it, and tell . 


your good friends of it. 

_ Finally, whatever may be our present organization, we are your chil- 
dren. The independence and autonomy of the Japanese Church were 
one unavoidable result of the union, and we all believe it was the best 
‘means of forwarding the kingdom of God in Japan. Our chief aim was 
not autonomy itself, but the best means of bibs ait the evangelization 


of Japan. 
' Let me reiterate here my hearty thanks for your fatherly kindness 


as a great Church, for all you have done for us and are now doing; and - 


I promise you we shall do our best in the battle for the cause of our 
common Master, who gave himself for us. 


ADDRESS OF REV. T. H. LEWIS, D.D., OF THE METHODIST 
PROTESTAN T CHURCH, 


Mr. President, Fathers, and Brethren : I have laid before you the cre- 


dentials of my mission to you as a representative of the General Con- 


ference of the Methodist Protestant Church, and [ avail myself of your | 


courteous permission to explain more fully the purpose of those (whe 
sent me, 
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To come to the matter at once, the burden of my message is the union 
of American Methodism. 

We know that for almost a score of years your Commissioners have 
been negotiating with those of another great Methodist body to bring 
about what has been officially termed “Methodist Federation,” and that 
a number of important results have been accomplished through these 
negotiations. Of course the whole subject, therefore, is one to which 
many of you have given profound thought, and it would be presumption 
for us to offer any help to you, either of ideas or inspiration. But it 
will not seem strange to you that many not of your communion should 
have been: following the course of these negotiations with solicitous 
hope, and should be still praying that the final result might be some- 
thing more Methodistic than “Federation” and more accelerating than 
negotiation. It is on behalf of theSe benevolent spectators that I come 
to speak, and to ask you to admit into a closer relation than that of 
spectators the Methodist Protestant Church. | 

Ours is a comparatively small Church of something less than two hun- 
dred thousand members, with more than eighty years of not altogether 
unnoteworthy history behind it. Sent out as a voice in the wilderness 
to protest against the exclusion of laymen from the councils of the 
Church, we have lived to see every branch of Methodism admit that our 
fathers were right, and adopt one or more of our principles. However, 
we ought not to call them “our principles,” for we claim no monopoly in 
them; they are warranted to work well in any ecclesiastical machinery, 
and the more you have of them, the more you will want. 

It may be only a fancy, but we have thought that since our people in 
1828 took the lead in showing Methodists how to separate, we might be 
as successful in showing them how to get together. We tried it on our- 
selves first, like honorable physicians, and the wound healed by first in- 
tention and left no scar...Our Northern and Southern Methodist Prot- 
estants have been one since 1877. Now we are ambitious for a larger 
field. We seem to hear the sound of a going in the tops of the mulber- 


ry trees. Great events are blowing their signals on ‘the horizon of 


Methodism, and we are eager to stand with those who shall catch the 
first notes of that charge which our Captain will order as soon as his 
hosts are in line. If we cannot help very much we shall not hinder at 
all, yl we have a feeling that we belong there, for hereunto were we 
called. 4, 

No observer can fail to see that all the signs of the times suggest un- 
ion in all human activities, From the humblest trades to the agitations 
of world-wide diplomacy, everywhere the keynote is union. The most 
notable inventions of the last fifty years, although varied by every oth- 
er circumstance, have been marvelously directed to one purpose: to 
bring separated communities closer together. And now the greatest 


minds in finance and in statesmanship are devoting themselves to this 


as the dominant question of the hour. To achieve economies in time and 


lJabor and money, to promote efficiency in men and methods, to improve 
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results in quality and quantity, to substitute sane codperation for bar- 
baric competition, is the programme of the business world, and union is 
_ the philosophy of the twentieth century, the ideal to which the ‘wars and 
- hates and prejudices of national, social, and racial divisions have at last 

driven us—‘the parliament of man, the federation of the world.” 

Under the inspiration of this spirit of the age, we turn to the religious 
world, and we are forced to ask, Why should the children of the world 
be wiser in their generation than the children of light? Or, to put the 
question in that concrete form which directly concerns us, Why should 


not the Methodists of America.unite? I put it in this negative way so 


as to answer first those who would forbid the banns. 

1. Some say the thing has gone beyond us in the number and variety 
of the different elements to be brought together. The total Methodist 
community in this country is divided into nineteen separate organiza- 
tions, and aggregates 6,468,224 communicants. As a union problem 


that looks, it must be confémed, rather formidable. But in this day of 


analysis we must not be frightened by aggregates; and this imposing dif- 
ficulty falls into several manageable pieces at the first touch of analysis. 
We first deduct, as not properly belonging to our immediate problem 
at all, eight organizations of colored Methodists with a total member- 
ship of 1,261,993. From the eleven remaining organizations of white 
Methodists we must deduct two which went out of existence while the 
last report was being made up, and one other which is in fact composed 
of two independent congregations. This leaves eight; but five of these 
have an aggregate membership ranging from 1,782 to 32,166, and a com- 
bined membership of 76,257. I should be the last to speak slightingly 
of small Churches; but when we are talking of difficulties we must look 


them in the face, and I say with all respect that it takes more than this — 


to make a difficulty when the union of American Methodism is consid- 
ered. Making all these deductions, we have 5,128,813 white American 
Methodists, or 98% per cent. of them all, divided among three denomi- 
nations. So that the real problem reduces itself to just this, how to get 


three Methodist bodies together. Nay, it is simpler than that. The 


Methodist Protestant Church is one of the three, and it has by formal 
resolution solemnly dedicated itself to this proposition. The Methodist 
Episcopal Church is one of the three, and the General Conference of that 
Church sent to our General Conference of 1908 an invitation to join 
them in inaugurating a movement for a reunited and common Metho- 
dism in America. And when I had the honor to address their General 
Conference in response to this invitation and said some simple thing 


about the glory of this conception, the whole audience rose at once and 


nearly scared me to death with the tumultuous demonstration of their 


applause. So that two of the three have said “Yes”; and the third at — 


the first opportunity is now being asked. ae is only one more 
“Yes” to be said, and it is up to you. 


2. There are some who seem to think that this union is impracticable 
on account of geographical difficulties. -It appears that the two largest 
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bodies of Methodism are severally dinkeitratsa in the Northern and South- 
ern sections of our country. Both have representatives in both sections, 
but one is distinctively the Methodism of the South and the other of. 
the North. I have heard it suggested that it would be impracticable to 
unite these because one body could not legislate wisely for communities 
so widely separated. But if I am not mistaken, both General Confer- 
ences of these Churches are bravely undertaking this very thing now 
with no suspicion of its impracticability. The General Conference here 
assembled will legislate, as I understand, for churches that stretch from 
here to the Pacific Oce in and if you stop short of the forty-ninth par- 
allel north, it is only a*limitation in esse, not in posse, and one all of 


_you are striving hopefully to overcome. The other General Conference 
has no form of prayer, I believe, for the Lord to limit their territory 


SO as to increase their effectiveness. And I fail to understand why that 


which ‘is not a difficulty to either separately could become a aprrverried to 
both together. 


On the other hand, it is, one might almost say, a providential invita- 
tion, that the actual distribution of Methodist churches makes possible 


the union without the necessity of closing those already established. 


Not one per cent. of the sixty thousand Methodist churches in America, 
I venture to say; would be closed by the union. The work has been lo- 
cated so generally to meet actual needs that it must go on in any case, 
and there would be only the geet ned changing —e in the running of 
these organizations. 

Moreover, what has been done can be done. The United Methodist 
Protestant Church was as much separated by a North and South line 


prior to 1877 as the two Methodist Episcopal Churches are now. You > 


may think this demonstration is not big enough to be regarded as any 
more than a model; but it is a working model—anyhow, it goes all right. 
The fact is, the union of our two sections is so complete that it consti- 
tutes almost the only barrier to our union with these larger bodies sep- 
arately. Our Southern brethren, might unite with you and our North- 
ern brethren with the Methodist Episcopal Church but for the fact that 
they love one another too well to Separate, and they won't go anywhere 


_ unless they can go together. 


3. Shall we consider the political difficulties in the way of this union? 
Perhaps if I had asked that question privately, my mentor would have 
found some polite way of reminding me that “fools rush in where an- 


gels fear to tread.” But some mention of this phase of the question is 
- 4nevitable, and if I am going to spoil this speech it will only be a dif- 


ference of twenty minutes between spoiling it now and at the end. 
It is easy to say the war is over, slavery is a thing of the past, and, 


the cause of the division being removed, the sections have only to re- 


sume the relations of old. I profess to think a little deeper than that. 
I think I understand how you feel about some things as essential and 
preliminary. I come from a state that gave birth to the truest national 


song and the strongest state-rights song that have yet been written— 
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“The Star-spangled Banner,” and “Maryland, My Maryland.” We think 
we know both the North and the South better than either knows the oth- 
er, at least our sympathies are enlisted with both, and we have the ear- 
nest wish to understand that we may help both. 

_ We understand, as to this question of union, that you wait to be sure 
that the cause behind the cause of division is as dead as the cause itself. 
You are not willing to put the race question where it can be determined 
by a majority vote. And you want guarantees that Methodist union, 
when it comes, will be a real union of those who can live together in the 
Church and out of the Church in the bond of perfectness. These are 
grave questions, and I do not presume ‘to offer a perfect solution of them. 
But I should despair of Christianity if I thought they were insoluble, 
and I will, with the greatest deference, offer three remarks upon them. 


1, It is a mistaken idea that a majority or even a great number of 


the Methodists of the North have a settled disposition to combat these 


convictions or to bind upon you their negations as a sine qua non of | 


union, Having in view the experience of my own Church, I do not say 
this at random, although I have time only to say it. | 

2. It ts not for you who have evolved a statesmanship capable of 
| neutralizing the most mischievous effects of a legislation conceived in 

the heat and passion of war, and who have redeemed the honor and 
prosperity of your communities in an unparalleled degree, to say that 
you are helpless before this same difficulty when it stands in the way of 
a united Methodism, or anything you really want to do. ace 
_ 8. We have the substantial nucleus of a solution in the concrete fact 
that more than eighty per cent. of all the colored Methodists in this 
country are already organized as separate Methodist Churches, and less 
than 300,000 remain to be considered in this problem at all. Is it not 
reasonable to expect that the same reasons that urge the five million 
white Methodists to unite would equally urge the one million and a half 
colored Methodists to do likewise? And whether it does or not, is it 
not timorous to regard with dismay a problem that, resolved into its 


most acute terms, is only this, What shall be done with three hundred | 


thousand colored Methodists in a union of more than five million white 
Methodists? I do not need to exhort you to have faith in God. It is 
only necessary to have faith in ourselves and in one another. 

- Tam not so sanguine as to persuade myself that these are all the dif- 
ficulties in our way; but it is fair, I think, to say that they are typical, 
$f not the principal difficulties; and that with these overcome what 
might still be said against union would be largely personal or local. 
Neither do I forget that when we have shown that there is no good rea- 
son why American Methodists should not unite, we have not proved 


necessarily that they should. Well, I now address myself to that, and. 


now my message shall be a plea. I will appeal from the ‘twentieth cen- 
tury to the eighteenth; from. the names that divide us to the name that 


no division has persuaded us to lose; from the accidents and appear- 
- ances that change with time and place to the immortal substance that | 
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alike. 
from the same hymn book, and can feel equally at home in any Metho-

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can know no change and that survives all shock; I appeal to our spir- 
itual kinship as the supreme reason why we should come into one great 
household. 

In many respects all Methodists are alike. Our forms of service are 
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We not only can preach from the same Bible, but we can sing 


dist service. We are similar in our forms of government. There are 

differences or differentiations, but they all spring from the same stock 
and they all have the great traits—an itinerant ministry, a personal] ex- 
perience as the test of membership, and a series of Conferences as the 
We are identical in doctrine, not only formally 
in still printing in our Discipline the Articles received from Wesley, but 


actually in still preaching the same great themes with the same great 


earnestness. Now I mention these items hurriedly, but they are not. in- 
significant. On the contrary, if we would take our minds awhile from 


_ the obstacles to look steadfastly at these shining identicals, they would 


loom large on the horizon of our judgment. I venture the assertion 
that there is not another divided ecclesiasticism on this continent of 
which these statements can be as fully made. However, this is not what 
I am thinking of when I speak of our spiritual kinship. 

We are all called Methodists; for, although we all revere the memory 
of that great man who under God began this movement, Wesleyanism 
does not sufficiently describe us. Those who called Wesley and his com- 
panions Methodists were attempting, whether adequately or in mere 
scorn, to describe the type of religion he professed; and the name still 
stands for this distinctive type of religious profession, and this religious 
profession is what I mean by our spiritual kinship. I have called this 
the supreme reason for the union of Methodists, and I must ask your 
indulgence while I attempt to make good this claim by a brief analysis 
of what is contained in this religious profession and what force it has 
as an argument for our union. 

When Methodism is called a distinctive type of religious profession, 
it is meant, I think, to say that neither its ritual nor its form of 
Church government, nor even its theological system, constitutes Metho- 
dism. The first two are purely accidental, and the third is traditional. 
That which makes us Methodists is a distinctive form of religious ex- 
perience in the individual. 

First of alk Methodism is a spiritual cowtena in the individual life. 
When John Wesley’s heart was “strangely warmed” in the little prayer 


meeting in Aldersgate street, he became the first Methodist; and with- 


out respect to age or creed or social condition, Methodism has gone on 
ever since making converts by warming their hearts; breaking up the 


crust of a complacent morality with, “Ye must be born again”; and in- 


sisting that “if any man be in Christ, he is a new creature.” This, said 
Wesley, is the grand depositwm confided to Methodists. He did not 


mean, of course, to claim that spirituality was the possession of Metho- 


dists only, for “if any man have not the spirit of Christ he is none of 
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his”; but he meant that while other Churches had their genesis in this 


or that occasion, Methodism was a spiritual revival purely and solely. 
There was no other cause or condition; no controversy, great or small, 
no intellectual upheaval, no new alignment of social forces, no -political 
Jrotkion None of these and nothing else account for Methodism, but 
the dead formalism in the Church of its day and the almost total disap- 
pearance of spiritual realities in the world around it. Against this wall 
of death God lifted up an ensign to the people from afar, and behold they 
came with speed swiftly; none were weary nor stumbled among them; 
none slumbered nor slept; neither was the girdle of their loins loosed, 
nor the latchet of their shoes broken. They came without purse or 
‘sword, without prestige or powerful connections. Men scoffed at them, 
beat them, covered them with obloquy and called them Methodists, but 
they wrought righteousness, obtained promises, out of weakness were 
made strong, and turned to flight the armies of the aliens, because they 
were alive unto God through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Methodism,.in the second place, is a state of spiritual certainty in the 


individual consciousness. The spirituality of Methodists marks itself — 


off from every form of mysticism by this experience of personal certifi- 


cation. How near Wesley came to being a mystic may be seen in the 
strong influence of Zinzendorf and Swedenborg over him at one time. 


He parted from them just when they parted from the plain, natural 
sense of Scripture. But he parted also from the theologians of his day 
who refused to permit the individual consciousness to assert itself or 
even to reveal itself in the presence of the plain word of Scripture. And 
so Methodists have always claimed the power and the right to know 
whom they have believed and what they hope for. | 

Spirituality and knowledge are to them the same things; they begin 
to know when they begin to be spiritually alive. What their critics call 
enthusiasm, they call philosophy. They claim itis like our knowledge 
of locality, which always begins with “orienting” ourselves; like our 
knowledge of matter, which always bégins with discriminating our own 
self from our own body. So knowledge of salvation must begin with a 


" knowledge of being personally saved. And, in fact, all we ever . 


know about salvation is our own experience of it. 

Nothing was more offensive to the contemporaries of Wesley than his 
insistence upon this fact. Without a spiritual experience themselves, 
| they could only say, One thing we know, that since we are blind nobody 
can see. Hence they called the professions of Wesley mere fanatical rav- 
ing, and those who were deluded by him fit for the madhouse. 
And he came unto Oxford, where he had been brought up. And when 
he had opened the Book he found the place;where it was written, “The 
Spirit itself beareth witness with our spiritithat we are the children of 
God.” “And this is the witness of God which he hath testified of’ his 
Son, He that believeth on the Son of God bath the witness in himself.” 
And he began to say unto them, This day ‘fs this Scripture fulfilled in 


your ears. And all they in the university when they heard these. things 
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were filled with wrath and rose up and thrust him out of the city. Then 
he turned to the poor sheep that had no shepherd, the plain people, the 
ignorant, the despised; and their hearts burned within them, while he 
talked with them by the way, and while he opened to them the Scriptures. 


No wonder they responded with transports of joy that seemed madness 
“They saw God and did eat. and drink.” 
It was as if for the first time they heard that God dwells also with him 


that is of a contrite and humble spirit. Out of the mist of ignorance and 


indifference they emerged into the light of the knowledge of the glory 
of God. Yhey were brought face to face with spiritual sublimities and 


gave their life a significance undreamed of before, and-the experience — 
of heavenly certainties expanded their poor souls until their lowly tent . 


broke asunder and let in the light of the everlasting stars. —. , 


There remains a third, inevitable thing to say of Methodism. To have 


one’s spiritual life quickened, and to have the assurance of forgiven sin 
certified to the consciousness, mean one inexorable consequence—evan- 
gelization; and Methodism has always been and must always be, as long 
as it is true to itself, a spiritual evangelization. It may have wheels 
for decorative or accommodative purposes, but the spirit of the living 
creature will always be in the wheels. Thus Methodism is a trinity. It 
began with a spiritual revival in the heart; but if it had stopped there, 
it would have been no better than mysticism. It was a state of spiritual 


certainty in the consciousness; but if it had gone no further, it would © 


have degenerated into a selfish egotism. It was not so to remain, for 
Methodism had seen a vision of the Lord of hosts. “And there flew one 
of the seraphim unto it, having a live coal in his hand, which he had 
taken with the tongs from off the altar; and he laid it upon its mouth, 
and said, Lo, this hath touched thy lips; and thine iniquity is taken 
away, and thy; sin is purged. And when the voice of the Lord was 
heard, saying, Whom shall I send, and who will go for us?” Methodiany 
shouted in glad surrender, “Here am I; send me.” 

‘For a Methodist to carry abroad the glad tidings is not so much a 
duty as a rapturous privilege. It was because they so regarded.it that 
the early Methodists took joyfully the spoiling of their goods, yea, more- 
over, bonds and imprisonments, that they might testify of the gospel of 
the grace of God. It was for this that a great multitude came out of 


‘mines and shops and factories, unlearned and ignorant men, but whose 


experience was so vital and so real that they could not stay; and, asking 
no hire, bearing no other credentials, unmitered and unafraid, they en- 


tered upon the holiest crusade of evangelization this world has seen since 


= Drees of the apostles. It was not to build up a sect, nor to propagate 
ed; it was evangelization pure and simple, telling the good news 
aa e love of the news and of those who so much needed to hear it. 


The great soul of Wesley, unhasting, unresting, traveling a quarter 


of/a million miles andpreaching forty thousand sermons, asking noth- 


ing and caring for nothing but to save souls from death, was only the 
glorious type of the Methodist evangelist, whose soul is still marching 
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on, scattering fire a the earth and spreading sertptural holiness over all 
lands. 

This, as I understand it, is: Methodism. And now what has this long 
digression to do with the subject we are supposed to be pr eer 
Methodist union? It has this to do with it: y 


1. “It’s the old-time religion, 
And it’s good enough for us aul.” 


2, But divisions among Methodists have always proceeded along me- 
chanical lines. We have disputed about names and foolish questions 
and genealogies and fightings about the law which are unprofitable and 
vain. But the spiritual unity of Methodists has never been broken. 
This is its seamless robe which it would be sacrilege to rend or to cast 
lots for. And 3. Every: division among Methodists to-day is an anom- 
aly; it is a contradiction of that unity of inner spiritual life and of outer 
spiritual activity which makes us Methodists, which we received not 
from men, neither were we taught it, but it came to us through the rev- 
elation of Jesus Christ. In the presence of this holiest fact of Metho 
dism and of the holiest law of unity, we have the right to demand. 
“What God has joined together, let not man put asunder.” 

I say, therefore, that this is the supreme reason for Methodist Union. 
Those who desire it most are not moved by the vulgar ambition of mak- 


ing a small Church large or a large Church largest.. They are looking . 


at a world grown sordid with a lust of money and of power and of 
pleasure; a world encased in an armor of indifference that seems im- 
penetrable to the shafts of God’s message, blatant with infidelity. and 
mocking the simple faith of our fathers. They are looking at a Prot- 
estantism that is steadily retreating to the formalism of the seventeenth 
‘century, that is concerning itself more and more with names and cere- 
monies, that is spending most of its energies in “attempting to put a 
patch of physical amelioration on the old body of sin and death, and 
' that satisfies its utmost expectations with the prophecy of an ethical 
revival. They are looking at Methodists divided and estranged, pos- 
sessing the same soul and refusing to live in the same body, praying to 
the same Christ for the same things and going out to spend their 
strength in wasteful competition with one another. They are not in- 
- yoking the magic of a name, nor alluring the imagination with a vision 
of a dominant Methodism. They want no dominant ecclesiasticism in 
this free America, nor any solidarity to dictate to the individual con- 
science in spiritual or temporal affairs. But because they believe that in 
a united Methodism lies the hope of the spiritual rejuvenescence of the 
world; because they believe that a revival of Methodism as Methodism 
will lead again to a revival of all the spiritual forces of Protestantism; 
because they believe that the revival of Methodism is waiting upon the 


union of Methodism, and that when our separate altars unite, our divid- - 


ed fires will fuse into one majestic flame which by God’s, grace will fill 
the world and never be put out; they will not cease to cry aloud for. the 
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union of those who by spiritual generation belong together. In the 
name, therefore, of this supreme spiritual kinship, as ambassadors for 
Christ, as though God did beseech you by them, they pray you in Christ's 
stead, be ye reconciled to one another. 

Nearly thirty years ago I heard for the first time a plea for Methodist 
union by one of my own communion; and my secret thought was that 
he was disloyal to his own Church. It has not been ten years since I 
myself wrote a paper to support the foolish thesis that Methodist union 

- was impracticable and undesirable. And there have been many with 
ho more wisdem nor loyalty to Christ who have kept on demanding of 
those timid souls who ventured to suggest union, to give reasons, on 
peril] of being denounced as traitors, to give reasons why Methodists 
should unite. But times are changing. A new force has come into the 
Methodist elecforate; and now a voice is heard, no longer timid, and 
growing in volume and emphasis as it rolls from the great commonalty 
of Methodism, demanding of us, preachers, officials, and leaders, to give 
them, the lay people, reasons why Methodists should remain apart. 
Bishop Merrill, who has been quoted here as the ablest legal mind in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, said it was not the people but the preachers 
who divided Methodism, and that the preachers are responsible for the 
continuance of the opposition to reunion, so far as such opposition ex- 
ists.. Whether that is a just verdict, I do not undertake to decide; but 
I do know that this question of union is emphatically a laymen’s ques- 
tion; I do know that even if there were general resistance to it on the 
part of the preachers of to-day, which I do not believe, yet such is the 
influence of laymen in the councils of Methodism that they will have 
union when they make up their minds that they want it; and I believe 
that when they leave their business affairs long enough to think over 
this question they will make up their minds that they want it and can 
have it, and a great union movement will sweep over Methodism that 
nothing can resist; that will dissipate prejudice and opposition as the 
sun scatters the mist, and will rehabilitate Methodism in its spiritual 
heritage of love for one another and zeal for saving men such as has not 
been witnessed since the days of Wesley. “And who knoweth, O lay- 
men, Whether you are come to the kingdom for such a time as this?” 
And I think the plain layman will then formulate his conviction some- 
what in this way: If Jesus Christ is willing for us to unite and declares 
that such a union would demonstrate his Messiahship to the world; and 
if the Holy Ghost prefers to comato those who are gathered together in 

One place and with one accord; and if the last word John Wesley sent 
to America was, “Lose no opportunity of declaring to all men that 

Methodists are one people in all the world”; then in what name, or by 

what authority, will any forbid us, who have always been one in fact, 
from becoming one in appearance? “Jesus I know, and John bene I 
know, but who are ye?” 
The times are calling for a great evangelistic movement. The whole 
Christian Church of America made a net gain last year of only 2.7 per 
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cent. At this rate it will not overtake our unchurched population in | 
two hundred and fifty years. If any part of the Church should feel this — 


reproach, it is Methodism, for to turn men from darkness to light and 
from the power of Satan to God has ever been its sole mission. Yet 
Methodism last year made a gain of only 0.8 per cent. O brethren of the 
ministry, is it not time for us, the successors of the glorious apostles 
of Methodist evangelization, to cry out, “Where is the Lord God of Eli- 
jah?”—to ask what it is that hinders Methodism from doing what it 
was raised up to do in the eighteenth century? It has the same gospel; 

it has better instrumentalities; it has wider knowledge, vaster resources, 
and its hundreds have grown into millions. But these are not sufficient. 
The old enthusiasm is lacking, the old unselfish ardor for souls. De- 
nominational zeal has eaten up its love for men. And because love is 
- gtill the victory of the world, the triumph of the cross, Christ is calling 
~ us to a new baptism of love. He is waiting to see extorted from this 
generation the word that conquered the first enemies of the Church, 
“See how these Christians love one another!” He is waiting, and pray- 
ing as he waits, to see Methodism give this demonstration again, to show 
that they love their brethren whom they have seen as they claim to love 
Him whom they have not seen, to love them more than they love the 
things that separate them, and to make all men exclaim, “See how these 
Methodists love one another!” Then the old fires will rekindle, and the 


world will believe that Christ has sent them, and he will see of the |

cisive “struggle has begun between light and darkness, between truth 
and error, between love and hate, between the Crescent and the Cross. 
Islam came as a new and better religion to Arabia a thousand years 
It comes asa hew and better religion to parts of Africa to-day. 
But it is like Lot’s wife; it set out with a forward look, but turned back 
and became 4a pillar of salt, lifeless and fixed, but with a semblance of 
spiritual reality. Yet it sways more than a third of the human race, 
and is the most dangerous rival confronting the Church in the task of 
converting the idolatrous races of mankind. It presents greater diff- 


tulties, perhaps, because of its mixture of truth and error and its fierce 
. fanaticism, than the Roman Empire presented to the Apostolic Church. 


But Methodism has sounded the bugle-call of a great advance upon ig- 
norance, the cruelties the enthroned iniquities of the Mohammedan 
world. 

I congratulate you further, brethren, that you have guarded well the 
altar fires of Methodism. God said to Israel, and the message is to us 
“The fire shall be ever burning upon the altar; it shall never go. 


out.” Fire is the symbol of divine presence, of divine leadership, of tri- 


-umphant victory. The victories of the Apostolic Church began in the 
~ “touch of fire. Our Lord said to his disciples, as he separated from them, 


Wait for the fire, “tarry at Jerusalem until ye be indued with power 
from on high.” Methodism began in a touch of fire when the heart of 
John Wesley, the little Englishman, was strangely warmed in the Lon- 
don chapel. On that day a new era began in Christian life and in Chris- 
tian theology. With Wesley the movement began of construing Chris- 
tianity no longer as a series of separate doctrines, but as life and spir- 


-itual unity, and, above all, as a living experience. Out of it came a 


warmer and more joyous interpretation of the gospel. The strtiggle 


‘with Calvinism, then dominating Protestantism, endured for more than 


a century and a half, when, in the last decade of the nineteenth cen- 
tury, John of Geneva capitulated to John of Oxford. Calvinism brought 
great and enduring elements into human life. It is doubtful if democ- 
racy and the true civil order would ever have settled.on the right basis 
without it. But it was somewhat dim in its spiritual outlook. It hid 
the Father behind the moral governor, and Both behind inscrutable de- 
crees, until it almost denied that God could be known, or that Christ re- 
vealed the Father. But the mists rolled away that bright May morning 
when Wesley’s heart was strangely warmed. Wesley’s distinct contri- 
bution to the Church and the world was his testimony to the Spirit’s 
immediate action and witness in the soul. It was the recovery of sim- 
plicity, the certainty, the joy, the fire of the Apostolic Church. The 
essential and enduring thing in Christianity, as our Lord declared to 


Peter, is the immediate revelation of the Father to the individual soul. 


Its immovable rock-is not dogma or an. ecclesiastical order, but a vital 
The true theory of the 
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_ Church is not tactual grace, apostolic succession, and touch through the 

ages, but rather the Spirit’s touch and fire from heaven, transforming 
human personality into divine likeness and fellowship. Other churches 
may say, with the Captajn on the stair, “With great price obtained [ this 
liberty.” Methodism responds with Paul, “But I was free born.” That 
little company that worshiped with Barbara Heck and Philip Embury in 
a sail loft in New York; the group of pioneers with shining faces, whose 

hearts the Lord had touched, who gathered in Strawbridge’s log house 
on Sam’s Creek in Maryland; that cottage prayer meeting in Missouri 
where Marvin was converted; the praying saints around the altar at 
that camp meeting in Ohio where Matthew Simpson came through,— 
each was more truly the Church of Jesus Christ than the Ecumenical 
Council that proclaimed the infallibility of the Pope, for each had the 
true spiritual marks, the Divine Presence, the touch of fire, and convert- 
ing power. Methodism stands for the verification of truth in experience. 
A man is poorer for everything he doubts in the Gospels. Miracles have 
their place and value ir the record, but the supreme miracle is the per’ 
petual one of conversion from sin. Very few could verify the miracles 
in the record; but Jesus Christ is the same yesterday, to-day, and for- 
ever, and his power to save from sin, to release from the dominion of 
it and the love of it, we can verify to-day as directly and ‘distinctly as 
Peter, John, or Paul verified it. This living experience is the altar fire 
that must never go out: God-consciousness, at once the life and glory of 
Methodism and of Christianity. Brethren, this fire, I believe, is burn- 
ing upon your altars with as pure and vital flame as anywaere in all 
the world. In God’s name, guard it most sacredly. 

The Church is threatened, at least among us, with a subtle invasion ~ 

of pantheism. It comes in the guise of a benevolent philosophy that 
would open our Ark and explain its contents to us, It starts out with the 
principles of monistic idealism, and would from this explain the uni- 
verse. When it is through, we are robbed of a personal God. Atone- 
ment, we are told, is a splendid illustration of the altruism of a tre- 
mendously good man; conversioma bracing of the will for moral endeav- 
or; sanctification, progressive ethical culture; immortality, to be inves- 
tigated by the psychical society; the resurrection, a harmless dream— 
_ alas! the fire is out. It is said that a progressive philosopher of this | 
sort, a theological professor, was explaining to an audience the conver- 
sion of St. Paul on the theory of a sunstroke. A Scotchman, who had 
gotten through at a Methodist altar and knew it, arose and asked the © 
privilege of making a suggestion. It was granted, and this was the sug- 
gestion: “When you return, Professor, take your faculty and the stu- 
dents out into the sun and leave them there a good while. This old 
world needs nothing so much as Pauline sunstrokes, when you consider 
| all that has come out of that wonderful experience. £

us, the prime need of the age is still the new man in Christ Jesus, and 
that is not possible without the touch of fire. With us the dominant | 
note, that is stirring the aspiration and rallying the forces of the Church 
from ocean to ocean, is evangelism, replenianing: — the altar fire of 
early Methodism. 

It is a matter of mutual joy that God has honored Methodism with a 


foremost place in the modern missionary. movement that is profoundly 


stirring the Church. At N iagara Falls, just above the precipice, the wa- 
‘ters rush together and flash and sing before they leap the final barrier 
that separates them from the open sea. Well, sir, the Churches of the 
living God are flowing: together, concentrating, flashing their banners, 
and singing jubilant songs, before they leap the final barrier that sep- 
arates them from the open sea of the world. Methodism was born with 
a missionary impulse. Thomas Coke, its first Bishop, is still calling to 
the Church from the depths of the Indian Ocean to advance to the con- 
quest of the earth. Melville B. Cox speaks to us, like Abel, from his 
lonely grave in Africa to lift the Dark Continent into the light and the 
glory of God. About 500 A.D., Mohammedanism arose, checking the ad- 

~~ -yance of Christianity eastward. About 1000 A.D. the Papacy was firmly 
established under Hildebrand. About 1500 A.D., the Reformation broke 
like a new dawn upon the world. According to the swinging of the di- 
vine pendulum, another great epoch in the history of Christianity is due 
in the twentieth century—perhaps the greatest since the days of the 
apostles. It is already taking form in the daring, aggressive, world- 
embracing, missionary programme of the Church. In the Bellefontaine 
Cemetery at St. Louis there is a notable monument over the grave of 
‘Clark, of the Lewis and Clark Expedition. On one side it is recorded 
that he carried the flag through four thousand miles of trackless wilder- 
ness and planted it on the shore of the Western Ocean. On the western 
“Behold, I have set the whole 
land before you; go ye up and possess it.” Well, God in our day has lift- 
ed the veil that has hung over the Pacific Ocebn from the beginning of 
time, and is saying to his Church: “Behold, I have set all lands before 
you; go ye up and possess them.” =——™ 
All linés of progress are converging in these days. More shi a cen- 
tury and a half ago, Sir Isaac Newton made a prophecy almost as start- 
ling as his announcement of‘ the law of gravitation: “I believe,” he said, _ 
“from the study of God’s word, that in the future he will greatly ac- 
celerate the movement of converting the world and accomplish the work 
suddenly. But I am convinced, also, from the study of the Word, that 
before that comes to pass, there will be a marvelous increase in the 
speed of transportation on the earth. I believe that in the providence 
of God, though the method now be entirely hidden, men will yet travel 
on the earth at the rate of fifty miles an hour.” The world laughed at 
him; an increase of speed from eight to fifty miles an hour was utterly 
beyond the frontier of its thought. The keen and caustic Voltaire said 


_ in bitter scorn: “One can see how stupid the old Bible is, in that it has 
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|. . addled the intellect of Sir Isaac Newton, the most acute on the earth, 

| until he talks like a fool. He says the time will come when a man will | 
be at one point on the earth’s surface at the beginning of an hour and 
- fifty miles away at the end of it. Absurd! unthinkable!” But this day 


the prophecy of Newton is fulfilled before our eyes, both as to the rate 
of transportation and communication, and as to accelerated missionary 
movements.. Far beyond Newton’s dream is the reality. When San 
Francisco was shaken by an earthquake, a vessel at sea, eight hundred 
miles from the Atlantic coast, caught the news out of the sky. Nations 


are touching in the air; already science, commerce, and statesmanship 


are recognizing the unity of the race and are meeting in international 
conference and planning for the welfare of mankind. The Court of Ar- 


bitration at The Hague, and the splendid structure erected in Washing- 


ton by the twenty-one American republics and dedicated a few weeks 
ago, with a memorial to peace in every corner of the great hall, are signs 
of the times. It is proposed to’declare wide sections of the Atlantic and 
Pacific, which have become both crowded mail routes and commercial 
paths, neutral zones, within which ships of no nation are to engage in 
combat.. Even now, the keynote struck by the angels over the hills of 
Bethlehem, more than nineteen centuries ago, is beginning to echo over 
the land and sea and around the planet: “On earth peace, and good will 
to men.” | 

The Church of Christ is alert and awake to her opportunity. You 
have been following these great missionary conventions which have been 
stirring the country like a new crusade. You have been thrilled with 
their rallying cry, “The evangelization of the world in this generation.” 
Not that every human being will be converted at once; but long before 


the close of the twentieth century Christianity will no longer be an alien 
- faith in any land under the sun, that every human being born into this 


world shall have the opportunity of the inheritance of the fullness of 
life through our Lord Jesus Christ. Those conventions reached a climax 
in a monstrous gathering in Chicago two weeks:ago. It was another Pen- 
tecost. You think it a singular place for a Pentecost, but multitudes of 
consecrated and aggressive people live there. That convention recalls an 
incident of the German-Austrian war, at the battle of Sadowa. The 
Austrian artillery was mowing down the German lines. Even Von 
Moltke was tense and pale. “General,” asked the old Emperor, “how 
long can we endure this?” “Sire, not another hour,” was the reply. 
Suddenly the smoke was seen to rise on the left over the heights of 


- Chlum-Chlum, taken and lost seven times by the Prussian forces. “What 


does that. mean?” asked the Emperor. “Sire,” said Von Moltke, lifting 
his cap and saluting, his face wreathed in smiles, “it, means that the 


Crown Prince has arrived and the day is ours.” The Crown Prince is in 


action on the field as never before, and the victory of the world’s evan- 
gelization is sure. Through Methodism, in a good degree, our own na- 


tion has had a wondrous training for this hour. Two great events of 
world-wide significance stand closely related in human history. One is_ 
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as the fall of Jericho and the conquest of Canaan.

the transfer of this continent from the Latin to the Anglo-Saxon civi- 
lization, and the other is the rise of Methodism.

from the St. Lawrence, along the Great Lakes, and down the Mississippi 
to the Gulf! Only Almighty God can do such things. While Wolfe was 
maneuvering about Quebec, God was putting John Wesley through some 
maneuvers in England. Whitefield wrote to him from Bristol asking 
him to help him in his great open-air meetings. John hesitated and con- 
sulted the Scripture in a mechanical way, as his custom then was. His 
eyes fell upon these words: “Get thee up into Nebo, and die there.” 
The good Lord and Susannah had considerable trouble jolting John 
into some new visions of truth. But he took his life in his hands and 
went up, and began his wondrous field-preaching, the real beginning of 


-Camp meetings, and died more than a half century later in his own bed 


in London, as serenely as Moses, who died on the top of Pisgah, from 
the kiss of the Eternal, or a daisy that withers.up and floats away on 
the breath of heaven. So when the continent was open, the greatest 
evangelistic movement of history was in motion and ready for the field.

book, pushing theif, way through the wilderness and filling every valley 
with their songs. “Singing masons building roofs of gold.” Yes, they 
carried civilization in their saddlebags, but they carried vastly more; 
they carried the Holy Ghost in their hearts, and the beginning of the 
kingdom of God. | 

But, brothers, God overwhelmed us in answering our prayers. We 
prayed for open doors, and he has opened them forward and backward. 
A tide of alien immigration has been pouring in upon us for years, more 
than a million strong. Its wavelets touch the Southland, but its full 
tide threatens to overwhelm some of our Northern cities. New York 


adds an alien population to itself each year larger than the city of St. 


Louis. Take the Jewish contingent alene. The name of Cohen outnum- 
bers the name of Smith in the city directory of New York. That noble 
patriot, John Smith, is in full retreat before Aardn Cohen. The Island 
of Manhattan, which some think mistakes itself for the whole continent, 
is fast becoming the greatest foreign missionary field on earth. There is 
one street in Chicago in which fifty-seven’ languages are spoken. It re- 


quires more than forty. languages to carry the gospel to the inhabitants 


of a single city in New England. This is no longer the world. of our | 
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grandfathers, but a new one altogether. Our task is not to evangelize 
a homogeneous people, but all nations knocking at our doors. But our 
people are rising with new courage to widening opportunities. We are 
preaching the gospel under thirty-four flags, including France and Rus- 
sia, and in more than one hundred languages and dialects. Methodism 


in a true sense has received the gift of tongues. We are endeavoring to 


adjust our methods to changed conditions, and are organizing new means 


_ of attack without sacrificing our faith or our altar fires. We believe that 


a Church alert, wise, and full of the Holy Ghost, will find true what Mo- 
ses found true in Israel’s march toward Canaan: “No city was too _— 
for 
As one looks out over society in the twentieth century, he detects the 
onward sweep of certain great social movements: labor seeking to better 
itself; races reaching toward brotherhood; society trying to work itself 
clear of poverty, corruption, and crime, and all that obstructs its upward 
path. But he will diseover the Church of Christ, like a pillar of fire, at 
the head of each forward movement. The Church withstands the pluto- 
crat, who would control business by a cash nexus alon@' denying those 
finer qualities that make us men. The Church hears the cry of the dis- 
inherited, and the piteous wail of the child under the wheel of Mammon, 


and battles for relief and true human equation. We are told, sometimes, 
that the Church is falling behind the human procession, but it is not 


true. Protestantism alone has fifty-three million sittings in this country 
alone, enough to permit every man, woman, and child in the nation to 
worship at her altars ; and she keeps this pathway of privilege adequate 
and open by adding ‘almost two million sittings a year. It is admitted 
that Methodism has conquered to the very bottom of human society, res- 
cuing the poor and lowly; but can she conquer to the top also? Has she 
a message to an opulent and cultivated civilization? Well, Methodism 
has as distinct and vital message to the twentieth century as she ever 


had to the eighteenth. It is this, the spiritualization and glorification — 


of all life. The earth has a twofold motion: one on its own axis, and 
that brings day and night; the other is in a celestial orbit around the 
sun, and that brings the seasons. Many have but the one motion, re- 
volving on the axis of an individual enterprise that brings accumulation 
and nothing more. They need to be lifted into a celestial orbit, to have 
life threaded with the spiritual purpose of holiness and human service, 
that brings all seasons and the richest fruitage to the soul.. Socialism 
lives by bread alone; materialism builds its towers of Babel and has no 


vision of a kingdom of righteousness and love; but. Christian faith and 
life bring heaven and earth together in glorious harmony. I am per- 


suaded, brothers, that in this new and intense warfare with materialism, 
worldliness, and selfishness now upon us, you will be called upon to play 
an heroic part. ‘The romance of the twentieth century will’be the de- 
velopment of the Southland, industrially, commercially, spiritually. ‘God 
has locked within your keeping resources, material and spiritual, beyond 
your dreams. When they are released, will and 
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the nation, and through the nation the world. Brothers, we need. you 
sorely, sorely in certain centers where the odds are heavily against us. 


- A question that is profoundly stirring us at the present time is the re- 
lation of Methodism to higher education. There are those who warn us 
from the field altogether. Some of our institutions, under the lure of 


gold, are lifting their anchors and pointing the compass toward ports of 
ease. This question is not new. It emerged early in the Christian dis- 
pensation when Satan confronted our Lord on the mountain top and pro- 
posed, for certain modifications of His plan, to endow the new scheme 
of human redemption, pouring out without reserve the gold, the silver, 
the oil, the steel, and the whole treasure of the earth. You remember 
what our Lord said, standing there in lowly garb, his hands hardened 
with human toil, with a vision of the cross rising before him: “Get 
thee behind me, Satan.” We must get hold of that Scripture, and let it 
thunder again upon the earth. Methodism dare not abdicate its respon- 
sibility in the matter of higher education, and that for two reasons: 
the Christian ideal of education is infinitely larger than the secular 
ideal; it aims to train not only the body and the mind, but the very 
soul itself, for divine fellowship, for holiness and service. Again, the 
years of college life are of the utmost importance in the formation of 
character; in that period youth is peculiarly responsive to the Christian 


. ideal; then the gates into the true and eternal life of the spirit swing 


open most readily. Methodism must guard most sacredly those gates of 


life. The relation of Methodism to education is not that of Rome. The | 


public schools are not Godless, but necessary gates and defenses of civ- 
ilization and progress. The State University has a place and service as a 
part of that system. We have no quarrels with technical schools. Reli- 
gion would not enter these realms with ritual creed or empty forms, but 
through illuminated personalities. Christianity wins its greatest vic- 
tories, not in a coat of mail nor with dogmatic sword thrusts, but 


' through the contagion of Christian personality. The dynamic of Chris- 


tianity is human personality, combining the highest intellectual culture 
with sincere faith, radiant in holiness and love. It will find educa- 
tion a sphere of influence as it finds it in industry, commerce, profes- 
sional and social life, in the entire round of human occupation, until the 
whole earth with all its manifold activities shall shine with justice, 


truth, and love—with the very glory of the Lord. You can no more safe- — 


ly shut religion from the domain of education than you can shut out the 
sunlight and vital air of heaven. The old alchemists used to say that if 
one drew garlic over a loadstone, its magnetic power would be destroyed. 
I am sure that the Christian ideal of education becomes dead and power- 


less at the touch of avarice. O, Church of Christ, beware, beware of the 


garlic of pagan gold! - 
Brothers, will you bear with me while I speak the Ainniak word in 


_ my heart? When Bismarck was a boy he was-distréssed that the Ger- 


man people were. separated into more than thirty kingdoms. It was the 
dream and ambition of his life that they should be united into one great 
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fellowship. The ideal was realized when the smoke of the Franco-Prus- 
sian war cleared away and the venerable King of Prussia was crowned 
Emperor of a united Germany in the palace of Versailles. From the 
morning of my ministry, my heart has been stimulated by the dream and 
hope that the two great branches of Methodism in this country should 
be concentrated into closer fellowship and on truer lines of codperative 


- service. It will be perhaps the next great advance of the kingdom of 
God on earth. I would gladly pour out my life-blood that this great con- 


summation might be realized in the divine order and manner. Thou- 
sands, North and South, would do the same. While brooding on these 


_ things, the prophet Ezekiel seemed to come to me and whisper in my ear 


and heart. I will repeat the message he brought, and do you interpret. 
Hear the prophet Ezekiel: “I will make them one nation in the land, 
upon the mountains of Israel; and one king shall be king to them all; 
and they shall be no more two nations, neither shall they be divided 
into two kingdoms any more at all.” The prayer of our Lord in the sev- 
enteenth of John is stirring the Church as never before: “I pray that, 
they may be one; even as thou, Father, art in me; that they also may 
be in us; that the world may believe that thou didst send me.” Divi- 
sions of Christians on minor issues, especially those related by common 


faith, heritage, and purpose, arrest the influence of the Church, while 


true unity is the overwhelming evidence of the Divine Presence. There 
is a unity of a watch where the wheels are riveted together; there is a 
higher unity of the solar system where cach star moves in its own orbit, 
yet serves and in a- measure sustains the whole. That is the ideal of 


Christian unity. Certain denominational orbits, I believe, are in divine 


order and will remain, but I just as firmly believe that the thin and tem- 
porary walls of lath and plaster separating blood relations and branches 
of one family, will be so jarred by spiritual forces that they will fall 
down under the gravity of love. I have no faith in paper millenniums; 


I have made several of them myself; but paper is not substantial enough 


for a millennium. Negotiations, policies-of explanation, the craft of 


_ diplomatists, the fashions and tricks of religious phras@g, can never 


anneal us; only a new vision of Christ and his kingdom, and a new Pen- 
tecost, can do it. We all know full well the difficulty in the way. To 
the heart of that difficulty, in God’s name, I mean to speak frankly. I 
will so speak, even though it may involve criticism and the loss of in- 
fluence in some ecclesiastical circles. Yet in the presence of God, and 
under the responsibilities of this hour, I must speak my deepest convic- 


tion. God means something by races and color regulating the relations ~— 
of the various families of mankind, just as he means something by the ~ 


mountain ranges that run on the face of the earth and by the seas that 
separate the nations. The Alps, for instance, extend politically clear 
across the Atlantic. The line was a divine projection and protection. 
The northern continent of this western hemisphere was settled from 
Northern Europe and dominated by the Anglo-Saxon civflization, and the 


* southern continent was settled from the south of Europe and dominated 
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by the Latin civilization. Paul said at Mars hill: “God hath made of 
one blood all nations of men for to dwell in all the face of the earth, and 
hath determined the times before appointed and the bounds of their hab- 
itation.” The nation is the unit of the werld’s progress. God’s plan is 
fulfilled, not by coalescing but by correlating the races. God’s lines and 
purposes are equally distinct in racial characteristics and endowments. 
We are to think God’s thoughts after him, not through prejudice or 
pride, but by enlightened reason and under the law of love. There comes 
a time in the life of a child when he must maintain his own center of 
gravity and move forward by his own initiative, or be arrested in his 
true development, It is not less true of races; but, brothers, the time 
will never come when the obligation of guidance, of protection, of the 
ministry of love and service, will cease so long as there is need. Abso-

jlutely the main question between us is the form in which this helpful 


ministry may be most effective. Virgil takes leave of Dante on the edge 
of Paradise with these words: 


“Thus far, with art and skill thy way I’ve wned : 
Along the narrow, steep, and dark ascent; — 
Behold the sunlight on thy forehead thrown; 
Thy will is henceforth upright, free, and sound; 
Lord o’er thyself, be mitered and be crowned.” 


Such is the relation of Christianity to all the backward races of the 
earth. Patiently and at any cost she must lead them forward until they 
obtain the splendid crown of personality, true self-control and self-di- 
rection. Brothers, this will only be possible in obedience to the supreme 
law of the gospel. O, ye Methodists, North. and South, hear the word 
of God: “Thou shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart, with all 
thy mind, with all thy soul, and with all thy strength.” The dominant 


notes of the Christian life are: with all thy heart, consecration; with 


all. thy mind, rationality; with all thy soul, aspiration; with all thy 
strength, driving energy. I doubt if ever a people more nearly attained 
the grace ofgloving the Lord with the whole heart than the Methodist 
folk; but, brothers, we have something to learn yet about loving ,God © 
with the whole mind; it means facing new truth and the problems be- 
fore us, not with prejudice and inherited tradition, but with an open 
and hospitable-mind, and thinking them through devoutly, humbly, but 
bravely, to the end; and then rising to the sublime height of daring obe- 
dience and connecting the full force of our personality with our clear 
and sincere conviction. A true Methodist will respond to all the high 
notes of the law of Christ. It is imperative, brothers, that we think our 
way through our differences, close up the ranks and unite our. forces 


-more wisely against the mighty battle-lines of evil advancing against us. 


Great victories of the cross await the new alignment. The day before 
Nelson fell at Trafalgar, he asked Admiral Collinwood where Captain 
Rotherham was. “We are not on the best of terms,” was the reply... Nel- 


son. immediately sent a boat for Rotherham,-and taking him to Collin- 
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wood, said: “Men, we are under the guns of the enemy. A battle is im- 
minent involving the very life of the kingdom. In God’s name, join 
hearts and hands and forces see the common enemy.” They shook 
hands in tears. 

Brothers, I close my message with a challenge of love. O, ye chival- 
rous sons of the South; you who have been the knights and guardians 
of the holiest rights and the highest hopes of humanity! Let us join 
forces against our common foes, and for the unity of Methodism, the 
glory of our Lord; and the redemption of the race. Let us think our way 
through our differences, justly and kindly, under the guidance of the 
Holy Spirit, who will lead us into ai] truth until our hearts touch again 
at the Cross, and we find the true center of the King’s Highway. Let 
us pay the price, whatever the cost may be, and promptly and generously 
make the new adjustments necessary to the interest of the kingdom. 
Brothers, I speak in the name of multitudes who look this way with 
solicitude. Accept our chdllenge of love. We will meet you on the 
heights of Christian fellowship and in a new covenant of love, to fulfill 
the great ideal of Methodism and spread holiness over this land and over 
all lands. The whole earth will then ring with a new note of triumph, 
and heaven itself will thrill with the joy of our glad jubilee. 


ADDRESS OF HON. J. FRANK HANLY, OF THE METHODIST EPIS- 
| COPAL CHURCH. 


Mr. President, Fathers, and Brethren: I come from that great empire 
beyond the Ohio—the old Northwest Territory. An empire wrung by our 


fathers from forest gloom and prairie solitude, and by them dedicated | 


forever to human liberty, civil and religious. An empire reclaimed, and 
peopled now by a mighty population—sixteen millions in number—in 
whose veins leap and course the mingled blood of every civilized nation 
beneath the sun. An empire continental in its vastness, immeasurable in 
its wealth, tireless in its energy, conquering in its power. An empire of 
many differing and conflicting religious beliefs and creeds, but through 
whose history of one hundred and twenty years there run like golden 
strands the silken cords of our own common faith—the faith of Wesley 
and of Asbury, of Simpson and of Galloway. An empire whose ever- 
widening bounds and farthest-flung frontiers could not outstrip the 
winged gospel told by tongues that spoke our common creed. An empire 
athrill with the héart-throb and purpose of twentieth century Metho- 
dism, rising by sublime impulse to the high levels of twentieth century 
opportunity. 

But vast as it is and many as they are, Ls am here to speak for more 
than those of our faith and creed who live in that great empire, Y | 
- Your mother—the mother of all American Methodisms—has sent me, 
I bear her commission. I am her ambassador:. Her holy fathers willed 


that I should come to you and bring to you salutation and greeting from 
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all her children everywhere throughout the land. And so I have come— 
come to you even here—to the land of my own maternal parent’s birth 
-——the bearer of a message fresh from your mother’s heart—a message 
of continuing, abiding interest; of impelling affection; of unceasing, 
yearning love. She holds you still in tender remembrance. She has so 
held you throughout all the years of your separation. She will so hold 
you to the end. She salutes you with pride and with exultation. Before 
all the world she avows her kinship and c is you for her very own. 
By bonds as holy as human souls have ever known, she claims you; by 
ties as sacred as the common altar at which you one time knelt; by the 


- pangs that gave you birth, by the travail out of which you came. So 


runs her message. 
And you—you have justified and earned sae confidence and her love. 


~ You have justified and earned them both. Justified and earned them by 


the gospel you have preached, by the courage you have shown, by the ad- 
versities you have borne, by that patience you have exhibited, by the 
work you have wrought, by the bodily pain you have soothed, by the pas- 
sions you have stilled, by the souls you have saved. 

Avowing her kinship, and loving you and confiding in you as she does, 


she wishes you to know that, though progress marks her way, funda- 


mentally she has not changed. That while she has caught new concepts 
of duty and had new visions of service; while her heart-beat has quick- 
ened with the quickening tide of modern life, and her sympathies have 
widened and deepened “with the process of the suns,” she is still en- 
gaged in the old-time mission of carrying the gospel of the crucified 
Christ to erring men and women. She stands by the ancient faith. She 
still believes in the existence of a triune God, in a personal Saviour, in 


the divinity of the Christ, in the redemptive power of his spilled blood, 


and in the immortality of the human soul. 

$She still reads the same old Bible, sings the old songs, kneels at the 
old altars, prays the old prayers, worships the same great, loving heay- 
enly Father as in the days agone. She is hot yet weary in well doing. 
She knows she cannot stand still, that if she does not advance she must 
retreat, and her buglers do not know how to sound retreat. She makes 
every. moral conflict of her own. In her pulpits great moral questions 


receive downright and fearless discussion. She throws her immense 


weight on the moral side of every question, and believes her obligation 
lies "wherever a moral issue is or can be raised. She holds herself bound 
to speak against wrongs wherever found. She insists that men go right 
in life, whether in private or in public station; that | |

She’ believes the religion of Christ is not a potted plant, but a virile, 


| diffused, and living force, melting evil customs, breaking down wicked 


institutions, affecting all it touches. She does not believe in mixing 
either business or politics with religion, but she does believe in mixing 


religion with both business and politics. 
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She does not etlevs she should enter politics to get funds from public 
treasuries for her use, to secure legislative mandate for her ritual o 
police support for her doctrines; but she does believe that religion driven 
from the field of national interests into the refuge of private life loses 
its grasp on the world and ceases to be effective among men; that there 
are high qualities and influences which can be created only by the 
Christian Church, and that it is therefore her duty to exert herself to 
reach the social and political life of the nation. That her place is on 
the firing line where the battle is. That it is a part of her business to 
translate Christ’s teachings into the activities of human affairs. That 
she ought to be a humanizing influence. That it is not only her priv- 


ilege, but her bounden duty, when she can, to create moral issues and so 
to press them as to compel! political parties to espouse them. That it fe 


her mission to save both the individual and the race. 

She believes in the divorcement of Church and State, that the toa. 
chinery of the two should be kept absolutely separate. But she also be- 
lieves that the State needs a Church devoted to the moral welfare of so- 
ciety. That liberty cannot survive without religion; that any people 
must be religious to be free. That both Church and State should be the 
servants of humanity. That our institutions and traditions have been 
born and developed under the inspiriation and dominance of Christian 
faith. That her obligations require her to assail every wrongful rela- 
tion among men, and to defend every rightful relation. That beside the 
hope of personal salvation she ought to plant the social hope. — 

She refuses to be muzzled or to keep silent on any great matter. She 
does not believe evils can be destroyed or eradicated by. saying nothing 
about them. ‘That they be the spokesmen of an awakened people; not 
dawdlers singing a lullaby, but man-warriors sounding the reveille. 

She is abreast of the intellectual attainment and alive to the scientific 


discoveries of the age. She recognizes the fact that man has at last 


partially triumphed over mystery and space; that a new earth and a 
_ new heaven have been created; that he has augmented his powers and 
multiplied his possibilities until his whisper is heard beneath the seas 


and among the clouds. That the “latched Antipodes” at last are open; 
that the East and West have met. That all the world is now her parish; 


. that its millions are in her hands. That because of these things, she 
must henceforth think in continents, and her deeds. must henceforth be 
world-deeds. She is conscious that sheis at last face to face with the 
non-Christian religions of the world, and that she must b caprtgien or her- 


 gelf be vanquished. 


Gathering herself to meet the mnie of the impending conflict, she 


turns for earthly aid and comfort to those who share her traditions and 


her faith—to the followers of her founder—the children of John Wes- 
‘ley. But she finds them divided and scattered—twenty-seven separate 
and distinct denominations—fighting, fighting bravely and well, but each 
fighting in its own way, in independent and unsupported detachments, 


without concert of action or unity of direction, weakened by the waste — 
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| of rivalry, impotent for want of resources, foiled and defeated for lack of 


- 


support. These twenty-seven denominations have resources enough in 
the aggregate to insure victory and save the world, but they fail because 
their forces cannot be brought to the point of contact at the crux of 

_ battle. The opportunity is heaven-born. The need is imperative. But 
the independent regiments fight. Brave men fall. The ranks are 
thinned. Now and then a position is taken, here and there, by sheer 
personal daring and supreme individual sacrifice, but final and complete | t 
victory is impossible. The condition is pitiful. Twenty-seven independ- 
ent and separate armies where there should be but one! Diffusion of 
forces where there should be concentration! Division where there 
should be unity! Discord where there should be harmony! Weakness 
: where there should be strength! Impotence where there shoyld be pow- 
er! Defeat where there should be victory! 7 

This is specially true in Methodism in America, and peculiarly so of 
us. More than all others, we should be united. Betweeen us there 
should be an indissoluble union. We sing from the same hymn book 
and recite the same catechism. We have common educational institu- 
tions; a common order of service; a common faith; a common Church 
polity; a common history; a common doctrinal heritage; are divided— 
divided at a time when the need of union is mortal, in an era when con- 
centration and consolidation are in the very air we breathe, and every 
temporal interest is being melted and hammered into a solidarity as 

compact and round as a cannon ball. a 

There is scarcely a note in the music of the age that docs not draw 
us together and impel us:to unity. The ties of kinship, oneness of faith, 
the bonds of fellowship, memories old and sacred, incite to union; com- 

- mon danger and unspeakable need require it; the glories of the past, 
the unparalleled opportunities of the present, the splendor of the possi-. 
ble future, conspire to affect it; the very times themselves complot for 
its accomplishment. And yet we are separated! With us the waste of 
rivalry goes on! 

In the nation the sectional differences out of which our separation 
grew have passed away. I recall those differences now only in appeal 
to you, and to those whose commission I bear, for a reunited Methodism. 

It was a mighty struggle—a conflict fierce as human life in its tensest 

- mood—between Titanic peoples. And what a story the record of it is! 
How it stirs the blood! How it inspires to love of country! How it 
impels to high endeavor! And what valorous foes they were! _They 
were and are, thank God, our countrymen—the Blue and the Gray. In 

ui their veins flowed kindred blood—blood that leaps and burns in ours to- 

i day. They differed; differed until at last the parliament of debate was > 
closed; and then, like men, they fought their differences out, in open ~ 
war—on the field of battle—sealing the settlement with mate blood, and 
giving the world a new concept of human valor. . 

There were wounds. There was suffering. There was eerthnhs’ 

There were asperities. There was death. There was bereavement. 
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These were inevitable. But there was a nobility about it all that, seen | 


through the intervening years, silences discord, softens hate, and makes 
forgiveness easy. From these red fields we reaped glory enough for all, 
enough to immortalize both peoples. Wounds then made now aer healed. 
To-day we laugh and weep together. Asperities are forgotten, Thé past 
is remembéred without bitterness. Glory hovers like a benediction over 
half a hundred immortal fields and guards with solemn round the biv- 
ouac of the dead, giving no heed to the garb they wore. Their greatness 
is their passport to immortality, the bond of our eternal gratitude. It 
is the legacy of all—the heritage of the nation. Reconciliation has 
- come with influences soft and holy. We are one people again; our coun- 
try one, solid, unified, nationalized; her “flag in love with all the winds 


of heaven.” And yet we—we who before then were one—are still di- 


vided. 

_ Nineteen hundred years ago the shepherds, watching their flocks by 
night among the hills of Judea, were stirred by a cry in the sky, from 
angel lips, rising into the ecstasy of song, announcing the coming of 
the Prince of Peace, ina message glad and sweet: , 


“Glory to God in the highest, 
And on earth peace, good will toward men. ” 


To-day the nations of the earth are hearing that cry. The message 
of peace on earth and good will toward men then announced to humble 
herdsmen is making its way now into the international relations of the 
world. The Saviour’s new commandment “that ye love one another” is 
reaching the hearts of the great, of the men who rule and administer 
government throughout.the earth. The dawn of universal peace is de- 


sired and longed for. And the day is coming—in the providence of a 
- merciful God—the day is coming, when war shall be made no more; | 


when the carnage of the battlefield shall be but a barbaric memory; 


when the millions in uniform who now stride the bent back of overbur- © 


dened producers shall toil as fellow-reapers at their side; when the 
dreadnaughts that now ride the seas shall, unarmed, bear only messages > 


of peace and good will; when government everywhere shall be adminis- \ , 
mercy; when the federation of the race shall be 


achieved; when men shall know and acknowledge the great fact that 


tered with justice an 


“God hath made of one ket 3 all nations”—the fact of universal aretha: 
hood. 

But we—we, the children of Wises who ie be first to abel 
the ripening purpose of the times—labor on in separate ways, as though 
we did not hear and did not know, fluttering where we might soar. 

On the eve of his betrayal—aye, within a few hours of his crucifixion 


—the Lord Jesus, conscious of his approaching separation from them, — 


& knelt among his disciples, and prayed for them with a love so tender, 
a concern so profound, and an eloquence so simple, that I wonder how 


men who love him can read it and continue estranged from one anoth- . 


er. Here is the burden of it; and, brethren, I pray you hear it and think 
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 Appendia. 

of it in this connection: “Holy Father, keep through thine own name 
those whom thou hast.given me, that they may be one as we are.... 
Neither pray I for those alone, but for them also which shall believe 
on me through their word; that they all may be one; as thou, Father, 
art in me, and I in thee, that they also may be one in us; .. . that 
they may be one, even as we arevone: I in them, and thou in me, that 

they may be made perfect in one.” | 

So prayed the Christ for his disciples and for us, even in the shadow 
of his martyrdom! And yet, we continue to steel our hearts against his | 
plea and to crucify him anew by remaining separate and apart—two, 
_ where he would have us one. 

And union would mean so much to Him, to the world, and to our- — 
selves! It would mean the beginning of a new day in Methodism. It 
would raise the membership above that of both Churches now, in num- 
bers and in character. It would stir new depths in our religious natures. 
It would elevate our aims, ennoble our motives, intensify our convic- 
tions, and quicken our zeal. It would lift us beyond the narrowness of 
the past, carry us to the peak and pinnacle of religious power, and make 
this a summit century. | | 

What a force we could bring to the fighting line! What an organized 
conscience we could become! What an impelling, centripetal, moral 
force! What an epoch-making event it would be! What a triumph of 
love and unity! 

Two years ago I sat in the Geil Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, convened in Baltimore, and saw and heard that which 
laid upon my conscience the question of union between you and us, as 
it had never been laid before, and which put into my heart the germs of 
the appeal I am now making. . 

A resolution had been passed, directed to the Methodist Protestant 
Church, then assembled in General Conference at Pittsburg, inviting 
that splendid body of militant Methodists to renew organic fellowship 
with us. A deputation of distinguished men, composed of Bishop War- 
ren, Rev. J. F. Goucher, and Senator J. P. .Dolliver, had been ap- 
pointed to carry the resolution-te-Pittsburg. Both the messengers. and 
the message had been kindly received, and a deputation headed by the 
President of the Conference, Rev. Dr. T. H. Lewis, had been appointed 
and sent to us in Baltimore, bringing in return a message. of tenderest 
affection and voicing the common wish of both great bodies. The mes- | 
sage from them was presented to us by Dr. Lewis in simile so apt, in | 
diction so beautiful, and in eloquence so masterful, as to melt the heart- 
beats of the vast assemblage into one mighty throb of fellowship and 
love. It was the supreme moment—the high-water mark—of a supreme 
assemblage, surpassing by far anything I have ever experienced or seen. 
He brought home to us our responsibility in this behalf as I would that 
I could now bring it home to you. Expressing the desire of his people — 
to come back home, he turned to us with this: 

“Our Church is in the South as well as in the North. We are united 
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in one family that knows no distinctions or boundaries. The slavery 
question divided us, but the Christian question united us again. We. 


touch hands and hearts with those who differ in other things, but agree 
in Christ. When we think of going back home, the question recurs in- 
stantly and forcefully, ‘Which home?’ Fathers and brethren, suffer me 
to speak of this matter. If I am bold, it is your magnanimity which 
has made me bald. We are like children whose parents are separated. 
Do not force us to separate from each other in order that we may re- 
join the family. We want to unite with a united home. You who know 
so well how to reach the heart, will you not speak to them as you have 
spoken to us? You who ‘love Christ more than any Christian denomina- 
tion, do you not love Methodism more than any section of it?” _ 
Brethren, it is in that spirit that I am come to you. I bear no of- 
ficial message to you to renew organic fellowship with us. That I have 


no authority to offer. Unhappily, the movement for organic union be- 


tween us has not yet progressed that far. But from the moment I heard 
' the eloquent and pathetic appeal of Dr. Lewis to which I have referred 
—the appeal of a child who longs to return home—I have felt that I 
could not absolve my own soul until I had made this appeal to you. 
I did not say so to any one. My desire was never put into words, but it 
was ever present in my heart. When later the Board of Bishops, with- 
out a word or hint from me, or any one else in my behalf so far as I am 
aware, commissioned me and sent me to you, they gave me the oppor- 
tunity for which I longed. And now, if I can only take occasion by the 
hand and lay this great cause upon your hearts as it should be laid 
upon them and as it was laid upon ours by Dr. Lewis, God will have 
blessed me beyond my desert. I have said I do not speak officiaNy upon 
this question, that I am without authority so to speak; but I do voice 
the desire and hope of all my people. I bring you the vision they have 


caught—a vision for the realization of which yet in their day they hope — 


and pray—the vision of a greater Methodism than the world has ever 
seen—the Methodist Church of America, united and consecrated, and 
equipped for action. Fathers and brethren, it is a world vision I bring 
_you,—a vision the very concept of which is great, worthy of you and of 


us aiid of the times in which we live. Its consummation will lead great — 


men to speak great words and do great deeds in many lands. It will 
-be’an inspiration to all our people everywhere, at home and abroad. It 
will ‘enlarge our hope, unfetter our courage, and evoke anew our will- 
ingness to sacrifice. The spirit of the Curiat will be in it— “EriGging 


the seas, shaking the continents.” 


Shall it be said of Methodism—of twentieth: century Methodism, here 


- jn America—that, big with this mighty concept, this veritable man- 
child of hope and destiny, she went to accouchement when her time was 
come, lacking the strength to give birth? That of her travail there 
came no living issue, only a poor, dead thing, a something to be num- 
bered forever among the nameless mugte-beypheene of human hope 
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It was said of some of the leaders of the contending factions which 
during the Revolution were rending France and staining her soil with 
her children’s blood, “They hate one another more than they love 
France.” Brethren, shall it be that in after years our children, turning 
the pages of our lives, will be compelled to close the book and through 
tear-dimmed eyes say of us, “They hated one another more than they 
loved Methodism, or even the Christ they professed to serve?” 

Fathers and brethren, hear me: I beg of you and of my own people, 
let not these things be written or said of us. Let it rather be said and 
written that in this glad morning of this tremendous century we closed 
forever the book-of the record of our differences and the causes that led 
to them, sealed it with our mingled tears, wrote forgiveness across its 
clasped lids, and turning away, marched to victory and to glory, under 
a common leadership, beneath the white banner of the Cross, leaving to 


our children the priceless heritage of a reunited Church, the holy joy 


and solemn ecstasy of a supreme consecration. Which shall it be? 
Which shall it be? We, and we alone, under God, can give the answer. 
The responsibility is ours. We cannot evade or escape it. We, and we 
alone, can decide. Organic fellowship is not only desirable, a thing to be 
longed for. It is more than that. Itis possible. It is practicable. : 

I know there are difficulties that hinder, problems that perplex, ques- 


tions that embarrass; that there are Alps in the way; but to God’s peo-. 
_ ple there should-be no Alps. There are in this no difficulties, however 
great, that Christian love and faith cannot surmount; no problems, how- 


ever complex or intricate, that Christian grace and patience cannot | 


~ solve; no questions, however delicate or embarrassing, which Christian 


charity and forbearance cannot either waive or answer. Each will have 


to yield something; both will have to make concessions; but @ way can 


be found. Aye, hear me, a way has afready been found—a starlit way, 
pointed out by fingerboard and spoken word. The fingerboard is the 
Cross of Calvary, the spoken word is the dying plea of the crucified 
Christ—‘“Father, forgive them.” Mutual forgiveness is the way. It is 
God’s way. It is the way of the Lord Jesus. Wherever estrangement 


and separation have once been, it is the only way to reconciliation, hon- 


orable alike to both. \ 

. My friends, I finish with the prayer to Almighty God that Ephraim 
shall soon cease to vex Judah; that both may presently find the grace to 
do this great thing, to walk in’this Christ-biest way. That the bonds of 
a restored and a re-formed national union shall speedily be > strengthened 
by a reconciled’ and reunited Methodism, offering 


“One faith against a whole world’s unbelief, 
One soul against the flesh of all mankind.”
